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Governor Reports Great Progress 



Governor Fuller Warren 


My Friends: 

This is your friend and your Governor, Fuller Warren, bringing 
you the first report of 1950 from your Administration in Talla¬ 
hassee, the State Capital. 

The theme of my talk tonight is one in which every citizen of 
Florida can take pride. It is a report of progress and accomplish¬ 
ment, in which everyone in Florida has had a hand. And every¬ 
one in our State, whether he is a laborer, a bank president, a 
filling station operator, a student or otherwise is benefiting from 
the accomplishments. All of us will continue to benefit as we 
make further progress on this broad and comprehensive program 
for a greater Florida. 

First I would like to speak of the movement to make Florida 
the safest state in the nation in which to live, work and travel. 
Only a month ago you read in your newspapers of my plans to 
reactivate the Governor’s Safety Council. Today the council is in 
business—in the business of saving lives and limbs, and preventing 
the destruction of property. The board of directors of this life¬ 
saving business, if I may refer to the advisory committee in that 
manner, is composed of some of the best brains in Florida. 

More than 60 members of the advisory committee, representing 
every section of the State, took time out from their personal busi¬ 
ness and professional activities last week to attend the organiza¬ 
tional meeting in Tallahassee. In an atmosphere of enthusiasm, 
tempered only by awareness of the grave responsibilities they were 
assuming, the delegates chose permanent subcommittees to attack 
the problem of accident prevention from all angles. 

The magnitude of the iob was apparent to all. They learned 
that 715 persons were killed on Florida’s highways in 1948. In 
1949, according to incomplete reports, 655 persons lost their lives 
on our highways. This means that 60 persons are alive today who 
would have been in their graves had the 1948 fatality rate been 
allowed to continue. Any one of us may be among those 60 
persons whose lives were spared! As a matter of fact, analysis 
of Florida highway accident statistics shows that 88 percent of the 
mishaps involved Florida people. In only 12 percent were out-of- 
state motorists or tourists involved. 

Much of the credit for the improvement in Florida’s traffic toll 
between 1948 and 1949 rightfully goes to the Florida Highway 
Patrol’s enforcement and educational efforts. Our task now is to 
lower the 1950 fatality rate even more by co-ordinated concentra- 
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tion of all State agencies and organized civic groups interested in 
saving lives. I am confident that we will do it. 

Bolstering my confidence is the fact that the 1949 Legislature 
passed a law requiring cattlemen to keep their animals off the 
highways. Although the law does not become effective until next 
July 1, many cattlemen already are fencing their livestock, and I 
feel safe in predicting that the number of accidents resulting from 
collisions with animals in 1950 will be fewer by half than the 
346 accidents of this type in 1949. Approximately 50 persons were 
injured in those 346 collisions, and two persons were killed. One 
motorist died when he ran off the road trying to avoid hitting a 
cow. and the second was killed when his automobile hit a hog 
and was overturned. No wonder we have been known in the past 
as the State that had more concern over the safety of cattle than 
of its citizens! 

I suppose that the only men who place an economic value on 
the human life are insurance actuaries, those fellows who figure 
our chances on living to ripe old age. But I say to you that it is 
impossible to evaluate the worth of a human life. 

The assessed value of all property in Florida in 1948, according 
to the Florida Improvement Commission, was $3,518,806,581, while 
tlie estimated value of all State-owned buildings and land was 
$80,000,000. As I see it, any one living man, woman or child 
is worth more than all this. That is why I believe that no effort 
to reduce the number of fatal accidents can be too exhaustive, 
no expenditure too costly. 

In the Governor’s Safety Council we have the beginning of a 
great life-saving organization. It is dedicated to the task of 
making every Florida citizen safety-conscious. Everyone will have 
a chance to cooperate on a community level in this crusade for 
caution. Crusade, I think, is an apt word for our safety program, 
because we are heeding a command from on high. What probably 
is the first safety order to come down to us in written form is 
contained in the Bible. In Deuteronomy, Chapter 22, Verse 8, we 
find these words: “When thou buildest a new house, then thou 
shalt make a battlement for thy roof, that thou bring not blood 
upon thine house, if any man fall from thence.” In this Biblical 
injunction, of course, battlement refers to the walls built around 
tlie flat roofs of those days. We are trying to keep from bringing 
blood upon our State—from any cause. 

You will be hearing and reading more about our safety effort 
from your local radio stations and newspapers within a few weeks. 
In the meantime, if you want to know more about this organization 
and its aims, or if you have ideas or suggestions to contribute, may 
I suggest that you write to me. Better still—since a full-time, ex¬ 
perienced director is on the job—address your letters and inquiries 
to him. He is Henry Balch, and his office is in Room 308, Florida 
Industrial Commission, Tallahassee, Florida. Let me repeat that: 
Write to Henry Balch — B-A-L-C-H — Director, Governor’s Safety 
Council, Room 308, Florida Industrial Commission, Tallahassee, 
Florida. 

I want to emphasize, again, that the movement does not embrace 
highway safety alone. We are equally concerned with safety 
in industry, on the farms, in the home, and on our world-famed 
beaches. Accidents in these everydav activities take an appalling 
toll. 

For example, in Florida in 1949 there were more than 88,500 
industrial accidents—121 of them fatal. According to records of 
the Florida Industrial Commission, this represents a trend for the 
worse, since only 116 died in industrial accidents in 1948. 

This trend can be stopped. It must be stopped if we are to 
bring more industry to Florida. Our incomparable climate, our 
stable labor supply, our favorable taxes, our transportation facilities 
—all these attractions for industry will have little magnetism if we 
become known as a slipshod industrial state. 

I think it significant that our newly-organized Industrial Develop- 
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ment Council met in Gainesville only a few days after the con¬ 
ference of the Governor's Safety Council in Tallahassee. Like the 
Safety Council, the Industrial Development Council also has made 
considerable progress. 

Although organized only two months ago, this top-management 
industrial group already has succeeded in interesting 18 enterprises 
in the advisability of locating their plants in Florida. Three of these 
18 have been sold so thoroughly on our state that they are getting 
ready to review plant sites. I am not at liberty to name the cities 
under consideration, but I can tell you the products which the 18 
prospects would manufacture or produce. It is an imposing list, 
covering the following fields: 

Dehydrated fruit, fruit syrups, safety glass, castings, lacquer, soda 
straws, refrigeration equipment, plating, window shades, bread wrap¬ 
pers, roofing, tools and dies, ironing boards, phonographs, dessicated 
coconut, and motion pictures. 

Think of it! Motion pictures, MADE in FLORIDA. For many 
years we have been envious of California's stranglehold on this 
glamorous—and highly profitable—industry. Many jobs are created 
and much capital employed. But we sat idly by, while the initiative 
and enterprise of the Californians built the animated magic lantern 
into a multi-million dollar monoply. 

Now, at the start of an exciting new half-century, we can an¬ 
nounce that one producer has chosen Florida as a studio site. 
He is Jack Goldberg, who has been producing “B” pictures for 
many years under the Screen Guild and Herald banners. Mr. Gold¬ 
berg and his associates have taken a 20-year lease on a former Navy 
airfield and hangers near Miami, and are converting the project into 
a modern movie-producing center. The Industrial Development 
Council, through the State Improvement Commission, already is co¬ 
operating with Mr. Goldberg on some of the financing details, and 
by assembling documentary material to be used in pictures having a 
Florida locale. 

Admittedly, this is a modest movie venture alongside Hollywood’s 
acres and acres of studios. But it is a start—and it means payrolls. 
That is what we seek—payrolls—whether they come from producing 
movies or manufacturing bread wrappers or dehydrating fruit. 

The Industrial Development Council, incidentally, is a splendid 
example of how the State of Florida can cooperate—and is cooperat¬ 
ing—with private enterprise. Another example that comes to mind 
is the working relationship of the Florida Forest Service and private 
owners of forest-lands. There are many landowners who deserve 
the thanks of all Florida citizens for supplementing State and county 
fire-fighting crews and equipment with their own crews and equip¬ 
ment. This cooperation definitely is helping to reduce forest fire 
losses. 

While you probably shared my concern over the report that nearly 
half of the woods fires in Florida during the last six months of 
1949 occurred in December, State Forester C. H. Coulter is my 
authority for the statement that an unseasonable spell of extremely 
dry weather was the principal reason for this. 

The December report of the Forest Service showed that there 
were 29 woods fires during the month, contributing to the totals of 
1,789 fires in the six months from July through December. In this 
period 43,000 acres were burned over at an estimated loss of 
$87,258. As bad as these figures were, I am heartened by the im¬ 
provement noted during the past month. We've had only one-third 
the number of fires we had in January, 1949, with a proportionate 
decrease in the area burned. 

Our State Forest Service is doing an alert job of forest fire control. 
I'm sure the service will do an even better job as soon as we obtain 
Federal Communications Commission approval for installation of 
additional radio reporting stations, which will speed fire-fighting 
crews to the scene. 

In the coming months of 1950, the Forest Service will continue 
to use its observation plane in the so-called “hot" areas and will 
otherwise attempt to control fires as soon as they are set. I say 
“set” because three-fourths of our wildfires are ignited. The rest,

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Governor’s Safety Meeting 


TALLAHASSEE - In one of the 
“finest safety meetings ever held in 
the Nation” Governor Fuller Warren 
completed reorganization of the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Safety Council Monday, Jan. 
23 at an all day meeting held in the 
Chamber of the House of Representa¬ 
tives here. 

Every member of the Governor’s 
Cabinet was present and spoke in be¬ 
half of the safety drive’s goal ... to 
make Florida the safest State in the 
nation in which to live, work and 
travel. 

Members of the Governor’s “Little 
Cabinet” also were present and spoke 
briefly in offering their cooperation 
to the Governor’s effort and his safety 
director, Henry Balch, former vice 
president and editorial director of Or¬ 
lando Daily Newspapers, Inc. 

Dave Vandivier, editor of the 
Chickasha (Okla.) Express and an 
active safety worker in that State 
said “this is the finest safety meet¬ 
ing ever held in the nation and I 
have attended many of them.” 

Walter L. Hays, president of the 
Florida State Chamber of Commerce 
and one of the main springs in the 
Warren safety movement wrote the 
Governor “your attendance at the day 
long meeting and the interest you 
have manifested marks you as the 
Florida Governor who has done most 
for the cause of safety in our State.” 

More than 60 of Florida’s leaders 
from all walks of life attended the 
session and the great majority of them 
spoke from the floor, giving their sug¬ 
gestions for making Florida safer and 
asking questions about the program. 

James D. Hill of the National Safe¬ 
ty Council also was a speaker and 
outlined a series of suggestions his 
group had for Florida following an 
intensive study of conditions here. 

Other speakers were Col. H. N. 
Kirkman of the Florida Highway Pa¬ 
trol, Lt. C. E. Taylor, educational of¬ 
ficer of the Patrol, A. P. McIntosh, 
safety consultant of the Florida In¬ 
dustrial Commission and Henry Balch, 
director of the Governor’s Safety 
Council. 


Balch said that permanent commit¬ 
tee setups would be announced by 
mail and that a Statewide safety con¬ 
ference, probably a two-day affair, 
would be held sometime in June. 

The text of Governor Warren’s 
speech to the meeting follows in full: 

I want to warmly welcome this fine as¬ 
semblage of Florida citizens who have 
taken time out from their pressing business 
and professional duties to attend this highly 
important meeting called in an earnest at¬ 
tempt to make Florida a better and safer 
place in which to live, work and travel. 

1 hesitated to ask so many of you to 
give up your valuable time to come to 
Tallahassee for this meeting, at first hoping 
that our organizational work could be ac¬ 
complished by mail. 

But a study of the situation showed me 
that the first problem in attempting to 
make Florida the safest State in the nation 
in which to live, work and travel was to 
advise those leaders of the State who are 
solidly behind us in a safety movement 
just what facilities the State has for for¬ 
warding the movement, what facilities it 
lacks and to ask their advice as to how 
we should proceed toward our high goal. 

Safety, like freedom, is everybody’s busi¬ 


ness. The newspapers, the radio stations 
and the civic organizations of Florida long 
have recognized the problem and tried to 
prevent traffic, farm, home and industrial 
accident tolls. Much progress has been 
made. But we still have a tremendous 
distance to travel if we are to attain No. 1 
place in the nation in all forms of safety. 

For many years one of my main con¬ 
cerns as a public servant, a seeker of public 
office and as your Governor has been high¬ 
way safety. I am sure none of you can 
forget the long years of intensive effort 
I made to get cattle off the highways of 
Florida. The 1949 Legislature passed a 
law requiring that cattle be fenced and it 
takes effect in July, 1950. Already re¬ 
markable results have been attained with 
the mere psychological effect of having 
such a law on the books. Only two fatal 
accidents occurred last year as a result of 
collisions between vehicles and cattle. I 
want to thank the cattlemen of Florida for 
their cooperation and for the wonderful 
spirit they have shown in preparing to ful¬ 
fill the requirements of the new fencing 
law. I am sure that when the effective 
date of tlie law draws near the great ma¬ 
jority of Florida’s cattle population will be 
behind fences, thus eliminating a terrible

pvN THE LOWER TIP of the 
Florida keys where the Atlantic 
meets the Gulf of Mexico, is one of 
America's most unusual communities. 
Key West, the southernmost city in the 
country, is steeped in picturesque an¬ 
tiquity, and lies only a few hours 
away. 

A day's trip will just cover the in¬ 
teresting activities awaiting the visitor. 

The last stop on the mainland is 
Florida City. From there, as you head 
toward Key West, you're in for a series 
of breath-taking scenic views plus a 
number of historical sidelights. 

Cross Jewfish creek and you're on 
Key Largo. You see signs advertising 
key lime pie and turtle soup, bait for 
:sale and bone fish guides. 

Soon, you'll approach Matecumbe 
key and the first historical stop: an 18- 
foot monument to the 800 victims of a 
1985 hurricane. Nearby is a modern 
storm shelter designed to prevent a 
recurrence of the '35 disaster.

All along the keys you've been pass¬ 
ing through wonderful fishing areas.

Now you're passing directly over 
the Seven-Mile bridge.

The railings are 
made of old railroad tracks welded 
together. 

Finally, after more inspiring scenery, 
you slow down and drive into Key 
West. 

Incorporated as a city in 1828, it has 
a varied history. The population is 


predominantly a mixture of three 
groups: the “Conchs,” Cubans and 
Spanish, and the Negroes. 

Points of interest include the naval 
station, home of the “Winter White 
House.” For a small sum you can see 
the city aquarium, which has an excel¬ 
lent display of tropical fish, including 
green moray eels, sharks, stingarees, 
and barracuda. 

For a day’s escape from the hubbub 
of the city, for the enjoyment of sheer 
beauty, for a glimpse at old America, 
we recommend a visit to Key West.

THOMAS D. BAILEY OFFERS DRIVING 
INSTRUCTIONS TO HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 


TALLAHASSEE - Nearly 5,000 
Florida high school students received 
lessons in how to drive a car in school 
last year and almost 3,000 of them 
used real cars as part of their in¬ 
struction.

Bailey reported recently a total of 
4,754 students in grades 7 to 12 at¬ 
tended driver education and training 
classes in 85 schools last year. 

Actual behind-the-wheel driving 
instruction was given to 2,836 stu¬ 
dents while 1,918 received only class¬ 
room instruction. Forty-five schools 
offered both types of classes and an 
additional 40 schools offered class¬ 
room instruction without actual driv¬ 
ing. 

However, Bailey said only 7.2 per 
cent of the 65,984 students who at¬ 
tended high schools last year took 
the course. He attributed the small 
percentage of enrollees not to the stu¬ 
dents but to the shortage of trained 
teachers and the fact the program is 
relatively new. 

He said the students want to take 
the driving lessons but the schools 
are unable to provide a sufficient 
number of trained teachers. 


At present the classes are offered 
in both junior and senior high schools, 
in grades 7 to 12. The Department 
of Education recommends that stu¬ 
dents be allowed to take the courses 
only when they are old enough to 
get a regular driver s license. This 
would usually be about the tenth 
grade. 

Two types of driving instruction 
are offered: 

Actual behind-the-wheel instruc¬ 
tion. Here the student drives a dual¬ 
control or special automobile under 
teacher supervision. The course leads 
to a regular driver’s license and was 
offered in 45 schools in 19 counties 
last year. These schools offered both 
types of training. 

Classroom instruction in driving 
methods and procedures, driver and 
pedestrian responsibilities, Florida 
traffic laws, rules of the road and 
automobile maintenance. 

During 1947-48, the first year the 
driving classes were offered in the 
schools, 59 schools in 24 counties held 
the classes. Figures for the present 
school year are not yet available but 
Bailey predicts an increase “due to the 
interest of parents in wanting their 
children to learn to drive safely.” 

He said statistics show a 50 per 
cent lower accident rate among 
drivers trained in school courses. 

For men, he said American Auto¬ 
mobile Association reports show 6.6 
accidents for 100 drivers who have 
received no driving instruction against 
only 3.8 for drivers who have at¬ 
tended driving classes. 

Counties offering both types of 
driving instruction last year were: 
Alachua, Brevard, Broward, Dade, 
Dixie, Duval, Gulf, Hillsborough, 
Madison, Manatee, Orange, Osceola, 
Palm Beach, Pinellas, Polk, Sarasota, 
Seminole, Suwannee, and Volusia. 

Offering classroom instruction only 
were: Calhoun, Franklin, Gadsden, 
Hernando, Holmes, Jackson, Jefferson, 
Lake, Lee, Levy, Liberty, Leon, Mar¬ 
ion, Nassau, Santa Rosa, Union and 
Walton. 
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WONDERLANDS ALONG 
FLORIDA ROADS

Did you ever wonder what went 
on beneath the ground in a Cypress 
swamp? 

Well, just look at the accompanying 
picture, or better still go to Hills¬ 
borough River State Park, 2,637 acres, 
located on U. S. Highway No. 301 
(State Road No. 41), 6 V 2 miles south of 
Zephyrhills, 22 miles from Tampa. 

When you get there, walk out the 
trail to the Suspension Bridge. As you 
start across the bridge look over the 
left rail, and there you have a show 


case view of what goes on under¬ 
ground in a Cypress swamp. You will 
see a small group of Cypress trees 
growing at the rivers edge; and, 
through the years, the swift current 
has washed away the dirt and left a 
portion of the trees’ root systems 
exposed. 

And gigantic roots they are, too! 
Some of them are ten or twelve inches 
in diameter, entwined serpent-like 
about each other, trying to reach solid 
anchorage for the support of their 
massive trunks and crowns. 

The blunt-pointed forms protruding 
upward between the roots are called 
“Cypress Knees,” and act as aerators 


for roots lying under the water. These 
formations are the raw materials of 
the Cypress Knee “What-nots” on 
sale at many souvenir shops through¬ 
out Florida. Their shapes range from 
graceful and symetric to the grotesque 
and the absurd. Many are highly 
suggestive; such as, the “snouted head 
coming up for air,” in the top center 
portion of the picture. 

One can stand for many minutes, 
gazing into this mass of grotesque 
strength, his imagination running wild 
with a fascination that refuses to 
translate itself into words. The tree 
seems to have an inborn intelligence 
which causes it to grow larger and 
stronger roots on the land side in 
order to prevent it from toppling over 
into the river as the ceaseless current 
ctits away the bank under it. It takes 
a massive root system to hold up a 
gigantic tree.

Incomprehensi¬ 
ble sum? Yes, but earning, each year, 
another incomprehensible sum—30 
billion dollars! Let me repeat that— 
a 35 billion dollar total investment 
that earns 30 billion dollars each year. 
Or has and will earn those handsome 
returns as long as the original invest¬ 
ment holds together. 

Recent years, however, are develop¬ 
ing alarming weaknesses and struc¬ 
tural failures in this magnificent 
structure. It was not properly main¬ 
tained during the World War II 
period, though called upon to render 
an unprecedented service. It has had 
no more than the most meager repairs 
and reconditioning during the past 
five years. So that now, progressive 
deterioration of the nation’s street and 
highway transportation system, (yes, 
we’re talking about streets and high¬ 
ways), is such that we must spend 
huge sums just to place the highways 
in the condition of service that existed 
in 1935! 

Mark this. In the year just closed,

1949, $3.3 billions were spent on the 
nation’s highways. And the repairs 
and improvements thus provided, 
made highways adequate for only 
1935 traffic requirements. Listen— 
since 1930, bus ownership has in¬ 
creased 276 per cent; the number of 
trucks, from 3,649,000 to 8,000,000; 
and passenger cars registered, from 
23 to over 35 millions. In the same 
period, although the dollar value has 
shrunk more than 50%, expenditures 
on highways have increased only from 
$2,277 billions to $3,290 billions. And 
the 1949 figure, fantastic as it is, is 
only a little over 10% of what the 
highways earned! 

Impressive though these figures 
are, however, they are statistics. And 
national statistics at that, and I know 
the readers of FLORIDA HIGH¬ 
WAYS are more concerned with the 
highway problems of this state, and 
what is being done to take care of the 
Florida motorist’s investment and its 
continuous expansion. For the story 
in Florida is the same, only in a 
smaller degree, than the national 
problem. 

It is all very easy to sit off and take 
an abstract view of the enormous and 
complicated task of administering the 
Florida highway program, and to say 
“this should be done” or “that plan 
should be adopted.” I don’t believe 
there is any other great undertaking 
that inspires so many people to feel 
that they could handle it with all ease, 
and about which every man knows so 
much, as highway planning, construc¬ 
tion, maintenance and its overall ad¬ 
ministration. 

But let’s stop just a minute and 
think. Nine thousand miles of main 
state and federal-aid roads! So many 
bridges that if they were joined end 
to end they would reach from Gaines¬ 
ville to Orlando! Five state road di¬ 
visions, covering the sixty-seven coun¬ 
ties of the state—each with its own 
“most important” roads or bridges. 
Personalities. Remember, highway 
administration is confronted first with 


personalities, from the humblest em¬ 
ployee of the State Road Department, 
to the highest public officials and the 
state’s most influential citizens. 

Influential citizens and public of¬ 
ficials shape the policies and plans of 
Florida’s highway transportation sys¬ 
tem. But these policies and plans can¬ 
not be translated into beautiful, safe 
highways and bridges, nor insure their 
economical and sound construction, 
without trained and experienced de¬ 
signers, qualified construction engi¬ 
neers and trustworthy inspectors. 

The past week has seen two an¬ 
nouncements of the greatest interest 
to Florida motorists and to the whole 
highway industry. Following through 
on the secondary-road program, the 
Road Department has announced a 
program of 75 million dollars for 1950. 
This program is a well-balanced com¬ 
bination of primary, federal-aid, sec¬ 
ondary, and with superhighway plans 
for Jacksonville, Tampa and other 
cities, municipal construction. Signifi¬ 
cantly made at the same time, was the 
announcement of the Road Depart¬ 
ment’s plans to employ three hundred 
additional engineers, designers and 
draftsmen, and the upgrading and in¬ 
crease of salaries to its old technical 
employees. Surely, such forward- 
looking and effectual recognition of 
the leading problems, finance and per¬ 
sonnel, gives the Chairman, the Road 
Board and the Highway Engineer, 
clear title and right to the highest 
commendation for their vision and 
actions. 

I met up with Sam Turnbull the 
other day, enroute to a meeting of 
the State Board of Engineer Exam¬ 
iners, and he was discussing some of 
the plans for establishing a closer 
working relationship between the 
Road Department and the various 
county highway departments. It may 
not be generally known, but of the 67 
counties in Florida, only eleven have 
a road department under the charge 
of an experienced and licensed County' 
Engineer. This is one of the greatest 
handicaps to an effective secondary 
road program, and to workable re- 
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lationships between the local and the 
state agencies. The planned second¬ 
ary road program is simply too big to 
work out satisfactorily until the coun¬ 
ties can contribute some of the techni¬ 
cal task of local road classification, 
planning and even construction super¬ 
vision. 

I believe the Department contem¬ 
plates an experiment in the use of 
some county organizations in the 
secondary road program, where 
headed by a licensed and experienced 
county engineer. It is to be hoped 
that these trials work out, for if they 
are successful it will be a big help 
in the technical job of the State Road 
Department. Of equal, or possibly 
greater importance, it will help to re¬ 
tain at the local level of government 
the assurance against centralization 
at the state level, that ‘bogie’ in the 
minds of many county officials. In 
view of the immensity of the local, 
secondary and primary systems, it 
would seem that an experienced and 
licensed county engineer should head 
up each county’s highway operations. 
The county engineer could well fill 
the place of a state-county engineer, 
looking out for the interests of both 
local roads and state highways. This 
would solve the State’s crying need 
for field engineers, and would pro¬ 
vide County Commissioners with ex¬ 
perienced and trained men to carry 
out their road policies and plans. 

We are fast developing the best 
Engineering schools in the Southeast, 
at the University of Florida. It is be¬ 
coming increasingly popular with 
Florida boys. But it is difficult to in¬ 
terest Florida boys—your son and the 
State’s sons—in Highway Engineering. 
Now, this is serious, for our four bil¬ 
lion dollar highway system must have 
engineers to administer and maintain. 
The creation of a plan for a qualified 
engineer in each county (and it is 
bound to come, in time), would go a 
long way to provide a fine career for 
Florida-trained engineers—your sons, 
or your son’s sons. We are spending 
millions annually on our Universities, 
to train our children for a livelihood. 
Their employment in their home state 
and their contribution to its welfare 
and progress, justify these expendi¬ 


tures. But if we fail to provide a 
means for their employment, and at 
the same time lose the benefits they 
could bring, the State loses two ways: 
by failure to use the product of its 
expensive schooling; and by losing the 
value of the training the graduate en¬ 
gineer could bring to a public service. 
This idea being based on the idea 
that the value of education at public 
expense presupposes the use of such 
education in the public’s interest.

"SLOW DOWN AT SUNDOWN!” 

That is the advice of Director H. N. 
Kirkman, who heads the Florida High¬ 
way Patrol’s campaign for safety on 
our highways and streets. 

"Last year,” Kirkman said, "more 
than 700 citizens of Florida were

killed in automobile accidents. Of 
these, 400 were fatalities that occurred 
at night.” These deaths make it obvi¬ 
ous, according to the Florida Highway 
Patrol, that night driving is more 
dangerous than ordinary day driving. 

The causes of traffic deaths after 
sunset and ways to prevent them are 
the objectives of the state’s traffic 
safety program. With the days in 
Winter becoming shorter and with 
much of the late afternoon traffic oc¬ 
curring after dark, the need for more 
caution and less speed becomes in¬ 
creasingly important. 

"In cities,” Kirkman said, "night ac¬ 
cidents are responsible for almost two- 
thirds of the traffic fatalities. In the 
country, more than half of all fatal 
accidents take place at night.” 

The following special traffic haz¬ 
ards were listed as factors in the high 
toll of night accidents: 

1. Reduced visibility. 

2. Variance between “safe” speeds 
at night and in daylight. 

3. Fatigue. 

4. Drinking drivers. 

5. Failure of pedestrians to realize 
that they can see approaching 
cars far more quickly than the 
drivers can see them.

Of one thing I am satisfied—we are 
not living in the welfare state—per 
se—and Florida has shown no trend 
in that direction. 

In these days of free press, free 
speech, open discussion and debate, 
we hear a great deal about the wel¬ 
fare state, Social Security and Na¬ 
tional Economy, without reference to 
the present program of Old Age As¬ 
sistance, Unemployment Insurance 
and Workmen’s Accident Compensa¬ 
tion. 

No one, be he statesman or econo¬ 
mist, advocates, in the open, elimina¬ 
tion of Old Age pensions. 

We have heard of no one advo¬ 
cating repeal of Unemployment In¬ 
surance or of Workmen’s Compensa¬ 
tion Laws nor of the State Employ¬ 
ment Service. 

No one has come forward with a 
plan to replace any of these agencies 
or services. 

Let us assume therefore, for the 
sake of argument, that not even the 
most conservative “right wingers” 
would return our people to those old 
days of “made work,” long hours and 
“short” pay of the old Federal Em¬ 
ployment Relief Administration. No 
one would return our aged to the 
poverty confines of the poorhouse. 
No one would suggest that our work¬ 
ers stand the hazards and losses of 
accident. 

Then, “Where do we go from here?” 

The Social Security Act was passed 
in 1935 in its entirety by a non-parti¬ 
san congress, as an emergency meas¬ 
ure, to meet the future needs of the 
American people. It came too late 
to affect the depression of the early 
30’s. It was an economy measure to 
meet recessions and prevent our 
country from again slipping into a 
depression. 

The law may have limitations, and 
there is debate as to broader coverage 
to include groups of workers now 
discriminated against by exceptions. 
But, republicans and democrats to¬ 
gether have endorsed in its practical 
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application, the principles involved in 
the act. 

Hence, we do not understand that 
these critics of the “welfare state” 
even suggest that the economics of 
the Social Security Act, as it now 
stands, shall be repealed. To sug¬ 
gest such a course would, if followed, 
plunge our workers in a precarious 
position where the “horse and buggy 
days” of the national economy of the 
early 30’s might be invited to return, 
with the “black plague” of unemploy¬ 
ment, soup kitchens, and bread lines. 
We have had enough of that kind of 
“hand outs” in this country and I am 
sure, never want to return to them! 

Today our Florida workers are cov¬ 
ered, nearly 100 per cent against acci¬ 
dents, by carrier insurance, or other¬ 
wise. The administration of this law 
is in the hands of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Division of the Florida 
Industrial Commission. This agency 
determines, through a fixed formula, 
the weekly compensation payable to 
the injured, and orders the insurance 
carriers to make the weekly pay¬ 
ments over a period of weeks, or until 
the employee is able to return to 
work. This process eliminates long 
waits, delays in meeting worker 
needs, and possible expensive law 
suits to recover damages. The maxi¬ 
mum weekly payments while disabled 
amount to $22.00. 

Unemployment insurance, met by 
a payroll tax of the employers, does 
not at present cover all workers—the 
exceptions are agricultural labor, do¬ 
mestic help, government employees, 
and a few other exceptions like men 
employed in fishing sloops, occasional 
help, small firms, etc. Florida is not 
liberal in its weekly payments—some 
$8.80 below the national maximum 
average, which is $23.80 over a 20 
week period, excluding Florida’s 
maximum payments to $15.00 over 
a 16 week period—the lowest in the 
nation. 

The average payroll tax cost in

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County Activities and Personalities 


The Board of County Commission¬ 
ers of Highlands County got off to a 
flying start in 1950 when they re¬ 
newed their application to the gov¬ 
ernment for the acquisition of the 
recently deactivated Avon Park Army 
Air Base. The resolution asked the 
government to donate the buildings 
and equipment thereon as a 100 per¬ 
cent grant for all legal and lawful 
uses, agreeing to pay necessary and 
incidental expenses to secure a con¬ 
veyance from the U. S. Government. 
According to the resolution, the base 
would be an establishment or home 
for the care and welfare of poor and 
indigent people of Highlands County, 
also for the purpose of sheltering the 
storm refugees during hurricanes, 
when storm areas are evacuated. 

The Board of County Commission¬ 
ers of Hendry County voted last 
month to take part in the Southwest 
Florida Fair along with Lee, Glades, 
Collier and Charlotte Counties. The 
big event which will take place in 
Fort Myers January 30th through 
February 4th, will be the 26th annual 
exhibition of the Southwest Florida 
Fair, and rumors have it this will be 
the best yet. Chairman of the Ex¬ 
hibits Committee, R. V. Lee and L. 
H. Blouch, chairman of the program 
committee requested Hendry Coun¬ 
ty’s participation. The exhibition will 
include pictures and various write¬ 
ups on history and the counties’ re¬ 
sources—farming, citrus, industry, cat¬ 
tle, timber and reforestation, which is 
being carried on. 

The County Commissioners of Sara¬ 
sota County met recently to discuss 
final arrangements for establishment 
of a hospital district. The drive for a 
new hospital, with facilities adequate 
to serve community needs which 
would stand as a living memorial to 
those who served and died in the sec¬ 
ond world war, was started in Sep¬ 
tember of 1946. Funds were raised 
but when the actual construction of 
this project was underway, costs 
spiraled leaving the hospital commit¬ 
tee with insufficient funds to con¬ 
tinue. Schools, churches, and various 
other social groups helped in the 


drive to promote further construction 
of the hospital. Finally, the revital¬ 
ized activity resulted in a legislative 
act which was passed in final hours 
of a special session of the state legisla¬ 
ture, providing that the County Com¬ 
missioners hold a referendum to allow 
the residents of Sarasota County to 
decide whether the way shall be 
opened for a new hospital through 
creation of a Sarasota County Public 
Hospital District. 

At a meeting of the Board of Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners of Seminole Coun¬ 
ty, a resolution was passed requesting 
the Florida Railroad and Public 
Utilities Commission to hold a meet¬ 
ing in Sanford soon for the purpose of 
securing a dial service in the com¬ 
munity. James F. McClelland, re¬ 
cently named Chairman of the Board 
of County Commissioners, presided 
over the meeting including members 
of the Chamber of Commerce headed 
by Edward Higgins, Manager, and 
Board of Directors of the Seminole 
County Chamber of Commerce. 

Madison County Commissioners 
signed an agreement with an architect 
to draw up plans for construction of a 
new jail at their regular monthly 
meeting recently held. Roy Smith, 
W. D. Johnson and W. N. Webb asked 
for help to install a drain pipe in a 
ditch at Lee, dug in connection with 
the farm-to-market road. The County 
Commissioners planned to discuss 
this 16-foot road while meeting with 
the State Road Department in Talla¬ 
hassee in accordance with the sec¬ 
ondary road program. 

County Commission Attorney, Ray¬ 
mond E. Ford, recently resigned his 
post to fill the vacancy in the circuit 
clerk’s office of St. Lucie County. 
Governor Fuller Warren asked that 
Mr. Ford begin his duties immediate¬ 
ly as Clerk of the Circuit Court to re¬ 
place W. R. Lott, whose death oc¬ 
curred several weeks ago. Accepting 
the resignation with regret, Board 
Chairman Lane Jennings, speaking 
for the commission, spoke highly of 
the services given the county by Col. 
Ford and congratulated him on his 
new office. Col. Ford has agreed to 


continue his services in several in¬ 
stances where the county has un¬ 
finished business with the State Road 
Department or in other matters which 
were in process when his new ap¬ 
pointment came through. 

Last weekend a hunting trip 
proved very interesting to Bay Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners B. V. Buchanan 
when his catch consisted of an eight 
pointer buck. Accompanying Bu¬ 
chanan were Delbert Cox, Bay Coun¬ 
ty Road Superintendent, who also 
bagged an eight pointer, Roy Ray, 
County School Board Member, Bud 
Quick, John B. Griffin and “Pony” 
Saunders. The scene for the captivity 
was at the Eglin game reservation. 

Plans were discussed at a recent 
meeting held by the Leon County 
Commissioners for construction of a 
civic auditorium. President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, J. Kenneth 
Ballinger, suggested in a letter that 
federal funds be sought for a planning 
survey. County Commission Chair¬ 
man, V. G. Philips, presented a plan 
for adding the auditorium and other 
facilities to the east of the courthouse. 
Commissioners discussed the need 
and ways for financing the auditorium 
but advised Ballinger that at present, 
expansion of the sewage system ap¬ 
pears more urgent. The two commis¬ 
sions or their representatives plan a 
discussion on the matter in the near 
future. 

The Wakulla County Commission 
discussed recently construction of a 
medical center with a representative 
of the State Improvement Commis¬ 
sion, James A. Stripling, Tallahassee 
architect, and a committee from the 
Chamber of Commerce. Wakulla 
County is one of the few in the state 
which has no practicing physician and 
it is felt with the modern medical cen¬ 
ter constructed, great improvement 
over health facilities would be 
achieved. It is hoped with this new 
center built, it will help to attract 
physicians to the County. The esti¬ 
mated cost is $40,000 and County 
Commissioners are studying means of 
providing the County’s estimated 
$20,000 share of the project.

We are faced with complete re-vamping 
of the Southern Rate Structure and I an¬ 
ticipate we will have a very busy 1950 with 
respect to that angle, to say nothing of an 
avalanche of final estimates covering con¬ 
tracts that have been let during the last half 
of 1949.

$800,000. 

A tabulation indicating the description 
and low bidders on these projects is attached 
hereto. 

For the year 1949 the Department re¬ 
ceived bids on the construction of over 
12,000 feet of bridges and on 836 miles of 
road. Of the 836 miles of road, 458 miles 
consisted of new construction or complete 
reconstruction and the remaining 378 miles 
consisted of resurfacing.

Rights of Way Division 
Report for January 

During the month of January the Right 
of Way Division has received 25 maps on. 
State and Federal Projects. Information was 
received on borrow pits, ditches, storm 
sewers, et cetera. This information has been 
added to the original rights of way maps by 
this Division. 

Six contracts and location maps have been 
prepared by this Division for negotiation 
with the counties and municipalities in 
which these projects are located, to obtain 
agreement of the local governing agencies 
to furnish title searches and to procure the 
necessary lands. 

Four hundred and seventy seven instru¬ 
ments have been prepared by the division’s 
abstractors in January, and have been for¬ 
warded to Right of Way Agents in whose 
territories the projects are situated. 


Division of Research 
and Records 

Inventory and Mapping 
Office: All routine work carried on by 
this section was brought up to a current 
status insofar as was possible. The advent 
of Primary and Secondary Systems in our 
net work of highways has made it necessary* 
to make a distinction in the maps and tabq.-. 
lation records of the two systems. This has 
naturally entailed a great deal of additional 
work and also delayed the preparation of 
such permanent records as Form No. 570 
which lists sections of State Maintained 
Roads by surface groups, straight line dia¬ 
grams, bridge index maps, municipal platts, 
urban area maps and etc. 

With the expansion of the Federal Sys¬ 
tems of highways it has also become neces¬ 
sary to prepare additional sketch maps and_ 
road logs for Project Statements. 


Twenty. 


Field: The Field Engineers submitted 
reports on county road and city street mile¬ 
ages in all except the second Division. It 
is expected that this will be forthcoming 
immediately after which annual reports t^ 
the Bureau of Public Roads will be prepared. 

As a result of the recent Budget hearings 
for the Secondary Road Program it has be¬ 
come necessary to secure road inventories in 
practically all counties. Immediately follow¬ 
ing these hearings a quick check was made 
of such requirements on construction pro¬ 
posed for the immediate future, and the 
Field Engineers were instructed to make 
these inventories and submit the required 
notes as quickly as possible. 

Aerial Mapping: Field Inventory Surveys 
were completed in Collier and Nassau Coun¬ 
ties, and maps are in final stages of drafting. 

Photo Ground Control of new photography 
was checked in Gilchrist, Levy and Marion 
Counties. 

Traffic Section 

Signs and Signals: Twenty-seven field in¬ 
vestigations were made and twenty-four re¬ 
ports were submitted. 

Special Urban Surveys: A comprehensive 
urban survey is now underway at Gaines¬ 
ville. This survey includes origin and desti¬ 
nation inquiries on all roads entering Gaines¬ 
ville and traffic counts and investigations on 
streets within the city. The origin and desti¬ 
nation phase of the survey is conducted by 
five interviewers and a traffic recorder, who 
with the assistance of a highway patrolman, 
stop all vehicles entering or leaving the city 
and by inquiry determine the origin and 
destination of each trip. This is done in 
order that desired lines of traffic movement 
may- be* ascertained. In addition to . the 
origin arid' destination survey, traffic volumes 
are obtained at major traffic breaks on all 
highways eritering the city and on all streets 
of major importance. Also turning move¬ 
ments are made at the more important street 
intersections. Maps are now being prepared 
showing existing pavement width, parking 
facilities and restrictions and other pertinent 
data. 

This survey started on January 17th and 
the field work is expected to be completed 
by February 8th. 

This is the first of a number of urban 
surveys of this nature that are planned by 
this division for the current year. These 
investigations are made for the purpose of 
improving traffic conditions within urban 
areas. 

Cost Accounting and Finance 

Road Life Section: The routine operation 
of this Section consisted of recording cost 
records, of construction and maintenance bv 
Road Sections, assigning section and job 
numbers, and continuing the development of 
historical records on all construction for the 
purpose of carrying on Road Life Studies 
required by the Bureau of Public Roads. 

Anticipating the Secondary Road Con¬ 
struction Program a method of assigning 
section and job numbers was developed satis- 
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factory to the Maintenance and Auditing De¬ 
partments. 

Finance Section: Certain reports required 
by the Bureau of Public Roads are due on 
February 15th. These are Motor Vehicle 
Imposts and certain Financial Statements. 
This work is well underway and it is antici¬ 
pated that the reports will be ready on 
schedule.

and form the last link in the new four-lane 
Boulevard to the Beach. They were erected 
by the George D. Auchter Company at a 
cost of $651,523.61. 

The third project opened to traffic during 
this period was the 1256-ft. bridge over 
Bakers Haulover on State Road No. A1A in 
Dade County. This bridge provides for four 
lanes of traffic with a 4-ft. median strip and 
replaces an old bridge of narrow width. 
This structure is located at a more strategic 
point than the old bridge in order to pro¬ 
vide as much protection as possible from 
hurricane winds and tides. The recent hurri-

The major planning project for this period 
consisted of two concrete pedestrian under¬ 
passes in Orlando. One of the underpasses 
goes under the Seaboard Air Line R.R., State 
Road No. 500 and Colonial Drive. The 
other underpass goes under Colonial Drive. 
Both underpasses are equipped with auto¬ 
matic pumps to take care of any small 
amount of water that might get into them. 
Both underpasses have concrete entrance 
houses equipped with “panic bar” doors. 
The houses and tunnels for both under¬ 
passes are electrically lighted. 

Three bridge projects of major importance 
were opened to traffic during this period. 
These were: The bridge over Kingsley Creek 
(Intracoastal Waterway); the Pablo Creek 
Twin Bridges (Intracoastal Waterway); and 
Bakers Haulover Bridge. 

The Kingsley Creek Bridge is a 537' struc¬ 
ture over Kingsley Creek, an arm of the 
Amelia River, forming a section of the Intra¬ 
coastal Waterway, near Fernandina on State 
Road No. 200. This bridge has a double 
leaf electrically operated bascule providing 
90-ft. horizontal clearance. It replaces an 
old swing span which has been barged down 
to the site of the Mathers Bridge over the 
Banana River on State Road 3 in Brevard 
County and has been stored on falsework 
until such time as it can be erected to re¬ 
place the span in place there. The Kingsley 
Creek Bridge was erected by the George D. 
Auchter Company at a cost of $482,171.34. 

The Pablo Creek project consists of 515' 
twin bridges over the Intracoastal Waterway 
on State Road 212 connecting Jacksonville 
with Jacksonville Beach. These bridges, 
providing 90-ft. horizontal clearance, have 
double leaf electrically operated bascules 
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cane which occurred during construction of 
the bridge, passed over it with no damage 
to the structure itself. Provision is made by 
the height of the structure over the water to 
provide 35 ft. of vertical clearance for boat 
passage. This bridge was erected by the 
Hardaway Construction Company at a cost 
of $1,440,235.93, which includes the cost of 
the approaches. 

Bids for a new bridge 1514 feet in length 
over the Indian River connecting the City 
of Vero Beach with the Beach were received 
in January. Cleary Brothers Construction 
Company of West Palm Beach were low bid¬ 
ders with a price of $608,289.34. This bridge 
will have a double leaf electrically operated 
bascule, providing 90-ft. horizontal clear¬ 
ance. The approaches are 36-ft. concrete 
deck girder spans on 18"-sq. concrete pile 
bents. It provides a 28-ft. roadway and two 
3'-6'' sidewalks. 

Plans are virtually completed for a bridge 
to replace the “antique” bridge, referred to 
locally as the “Tarpon Dock Bridge,” which 
is located on Beach Drive in Panama City. 
This new structure will be 334 ft. long and 
consists of a single leaf electrically operated 
bascule with a horizontal clearance of 40 ft. 
The approaches will be 36-ft. concrete deck 
girder spans on concrete pile bents. This 
structure will provide a 28-ft. roadway and 
two 5-ft. sidewalks.

Division of Tests 

A total of 7729 bbls. of cement was tested 
and inspected at the source while a total of 
68 tests were made on individual samples 


consisting of 15 chemical analyses, 15 alkali 
determinations and 38 physical tests. 

A total of 23 tests were made on mixing 
water for concrete, consisting of 13 chemical 
analyses and 10 complete physical tests. 

Fine aggregate required a total of 139 
tests consisting of 15 complete tests, 55 
gradings, 4 elutriations and 55 organic im¬ 
purities. 

Coarse aggregate required a total of 210 
tests consisting of 188 gradings, 13 unit 
weight determinations and 9 abrasions. 

476 concrete cylinders and 3 concrete 
cores were tested to determine if they com¬ 
plied with the Department's requirements 
for compressive strength. A total of 15 con¬ 
crete mixtures were designed and furnished 
Project Engineer’s for use on various proj¬ 
ects. 

668 guard rail posts were tested and in¬ 
spected at the source. 

A total of three concrete curing com¬ 
pounds were tested complete. 

A total of 19,368 lin. ft. of concrete cul¬ 
vert pipe was tested, inspected and stamped 
at the source. 

Corrugated metal pipe required a total of 
29 tests, consisting of gauge and spelter 
determinations. 

Total tests made on concrete culvert pipe 
—32 absorptions. 

Reinforcing steel amounting to 130,081 
lbs. was tested and inspected at the source, 
while 33 samples of reinforcing steel were 
tested complete. 

Miscellaneous metals required a total of 
9 teats, consisting of 5 gauge and 4 tensile 
strength determinations. 

Total guard rail tested and inspected at 
the source—436 lin. feet.

of 1236 chemical analyses and 7 gradations. 

Paints required a total of 4 tests con¬ 
sisting of the following: One per cent pig¬ 
ment and vehicle determination, one pig¬ 
ment analysis, one weight per gallon deter¬ 
mination and one drying time. 

Bituminous materials required a total of 
501 individual tests consisting of 283 vis¬ 
cosities, 100 penetrations, 34 bitumen sol¬ 
ubles, 28 distillations, 11 flash points, 2 
floats, 2 losses, 10 specific gravities, 5 soften¬ 
ing points, 11 ductilities, 5 insoluble in ben¬ 
zol, 5 coke residues and 5 creosote distilla¬ 
tions. In addition to the above six samples 
of emulsified asphalt were tested complete. 

Mineral aggregates required a total of 90 
tests consisting of the following: 4 mineral 
filler gradations, 42 fine aggregate grada¬ 
tions and 44 coarse aggregate gradations. 

Bituminous pavement required a total of 
24 tests to be made in the laboratory, con¬ 
sisting of 12 density determinations and 12 
thickness determinations. 

Bituminous mixtures required a total of 
148 tests consisting of 52 extractions, 52 
gradations, and 44 stabilities. Six bituminous 
mixtures were designed and furnished for 
use on various projects. 

A total of 5 samples of premoulded joint 
filler were tested complete. 

The individual tests on soil samples 
amounted to 911, and consisted of the fol¬ 
lowing: 61 gradings, 61 per cent sand, silt 
and clay determinations, 344 bearing values, 
59 liquid limits, 59 plastic indicies, 56 centri¬ 
fuge moisture equivalents, 56 field moisture 
equivalents, 50 volumetric changes, 50 lineal 
shrinkage, 50 shrinkage limits, 50 shrinkage 
ratios and 15 Proctor Tests. 

Representatives of this Division inspected 
1675 lin. ft. of piling and 290,435 F.B.M. 
lumber before treatment, and 1675 lin. ft. of 
piling and 274,946 F.B.M. lumber during 
and after treatment. 

A total of 2280 lin. ft. of expansion joint 
material was inspected and tested at the 
source. 

Six transport tanks used in transporting 
bituminous materials to State Road Depart¬ 
ment projects, and one distributor were cali¬ 
brated by this Division. The Department 
will be reimbursed $113.29, which repre¬ 
sented the actual cost of calibrating five of 
the transport tanks. 

Representatives of this Division traveled 
2020 miles and made 417 base and pavement 
thickness determinations, and 417 road width 
determinations, and straight-edged and tern- 
plated 25.3 miles of road to see that it met 
the requirements for surface irregularities. 

Representatives of this Division traveled 
900 miles and assisted in designing and con¬ 
trolling bituminous mixtures at Ft. Lauder¬ 
dale and Bartow. 

Representatives of this Division traveled 
655 miles to adjust air entrained concrete 
mixtures at Ft. Lauderdale, Madison, San¬ 
ford and Flagler Beach. 

This Division handled the properly author¬ 
ized testing of Project 1500-102, which con¬ 


sists of the following materials, and their 
respective costs of testing: One coarse ag¬ 
gregate test made in the laboratory $2.75; 
one sample fine aggregate complete physical, 
$13.75; 900 bbls. cement, $28.08; 26 con¬ 
crete cylinders, $45.50; 13 samples of fine 
aggregate gradation tested at the source, 
$32.50; 13 samples fine aggregate organic 
impurities tested at the source, $22.75; 13 
gradation tests made on coarse aggregate at 
the source, $35.75; 11.572 tons reinforcing 
steel tested and inspected at the source 
$4.05. The total cost of this testing amounts 
to $185.13, for which the General Auditor 
will be furnished an itemized statement to 
be submitted to Pinellas County for reim¬ 
bursement to the Department. 


Report of First Division 

The First Division has three former em¬ 
ployees attending the University of Florida, 
who will graduate shortly. These men are: 
John A. Lanehart, James W. Causey, and 
Robert H. Lewis, Jr. All these men served 
in the armed forces, and elected to complete 
their education under the G. I. Bill. This 
Division was in accord with their decision 
and commends their efforts in securing a 
college degree. We look forward to their 
return to the Department, knowing that the 
time spent in securing their education will 
be an asset to both them and the Depart¬ 
ment. 

The construction of entrances and parking 
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areas is now underway at the Bartow Farm¬ 
ers Market. John A. Benton is the con¬ 
tractor, and the engineering work is under 
the supervision of L. K. Thompson. This 
market is the site of the Annual Polk County 
Youth Fair; which has received wide recog¬ 
nition for the work being done in the pro¬ 
motion of 4-H Clubs and other youth orga¬ 
nizations. Each year the exhibits of live¬ 
stock, poultry, handicraft and other items 
are tangible evidence of the ability and sin¬ 
cere attitude of the future citizens of this 
county. 

This Division recently cooperated with 
the Bureau of Public Roads and the Cone 
Brothers Contracting Company, Tampa, on 
Job No. 1515-203 (F-025-l(6)) in experi¬ 
ments with certain new types of compact¬ 
ing machines for sub-grade and lime rock 
base pavement. This experiment was under 
the direction of M. L. Kimble, Project En¬ 
gineer, Inspector Frank Britt and members 
of the Soil Test Laboratory. Although un¬ 
able to obtain consistent results, there is no 
doubt that these new type machines have 
excellent possibilities for future use in the 
compaction of sub-grades and bases. 

Favorable comments continue to be re¬ 
ceived from the traveling public and local 
residents on the wayside parks constructed 
along our State roads. These people recog¬ 
nize the fact that the parks are well worth 
the investment and want more of them con¬ 
structed. This Division has been offered 
additional land for this purpose when the 
wayside park program is resumed. 

The mowing crews were short a mowing 
tractor and trailer mower for about ten days 
during January. The crew parked the equip¬ 
ment in the ditch just west of Mulberry 
at the end of the day’s work. Sometime 
during the night the entire outfit disap¬ 
peared and was finally located, several days 
later, near the ball park in Lakeland where 
it had been abandoned. 

Report of Activities for Month 
Of January 

Our work continues routine with no re¬ 
cent changes in freight rates. I am still 
hopeful of doing something with respect to 
the rates on asphalt; however, the situation 
is tied up under a freeze order issued by 
the Florida Railroad and Public Utilities 
Commission more than a year ago and we 
had hoped to have it unfrozen prior to this 
time so that we could proceed. 

Have made rough calculations on the 
projects on which bids are to be opened 
today (Feb. 1) and the following savings re¬ 
sulting from the reduction in rates on road¬ 
way aggregates in Florida effective last June 
should be reflected in the unit prices.

You will recall that estimates were made 
last summer as to probable savings flowing 
from reductions in rates and those esti¬ 
mates are beginning to be realized as the 
final estimates come in and are approved 
by me before payment. For example—on 
Contract No. 2097—Marion Construction 
Company, Ocala, the Department saved 
$287.11 in the rates on crushed stone: 
Contract No. 2131—James H. Craggs Con¬ 
struction Company, we saved $346.91 due 
to the reduction on slag and $15.40 on 
limerock. Most of the materials on both 
of these jobs moved prior to the change 
in freight rates. 

Last June the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission held a hearing at Daytona Beach 
in connection with our State rate structure 
which had not been increased to the full 
amount that had been authorized on inter¬ 
state traffic. The Florida Railroads at¬ 
tacked the level of the Florida rates under 
Section 13 of the Interstate Commerce Act, 
and, notwithstanding a substantial protest 
on the part of shippers with respect to 
certain commodities, we have recently re¬ 
ceived the Examiner’s proposed report in 
which he recommends that the Interstate 


Commerce Commission require the Florida 
Commission to bring the State rate level 
up to the same level as the interstate. This 
will mean a substantial increase in some 
of the rates but, fortunately for us, we were 
successful last June in lifting the rates on 


roadway aggregates from this case and 
those rates are not involved in this proceed¬ 
ing. Exceptions are being prepared to this 
proposed report and we hope that the Com¬ 
mission, when finally passing on it, will 
adopt some modifications.

Second Division Activities 
Report 

The most important job completed this 
month in the Second District is the new 
bridge and approaches at the Amelia River 
crossing of SR 200 between Yulee and Fer- 
nandina. 

Amelia River, which is also known as 
Kingsley Creek, is a part of the intra¬ 
coastal waterway and separates Amelia Is¬ 
land together with Fernandia and its paper 
mills from the mainland. From this, the im¬ 
portance of an adequate structure over the 
waterway can be fully realized. The old 
swing span which served both waterborne 
and landborne traffic for many years, suf¬ 
fered severe and crippling damage on sev¬ 
eral occasions by tugboats, barges and 
other vessels crashing into the structure. 
Each incident temporarily paralyzed the 
highway traffic and on two occasions a 
ferry was installed and maintained until 
the bridge could be put into service again. 
The first major collision was prior to World 
War I and the last one was in 1943. The 
old structure, being a swing span, operated 
from a pier in the center of the stream and 
was thus extremely vulnerable to damage 
from waterway traffic due to heavy winds, 
swift tides and narrow openings. 

The new structure eliminates the above 
difficulties, for it is a double-leaf bascule 
type with a clear opening of 90° between 
the bascule piers. The deck of the new 
bridge is well above that of the old bridge, 
thereby allowing many vessels to pass with¬ 
out requiring an opening of the bridge 
with attendant delay in highway traffic. 

The new crossing was located imediately 
downstream from the old structure and re¬ 
vision in alignment of the approaches re¬ 
quired the construction of 1.07 miles of 
approach fill and pavement. The removal 


of muck and construction of the aproach 
fills was done by hydraulic dredging meth¬ 
ods. 

The bridge was constructed by the Geo. 
D. Auchter Company at a contract cost of 
$482,171 and the approaches, which are 
virtually complete, have been built by the 
B. B. McCormick & Sons, Inc. under con¬ 
tract in amount of $257,838. 

Among other jobs completed during 
January in this District are: 

Roads and streets on campus of the 
University of Florida at Gainesville. This 
work was done by the James H. Craggs 
Construction Company, Ocala at contract 
price of $67,575. 

Resurfacing of Main Street in Jacksonville 
and SR 5 in South Jacksonville with as¬ 
phaltic concrete. Construction was done 
by Duval Engineering and Contracting 
Company. 

Resurfacing of SR 55 from Chiefland to a 
point 12.49 miles south with asphaltic con¬ 
crete. The Macasphalt Corporation of Lake¬ 
land did this work at a cost of approxi¬ 
mately $111,000. 

The Okeechobee Construction Company 
has completed the storm drainage improve¬ 
ment in Neptune Beach, the contract 
amount of which was $49,432. 

State Road No. 47 from Columbia City 
to Lake City has been graded and paved, 
the construction consisting of a 6" stabilized 
base with a Type 1 surface treatment sur¬ 
face course. The stabilizing was done with 
limerock. This much needed connecting 
link was constructed by the Duval Engin¬ 
eering and Contracting Company at a con¬ 
tract price of $143,851. 

Work has been started on the job of 
grading, paving and draining SR 20, U.S. 
27, in Taylor County from Fenholloway to 
the Lafayette County line. This job, which 
is approximately 8 miles long, will consist 


of a 20' limerock base, 8" thick with a 
Type 2 surface and one concrete and steel 
bridge 200.5' long over the Fenholloway 
River. 

The contractor, James H. Craggs Con¬ 
struction Company of Ocala is under con¬ 
tract for the work in amount of $409,956 
and is making outstanding progress with 
the work. The present fair weather and 
extreme low water table make it imperative 
that every effort be made to take advantage 
of this condition. 

The periodic maintenance work of re¬ 
surfacing various state roads in Bradford, 
Clay and Duval Counties is well underway 
and should be completed in the very near 
future. This work consists of 23.47 miles 
of resurfacing and is under contract by 
Jaxon Construction Company in amount of 
$34,512. 

The work of constructing a new steel and 
concrete bridge over the Withlacoochee 
River on SR 6 in Madison and Hamilton 
Counties together with necessary relief 
bridges and approaches is underway and the 
contractor, Wainer Construction Company 
of Valdosta, Georgia, has already con¬ 
structed the river piers. This operation 
was rushed to completion by the contractor 
due to the river now being at the lowest 
level in many years. The work consists of 
constructing 1-505' steel and concrete main 
bridge, 1-525' relief bridge, 1-280' relief 
bridge and 1.36 miles of paved approaches. 
This contract is in amount of $279,754.

Arch Brown, with W. L. Cobb Construc¬ 
tion Co., who has been located at Havana 
for several months, is leaving for a new 
assignment. His genial personality won 
him many friends in and around Havana 
who will regret to see him leave. 

W. Fraser “Tubby” Cox, of the Division 
drafting room, joined the Benedicts recently. 
His bride is the former Miss Mary Methvin 
of Bonifay. On their voyage through life 
we wish them fair winds and seas not too 
rough. 

Charles Dilmore, who has been on the 
ailing list for some few weeks, has recovered 
and is again performing his duties as en¬ 
gineer-inspector. 

Three new location crews were formed 
recently under J. A. McArthur, Cal Powell 
and Bob McGeachy to speed up plans on 
several of the jobs to be constructed under 
the new secondary road program. 

Plans are being laid by Newman C. 
Brackin, president of the Senate and a resi¬ 
dent of Crestview, for a formal dedication 
of the bridge over Yellow River on Road 
No. 2. This important link in the Hog 
and Hominy was a long desired and hoped 
for accomplishment and Senator Brackin 
believes that it is only fitting and proper 
that it be duly dedicated to the people of 
the county for their hard work and patience. 
A fish fry with all that goes with it will 
be held along with the dedication cere¬ 
monies. 


Fourth Division 

The completion of the new Prison Camp 
(8514) on Big Pine Key marks a new day 
in prison camp construction by the De¬ 
partment. On February 1st the camp per¬ 
sonnel and prisoners will be moved from 
temporary quarters which have been in use 
since the early war days, to the new camp. 

The camp is under one roof; that is, the 
prison quarters, camp personnel quarters, 
mess hall, kitchen, recreation room, stock 
room, captain’s quarters, and office is in 
the same building. A sick bay is an ad¬ 
ditional facility which is incorporated in 
the design of this camp. Heretofore, all 
prison camps have been constructed with 
several buildings comprising the different 
components of the camp. 

The structure is built of reinforced con¬ 
crete with steel window frames and sashes. 
Due to the location, which is 40 miles 
from Key West at the southern terminus 
of the Overseas Road and Toll Bridge Dis¬ 
trict, forced an economic problem in the 
construction cost; therefore it was deter¬ 
mined to utilize local materials as much 
as possible. A concrete design was worked 
up by the Testing Division whereby local 
lime rock was used in lieu of coarse aggre¬ 
gate, needless to say, obtaining a consider¬ 
able saving. The permanency of this struc¬ 
ture is most desirous, due to the Acts of 
God “Old Man Hurricane,” also due to the 
man-power problem in procuring adequate 
help in maintaining some 140 miles of 
roads and 20 miles of bridges stretching 


from the Florida mainland to Key West. 
In this new home the ever-constant vigil 
of watching and waiting during the hurri¬ 
cane season will be a thing of the past, and 
the moving of the personnel and prisoners 
as a safety measure to either Key West or 
the Florida mainland, depending on advance 
information as to the probable movement 
of a hurricane, will not be necessary. 

As stated above, the camp is located on 
Big Pine Key, second largest of the Florida 
Keys, and is on one of the highest spots, 
thereby assuring reasonable protection from 
tidal-wave action. The camp site comprises 
10 acres and is a quarter mile from High¬ 
way U. S. 1 (Overseas Highway) on old 
Road 4A leading to No Name Key. 

The morale of the prisoners and camp 
personnel will be boosted greatly by this 
new home, which likewise will build up the 
efficiency of operations. A comparative 
picture of the existing camp which was 
built only as a very temporary measure 
from old Florida East Coast Railroad sec¬ 
tion houses has served its purpose and, 
since its location is on the right of way of 
the Overseas Highway, an eyesore will be 
removed, thereby eliminating criticism 
which has been prevalent in the past.

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DIGEST GF RECENT GPINIGNS GF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 


December 21—In an opinion to Thomas D. Bailey, 
Superintendent, Department of Education, the At¬ 
torney General advised, after referring to a previ¬ 
ous opinion (No. 049-475, October 5, 1949), that 
county or school district funds could be used to 
help build an athletic stadium provided there was 
some permanent irrevocable arrangement for the use 
of such stadium by the school for educational pur¬ 
poses over and above the right of the general pub¬ 
lic to use such facilities. Further it was advised 
that the school board could deed sufficient lands 
for the building of a stadium to a non-profit organi¬ 
zation organized for the purpose of building such 
a stadium, with the understanding that such prop¬ 
erty would be deeded back to the school board 
when all funds were paid. Also, the school board 
may enter into a lease with this non-profit organi¬ 
zation whereby the school board would receive as 
rental the amount of fifty cents per game on each 
seat sold until all funds have been paid, where the 
agreement was not to use any other local facilities 
during this time for football games. The DeSoto 
County Athletic Association could take over the 
actual maintenance of the grounds and stadium 
during the period of the lease. 049-620.

January 9—W. C. Baggett, Clerk Circuit Court, 
St. Lucie County, was advised by the Attorney 
General that the Chairman of the Board of Public 
Instruction of the county may be employed as 
county engineer by the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners. He may not be employed as county man¬ 
ager since there is no authority in the general law 
of this state giving the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners authority to employ a county manager. It 
was assumed that there was no authority under 
special acts of the legislature to employ a county 
manager. 050-8.

January 7—In response to an inquiry from Mrs. 
Easter L. Gates, Supervisor of Registration, 
Broward County, the Attorney General advised that 
(1) the clerks, inspectors of election boards and 
special deputy sheriffs, meaning only those ap¬ 
pointed to serve at the polls on election day and 
not regular deputy sheriffs, are not required to 
execute the loyalty and anti-communist oath re¬ 
quired by chapter 25046, Laws of Florida, Acts of 
1949. Here reference was made to former opinion 
No. 049-293. (2) & (3) The terms of office of 

the Judge, Solicitor and Clerk of the Criminal 
Court of Record of Broward County, which court 
was created by chapter 25066, Laws of Florida 
1949, will be as follows: By appointment and 
commission only to the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in January after the election and qualifi¬ 
cation of a successor (Jan. 1951) the persons 
elected at the November 1950 election will be 
commissioned and serve until the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in January 1953. (4) A 

candidate for the office of clerk of the criminal 
court of record pays his filing fee to the clerk of 
the circuit court of Broward County, not later than 
12:00 o’clock noon forty-five days before the elec¬ 
tion. (5) To the question as to what period of 
time the supervisor should keep envelopes and 
absentee ballots received too late to be counted in 
the election, after 5:00 o’clock in the afternoon of 
the fourth day preceding the election, Mrs. Gates 
was advised to preserve these ballots for the same 
period as those voted, that is until after the next 
succeeding general election.

January 5—J. Edwin Larson, Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner, in an opinion by the Attorney General was 
advised that (1) an insurance company doing busi¬ 
ness in this state is authorized to issue a group life 
policy to a municipal corporation covering its em¬ 
ployees where the plan is a voluntary one and the 
entire premium is to be paid by deduction from 
salaries or wages of the participating employees. 
However, any such policy issued must comply with 
the policy requirements of section 2, chapter 25189, 
Acts of 1949, and the provisions of sections 112.OS- 
112.14, Florida Statutes. (2) The same type 
policy may also be issued to a county board of 
public instruction covering its employees where the 
above conditions are met. (3) An insurance com¬ 
pany may issue a group health and accident policy 
to a municipal corporation covering its employees, 
where the plan is a voluntary one and premiums 
are to be paid by salary or wage deductions of the 
participating employees. Such a policy must also 
comply with all applicable statutory requirements. 
(4) An insurance company authorized to do busi¬ 
ness in this state may issue a group health and 
accident policy including therein “a natural death 
benefit” to members of an association that complies 
with requirements of section 642.04 (2) Florida 
Statutes, but such “natural death benefits” that is 
to say death from causes other than accident, are 
limited to $250.00. The opinion further pointed 
out that certain groups which are bona fide asso¬ 
ciations under our statutes may obtain greater 
natural death benefits through a group life policy 
issued under the requirements of 25189 supra. The 
provisions of this opinion concerning municipalities 
are conditioned on there being no municipal charter 
provisions to the contrary. 050-15.

December 30—H. G. Bates, Justice of the Peace, 
Alachua County, was advised by the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral that there is no statute or court rule which 
authorizes a justice of the peace to send his process 
into other counties. With reference to another 
question as to whether or not a justice of the peace 
in Alachua County has authority to try and de¬ 
termine any criminal cases, he was advised that 
the question was conditionally answered in the 
affirmative in view of a 1939 act relating to 
Alachua County, and a 1949 amendment to the 
Florida Statutes, and that although there is uncer¬ 
tainty upon the point, the action of some court of 
competent jurisdiction should be awaited.

county the conclusion appears that the Legislature 
intended to define the area designated as “inland 
waters” as being those waters bounded on the 
south by the south boundary of Lee county, on the 
east by the mainland of Lee county and inland so 
far as the salt waters may extend, on the north by 
the north boundary of the said county, and on the 
west by a line beginning on the north boundary 
of said county, one-half mile west of that string of 
islands hereinafter defined, and running in a south¬ 
easterly direction, one-half mile west of that string 
of islands beginning near Boca Grande and forming 
the outside boundaries of Charlotte Harbor, Pine 
Island Sound, San Carlos Bay and Estero Bay, to 
the south boundary of said county.

December 30—In response to an inquiry from 
Mrs. Pearl S. Yancey, Supervisor of Registration, 
Orange County, the Attorney General advised that 

(1) an application to the board of county commis¬ 
sioners for a local option election must be signed 
by one-fourth of the registered voters of the county. 

(2) The provision in a 1947 act providing a de¬ 
tailed method for purging of the registration lists 
by the supervisor of that county in January 1950, 
and every two years thereafter does not present an 
obstacle as to the matter of registered voters, should 
an application for a local option election be filed 
with the board within the near future; that until 


the names of the registrants have been stricken in 
strict pursuance of the law all those appearing on 
the records are presumed to be registered voters 
unless the supervisor knows that the registrant has 
died or for some reason has ceased to be a qualified 
elector. (3) The county defrays the expenses of a 
local option election. (4) That under the provi¬ 
sions of a 1941 act wherein the salary of the 
supervisor of registration of Orange County is fixed, 
the supervisor in that county would not be entitled 
to fees chargeable for the furnishing of lists of 
registrants to applicants therefor. It was pointed 
out that there is a difference in the provisions of 
the act applying to Orange County and that of the 
act applying to Polk County on the subject.

January 23—Attorney General Richard W. Ervin 
in an opinion to Woodrow M. Melvin, Attorney at 
Law, Milton, advised, after referring to former 
opinion number 041-704 issued on December 3, 
1941, that the school district trustees have no 
authority to employ legal counsel. It was pointed 
out that the Santa Rosa County Board of Public 
Instruction is legally authorized to pay, with county 
school funds, a fee for an attorney who represented 
the school trustees in a mandamus action brought 
by a school principal to test the question of 
whether the trustees had to show cause for reject¬ 
ing his nomination, where the board believes that 
the suit in question served a useful purpose in 
resolving a legal problem which affects the welfare 
of the public schools. 050-32.

January 24 — The Attorney General advised 
Thomas D. Bailey, Superintendent, State Depart¬ 
ment of Education, that there is no conflict be¬ 
tween section 236.36 and section 230.34(1), Flor¬ 
ida Statutes. Therefore, as Dade County now 
comprises one school district, as authorized by 
section 230.34, and this district is “located wholly 
or partially in cities of twenty-five thousand popula¬ 
tion” it follows that the issue of district school 
bonds may be initiated by the county board of 
Dade County or by the trustees of said school 
district or by both bodies and no petition of the 
residents of the school district is necessary.

HEARING OF DELEGATIONS 

Chairman McKethan announced that the 
county delegations would be called and 
heard in the order designated, at the ap¬ 
proximate time assigned to each county, 
and the hearings began. 

The figures of amounts available in sec¬ 
ondary funds to the counties for the year 
1950 and for the three-year period (1950, 1951 
and 1952) were approximate estimates pre¬ 
pared in the State Road Department office, 
and subject to reservation of ten per cent, 
required by law of all State Road funds; 
also, subject to deduction in those cases 
where previous commitment against any of 
these funds has been made by the County. 

FIRST DISTRICT 
Charlotte County 

Representative Leo Wotitzky, Chairman 
Vasco Peeples, of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, and County Attorney Earl D. 
Farr were present from Charlotte County. 


They were advised that secondary funds 
to the amount of $92,500 would be available 
to Charlotte County in 1950, or a total of 
$238,000 for the three-year period. 

Mr. Wotitzky stated the Road Board knew 
their main problem, which was the bridge 
on Road 776. Mr. Peeples, speaking with 
reference to this bridge, noted that the De¬ 
partment had maintained the road up to the 
bridge. He said that their second priority 
was the construction of Roads 771 and 74. 

Division Engineer Lewis advised the Board 
and the delegation that approximately $90,- 
000 would put the bridge on Road 776 in 
good condition and widen it. 

Upon being questioned by the Chairman, 
Mr. Wotitzky made the statement that a 
public beach would be made available on 
the island if the bridge were built. He said 
the County had refused to sell certain lots 
on the beach, and could designate this prop¬ 
erty as a public park. Mr. Peeples said the 
Board of County Commissioners would adopt 
a resolution providing for a public beach. 

Bridge on Road 776 to be Maintained 

On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the Board agreed that the bridge 
on Road 776 would be taken over for im¬ 
mediate maintenance, and that its construc¬ 
tion should be charged to the regular funds 
of the Department. 

Secondary Program 

On the secondary program Mr. Peeples 
stated that Road 771 was their first priority, 
from McCall to Placida, parallel to the SAL 
Railroad. He reported the County had its 
maintenance budget for the year set up so 
they would not ask the Department for 
maintenance on any of their roads this year. 
He advised that the name of Placida had 
been changed to Gasparilla. As to Read 
771, he said it was their request that the 
bridge on this road be built first, then the 
road. 

On motion by Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the Road Board agreed to accept 
the program as set up for Charlotte County, 
and that it be approved with the under¬ 
standing the Department will not be asked 
for any maintenance on the County’s roads 
this year. 

DeSoto County 

The delegation from DeSoto County regis¬ 
tered as, Senator James W. Moore, Harry 
Sloat, Chairman, and Dana J. Jones, M. A. 
Hollingsworth, S. N. Smith, members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, John H. 
Treadwell, County Attorney, and Mayor 
S. C. Smith of Arcadia. 

Senator Moore asked how many miles 
could be built in DeSoto County this year 
with the amount of money set up under the 
program for the county. He was advised 
by Mr. Turnbull, State Highway Engineer, 
that the Department was trying to keep the 
cost per mile between $10,000 and $15,000, 
depending on the amount of traffic carried 
by the road, and that approximately $105,450 
would be available for 1950 under the sec¬ 
ondary program or $279 660 for the three- 
year period. When Senator Moore asked 
about pledging their funds for their farm- 
to-market roads to be constructed under an 
FSIC progrnm, he was advised by the Chair¬ 
man that this would tie up their money 
over a period of years, when under the pro¬ 
posed program they could get about the 
same mileage of roads and have them paid 
for in about 5 years. 

Mr. Treadwell said that about 65% of the 
county’s population lived in Arcadia, and 
asked if it would be possible to take the 
80% of the two-cent constitutional tax fund 
and apply it to the secondary system, and 
use 80% of the seventh-cent tax on city 
streets in Arcadia, which he said were full 
of holes and in general bad condition. He 
made the request that (1) 80% of the sev¬ 


enth-cent tax go to repairs of the streets 
in Arcadia, and that (2) 80% of the two-cent 
tax be used on the Limestone Road, in main¬ 
tenance and rehabilitation. 

Mr. Turnbull said he believed the Depart¬ 
ment could build the Limestone Road, take 
care of two and one-half miles of city 
streets in Arcadia, and maintain the sec¬ 
ondary system as set up this year. 

Resolution adopted January 17 confirmed 
the two above requests, and designated the 
sections of streets to be improved with the 
use of the 80% of the seventh-cent gas tax. 

Glades County 

Senator James W. Moore, Representative 
J. H. Peeples Jr. and Chairman J. W. Atkins 
of the Board of County Commissioners were 
present to represent Glades County. 

Senator Moore asked the amount of funds 
that would be available for secondary roads 
in Glades County during 1950 and was ad¬ 
vised by Mr. Ralph Hartsfield, Administra¬ 
tive Coordinator for the Road Department, 
that it would be approximately $228,360, or 
the sum of $482,560 for the three-year period. 
Senator Moore made the following requests: 
(1) That the road from Harvey Pond, north 
to the Highlands County line, be placed on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System, which 
was agreed to upon receipt of proper reso¬ 
lution from the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners; (1-a) That the 3-mile section of 
road around East Lake Port, which is the 
abandoned part of Road 78, be surfaced be¬ 
fore it is turned back to the County; (2) 
The Road from Main’s Corner to the con¬ 
vict camp and on to State Road 29; (3) Road 
North from a point on SR 78 in T42, S, R 
28 E, to connect with a Charlotte County 
road. 

Resolution dated January 21 was received, 
confirming the above. 

Hardee County 

Mr. M. A. Rosin, County Attorney, Chair¬ 
man Lea Hanchy, and I. V. Moore, B. J. 
Johnson, W. T. Whitcomb and Clayton Ter¬ 
rell, members of the Board of County 
Commissioners, were present from Hardee 
County. 

Mr. Rosin filed a resolution describing 31 
sections of Hardee County roads which the 
Commissioners requested be added to the 
Federal Aid Secondary Road program and 
asked that they be advised as to how much 
of this program could be built. Chairman 
McKethan advised the delegation that ap¬ 
proximately $96 100 would become available 
in 1950 to Hardee County for the secondary 
system, or $240,000 for the three-year period, 
and that about 55 miles on this system 
would be taken over for rehabilitation and 
maintenance by the Department. Mr. Rosin 
asked that Road 64 be taken over for main¬ 
tenance and was advised that this road 
would automatically be taken over under 
the program of taking over for maintenance 
all paved roads on the Federal Aid Secon¬ 
dary System. 

Mr. Rosin advised that they had some 
trouble securing right of way on Road 64, 
but if the width could be reduced by 5 feet 
on the north side for a distance of about 
1000 feet it would save the moving of a 
house and the cutting of a row of orange 
trees. Upon recommendation of Division 
Engineer Lewis the Board agreed to reduce 
this right of way by five feet through the 
section referred to.

The Chairman advised the delegation that 
maintenance of the secondary system had 
to come first out of the secondary funds, 
then the money left could be used in re¬ 
habilitation of the roads. 

Resolution adopted January 20 asked the 
Road Department to make a comprehensive 
survey of Hardee County’s road needs and 
use its own discretion in programming the 
available funds for maintenance and re¬ 
habilitation of the roads to the best interest 
of the County. 

RECESS FOR LUNCH 
AFTERNOON SESSION 
Hendry County 

The delegation from Hendry County in¬ 
cluded Senator J. A. Franklin, Chairman 
J. O. Davidson and Broward N. Parsons, 
R. B. Waldron and Alto Hiers, members of 
the Board of County Commissioners, C. Co¬ 
burn Moore, Clerk, Joe B. Johnston and 
Jack Spratt, interested citizens. 

The delegation was advised that about 
$197,840 would be available to their county 
in 1950 secondary funds, or the sum of $496,- 
740 in the three-year period. 

Senator Franklin said the Board of County 
Commissioners had adopted a resolution on 
the secondary system and had furnished the 
department with a copy. He asked if they 
could look forward to this program being 
carried out and was assured by the Chair¬ 
man that it would be done. He asked that 
the road from Road 29 north of the Caloosa- 
ha.tch.ee River, down to Fort DeNaud and 
connecting with the Fort Myers-LaBelle 
Highway, be included in the secondary pro¬ 
gram, with no work to be done in 1950 but 
included in the three-year plan. 

Speaking of the primary system, Senator 
Franklin asked for the resurfacing of Road 
80 from the Moore Haven cut-off into Clew- 
iston, about 10 miles. He also asked that 
the road in front of the Clewiston Bank 
from the main highway over to the levee 
be placed in the program for construction. 
Chairman McKethan said he had discussed 
this last request with Representative Elbert 


Stewart, and it was decided to make it a 
secondary project. Division Engineer Lewis 
was requested to make an estimate of the 
cost of this job. 

Resolution dated December 23 listed the 
following requests: 

$36,000 for construction and improvement 
of road known as Pole Crossing Road, being 
an extension of State Road 846 from the 
Hendry-Collier County line in an easterly 
direction toward an intersection with State 
Road 832. 

$50,400 for construction and improvement 
of road known as Keri Road, said road be¬ 
ginning at a point on State Road No. 29 near 
the center of the west boundary of Section 
4, Township 45 South, Range 29 East, thence 
in an easterly direction by the most prac¬ 
tical route to intersect with State Road 833. 

The balance of said funds for construc¬ 
tion and improvement of road beginning at 
a point on State Road 832 near the NW 
corner of Section 14, Township 43 S, Range 
34 E, and running in a southerly direction. 

Hernando County 

Messrs. John Law Ayers, Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, Onan 
Whitehurst, County Attorney, and James 
Whitehurst came as a delegation from Her¬ 
nando County. They were advised that sec¬ 
ondary funds to the amount of $73,800 would 
be available to Hernando County in 1950, 
or a total of $183,200 for the three-year 
period. 

Mr. Ayers stated they had filed a resolu¬ 
tion with the Department, and they re¬ 
quested a maintenance program and rehabili¬ 
tation with any remaining funds. After dis¬ 
cussion of the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem in which they requested certain elimi¬ 
nations and additions, they were asked to 
have a new resolution prepared, setting out 
the County’s recommendations, and forward 
same to the Department as soon as possible. 

Resolution adopted January 4 made the 
following requests for use of secondary 
funds in 1950: 

1. $33,210 for road from Hebron School 
North to Citrus County line; 


2. $33,210 for road from SR 50 South to 

Powell-Springs Lake road. 

Highlands County 

Senator James W. Moore, Representative 
Edna Pearce, County Attorney Keith Coll- 
yer, Chairman John W. Schumacher, and 
County Commissioners A. C. McAuley, M. H. 
Grice and R. L. Stokes came as a delegation 
from Highlands County. 

They were advised that secondary funds 
to the amount of $126,800 would be available 
to Highlands County in 1950 or a total of 
$321,300 for the three-year period. 

Senator Moore asked if the road from 
Lorida to the Kissimmee River would be 
built to the same standard as the part now 
under construction in Okeechobee County 
and Chairman McKethan stated this was 
a moral obligation between the Department, 
the counties and the Legislative delegation. 
Division Engineer Lewis advised that this 
type of construction would cost between 
$40,000 and $50,000 per mile, and the distance 
is about 15 miles. The Chairman advised 
that the survey on this section of Road 66 
would begin on January 12, and that the 
project should be ready to let to contract 
in June or July. Senator Moore stated this 
road was their priority and the Department 
had their resolution to that effect. The 
Chairman told them that if they agreed on 
this as their number-one project, the De¬ 
partment would see what could be done 
about its construction. Senator Moore said 
the County Commissioners would adopt a 
resolution setting out their requests for their 
additions to the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem. 

The delegation also asked about the road 
along the north of Lake Stearns, known as 
the 4-H Club Road, west of Highway 25; 
also a proposed road along the west part 
of Lake Stearns, south to State Road 70. 
The Chairman advised that the 4-H Club 
road could be taken care of out of main¬ 
tenance. 

With reference to the bridge across the 
Kissimmee River, lying between the First 
and Fourth Division, Member Barber of the 
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Fourth Division said he would cooperate 
with the Chairman in trying to work out 
the construction of this bridge by use of 
the Department’s regular funds. 

Allocation of Secondary Funds 

A resolution filed by the County Commis¬ 
sioners, dated January 10, 1950, made request 
for use of secondary funds, as follows: 

Maintenance of F. S. I. C. constructed 
roads, $2,000. 

Construction of SR 66 from Larido to Kis¬ 
simmee River, $119 200.

BOARD CONVENES ON 
WEDNESDAY, JANUARY 11 

The State Road Department met on Wed¬ 
nesday morning, January 11, at nine o’clock 
to continue hearings of the counties, accord¬ 
ing to schedule, pursuant to adjournment 
at the close of the afternoon session on 
Tuesday. • 

Present were Chairman McKethan, Mr. 
T. P. Drake, Member from the Fifth Dis¬ 
trict, the Engineers, Attorneys, L. A. Fra- 
leigh, Assistant Secretary and other person¬ 
nel as on Tuesday. 

FIRST DIVISION CONTINUED 
Hillsborough County 

Messrs. Fred W. Ball, Chairman, and G. 
Frank Bullard, Elbert Moore, E. W. Sim¬ 
mons and Nick Nuccio, members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, and Ed 
Carroll, County Engineer, appeared as the 
delegation from Hillsborough County. 

They were advised that Secondary funds 
to the amount of $427,500 would be available 
to Hillsborough County in 1950, or a total 
of $1,121,500 for the three-year period. 

Mr. Ball presented requests for road im¬ 
provement which they thought most neces¬ 
sary for the secondary system in 1950, and 
stated they had all of the right of way on 
these roads. He also displayed a map and 
schedule showing roads desired to be in¬ 
cluded in the 300-mile Federal Secondary 
System, calling attention to the fact that in 
selecting these roads district lines had been 
ignored so that a rounded-out system could 
be set up. They requested no maintenance 
this year, expressing the desire that all the 
money go for rehabilitation. Mr. Ball stated 
they had to change some of the funds on 
account of one of the roads not being a 
State-designated road, and that they would 
send in a revised map and resolution within 
a few days. 

Requests for 1950 improvement on the pri¬ 
mary system in Hillsboro were listed as 
follows; with no indication of priority: 

1. Construction of new bridge over Alafia 
River on U. S. 541. 

2. Extension of Adamo Drive from East 
city limits of Tampa to U. S. 41. 

3. Extension of U. S. 41 north and north¬ 
easterly to U. S. 301 west of Thonotosassa. 

4. Construction of 4-lane highway on SR 
600 from overpass near 50th Street to junc- 
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tion with U. S. 41, including widening of 
overpass roadway. 

5. Reconstruction of U. S. 41 from SR 60 
to point approximately 12 mi. south. 

6. Widening to 4-lane highway U. S. 41 
from apex north of Tampa to Pasco Co. line. 

7. Resurface Columbus Drive from Dale 
Mabry Highway to west city limits of Tampa. 

8. Construction of Riverside Drive from 
Florida Ave. S’ly to Hillsborough Ave. 

9. Construction of Manhattan Blvd. from 
Euclid Ave. to Gandy Blvd. 

10. Reconstruction of 22nd Street from SR 
600 south to city limits of Tampa. 

11. Resurface 22nd Street Causeway from 
U. S. 541 to U. S. 41. 

12. Connection into Hillsborough County 
from U. S. 19 in Pinellas County. 

13. In planning, looking forward to early 
construction of new bridge across old Tampa 
Bay, at some location north of Gandy Blvd., 
to be determined later. 

Revised requests for use of secondary 
funds. Resolution adopted January 13, 1950, 
and forwarded to State Road Department 
for inclusion in these minutes, following in¬ 
structions given at meeting:

Fee County 

Senator James A. Franklin, Representative 
Scott Hough, Representative Norwood R. 
Strayhorn, H. M. Stringfellow, Chairman, 
and Alvin Gorton, H. E. Keen and Wilson 
Pigott, members of the Board of County 
Commissioners, came as the delegation from 
Lee County. 

Mr. Stringfellow discussed their problems 
with the Board and stated they would send 
in their revised requests for the secondary 
system. 

Senator Franklin, speaking on the primary 
system, requested completion of the Palm 
Beach Boulevard Road, stating the traffic 
count on this was 2600 cars a day. He said 
this was a most important road, and asked 
that construction on the portion within the 
city limits of Fort Myers and the one-mile 
remaining outside the city be started at an 
early date. 

The Chairman advised the delegation that 
if they would decide on their first and second 
choice the Department would try to work 
out a program to fit the amount of money 
available for Lee County, $133,400 for 1950, 
or $350,800 for the three-year period. 

The resolution adopted by the Board of 
County Commissioners under date of January 
18 and sent in for record as a part of these 


minutes listed the following requests for use 
of secondary funds for 1950: 

1. Maintenance — Bridge over Matanzas 
Pass and 2 miles SW’ly, SR 865, including 
bridge tender. 

2. Maintenance — SR 78 from Weavers 
Corner E’ly to end of asphalt pavement, 4% 
miles. 

3. Maintenance — That part of SR 80 
turned back to Lee County through Bucking¬ 
ham to Olga connecting with new SR 80; 
approximately 9 miles. 

4. For Embracing in Federal Aid—9 miles 
of road formerly No. 25 on Sanibel Island 
from Brewers Corner to Blind Pass, includ¬ 
ing bridge over Blind Pass. (It is proposed 
later to ask some new construction on this 
project.) 

5. For Right of Way on Road 90, Project 
1202, $50,000. (Resolution has already been 
approved for $25,000 by the SRD.) 

Manatee County 

Representative J. Ben Fuqua, Chairman 
H. C. Slaughter, and J. M. Haynes and Her¬ 
man Burnett, members of the Board of 
County Commissioners, were present from 
Manatee County. 

Mr. Fuqua stated to the Department that 
Manatee County had no county engineer and 
would depend cn the Road Department. He 
said they had filed a resolution to this effect 
and the County Commissioners were behind 
the Department in every way. He asked 
the policy on Road 675, the Parrish to Man¬ 
hattan road, and said it had been surveyed 
and all right of way secured. 

They were advised that in secondary funds 
there would be $204,060 for 1950, or $541,860 
for the three-year period. 

Chairman McKethan suggested to the dele¬ 
gation that they take their Federal Aid sec¬ 
ondary funds for construction of this road, 
and then use county funds on the beach 
road. 

Mr. Slaughter filed the following three- 
year program and stated the Board of 
County Commissioners were in complete 
agreement on this: 

1. Myakka Head to Sullivan Bridge. 

2. Commence at Rye Bridge, go west three 
miles and south two miles, via Eagle Fruit 
Farm and intersect with State Road No. 64. 

3. From Manatee Avenue to DeSoto Na¬ 
tional Monument. 

4. Erie-Terra Ceia Road: from Vegetable 
Siding to State Road No. 41, via Erie, and 
from Erie to Bayshore Road to Terra Ceia 
Island. 

He said further that since they had no 
engineer to estimate the costs, the above 
was more or less a guess. 

Resolution adopted January 14, requested 
the Department to complete construction of 
Road 675 out of County’s secondary road 
funds, and after reserving $67,000 for right- 
of-way purposes then complete SR 684 (Tami- 
ami Trail to Cortez) to be completed in 1950 
if possible. 

Pasco County 

County Attorney W. Kenneth Barnes and 
County Commissioners O. A. Allen, Vice- 
Chairman, J. E. Rhodes and W. J. Baillie 
were present from Pasco County. 

Mr. Barnes made the statement that they 
had no over-all county program to submit 
but asked for certain projects by County 
Commissioners’ districts. 

Chairman McKethan explained to the dele¬ 
gation the over-all picture and purpose of 
the secondary program and advised them 
that Pasco County had about 53 miles of 
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road on the present Federal Aid Secondary 
System, but was entitled to about 143 miles; 
that they would have about $144,400 in sec¬ 
ondary funds for 1950, and a total of some 
$369,000 in the three-year period. He also 
advised that the Department would take over 
for maintenance all paved roads on the sys¬ 
tem, and all funds over the cost of this 
maintenance would be used for rehabilita¬ 
tion of these roads in accordance with the 
county’s designation. The delegation replied 
that they would return home and hold a 
meeting, and would send in a resolution list¬ 
ing their requests for additions to the Fed¬ 
eral Aid Secondary System, with designation 
of priority for use of the County’s funds. 

A resolution adopted January 16 listed 16 
sections of road desired to be approved for 
the Federal Aid Secondary System in the 
order of their priority for construction, the 
first being the Morris Bridge Road, the St. 
Joseph Road and the Gunn Highway and 
Odessa-Denham Road, in the order named. 

ADJOURNMENT FOR LUNCH 
MEETING RESUMED FOR AFTERNOON 
SESSION 
Pinellas County 

The delegation from Pinellas County in¬ 
cluded the following: Senator Henry S. Bay- 
nard, Representative Chas. J. Schuh, Jr., 
Representative James A. McClure, Chairman 
Andrew E. Potter, and John Chestnut, W. H. 
Belcher, A. C. McEachan, and Edward H. 
Lavoie, members of the Board of County 
Commissioners, W. A. McMullen, County En¬ 
gineer, Frank G. Merrin, Right-of-Way 
Agent, and John C. Blocker, County Attor¬ 
ney. 

Mr. Potter stated they were present to 
obtain more information rather than to pre¬ 
sent requests, and he said they thought the 
program was marvelous. He was advised 
that Pinellas County under this program 
would have about $275,000 per year for 1950, 
or a total of approximately $761,000 for the 
three-year period. When he asked if this 
included Federal Funds he was advised that 
$56,000 of the $275,000 was Federal Aid sec¬ 
ondary funds. Chairman McKethan also ad¬ 
vised the delegation that the County was 
eligible for 62 miles on the Federal Aid Sec¬ 
ondary System, but now had only 36 desig¬ 
nated miles, and he further explained the 
program. 

Mr. Potter said their number-one request 
was completion of the Gulf Coast Highway, 
and they had about $125,000 in their budget 
for purchase of right of way. He asked if 
their funds from the secondary program 
would be avai'able for right of way, and 
Chairman McKethan advised that mainten¬ 
ance would take about $13000; that when 
the money was taken out to match the Fed¬ 
eral funds, about $149,000 would be left, 
which could be used for right of way. 

Mr. Schuh spoke of the importance of the 
Gulf Coast Highway, and said he would 
like to see the work started in St. Peters- 
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burg where they already have the right of 
way, if it was impossible to budget the full 
amount for this road. Mr. Merrin gave 
$250,000 as an estimate of the amount that 
would be required to acquire all the right 
of way. 

The Chairman suggested that they discuss 
and decide on the additions to be made to 
the Federal Aid Secondary System and for¬ 
ward a resolution covering this. Mr. Potter 
agreed that this would be done, and stated 
they would want the Federal Aid funds 
matched and maintenance of all these roads 
provided for before the money be used for 
right of way. 

Mr. McEachan asked whether some new 
roads might be substituted for some that 
had previously been designated on the Fed¬ 
eral Aid Secondary System, and the Chair¬ 
man assured him this could be done. He 
said they had experienced right-of-way trou¬ 
ble on the road between Oldsmar and U. S. 
19 and it looked like it would cost about 
$40,000 to secure this right of way. 

Primary System 

Senator Baynard spoke of the Beach Road 
from Indian Rocks to Pass-a-Grille, saying 
they had repeatedly been promised relief on 
this road. He said its dangerous condition 
was definitely hampering development of the 
beach area, and they wanted some relief. 
He said that it should be widened two to 
three feet on each side and that a new sur¬ 
face would be a great improvement. He 
stated further, however, that he did not want 
this request to affect work on U. S. 19, as the 
latter was of first importance. 

Division Engineer Lewis was asked by the 
Chairman to go down and make a study of 
the situation. 

Invitation to Road Department 

Mr. Chestnut invited the Road Board to 
come to Pinellas County for a meeting. 

The resolution adopted by the County 
Commissioners on January 17, and filed as 
a part of these minutes, listed the following 
projects for use of 1950 secondary funds: 

1. Construction. In priority listed. 

1. Park Blvd. Extension and Oakhurst- 
Indian Rocks Road, SR 694 from SR 693 to 
County Road 4.9 miles. 

2. Disston Blvd. from SR 694 N’ly across 
SR 688 to Co. Road 6 (Roosevelt Blvd.) ex¬ 
cept in St. Petersburg urban area. 3.1 miles. 

3. Keystone Road, Co. 45, SR 582, from 
SR 55 E to County Line 6.4 Mi. 

4. Dunedin Short Cut, Co Rd. 48, SR 
580, from SR 595 E across SR 55 to SR 584 
at Oldsmar, evcept in Clearwater urban 
area. 8.3 miles. 

5. Indian Rocks Road, from Belleview 
Blvd. intersection with Ft. Harrison Ave. 
to Indian Rocks Bridge, except in Clear¬ 
water urban area. 4.5 Mi. 

6. East Palm Harbor Road, from SR 
55 to SR 595. 1.7 miles. 

2. Acquisition of Right of way on State 
Road 55 between SR 60 and city limits of 
St. Petersburg, approximately $150,000. 
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3. Maintenance of Secondary Roads tak¬ 
en over under this program, approximately 
$13,000. 

The resolution also listed seventeen sec¬ 
tions of road under the tentative schedule 
for construction in 1951 and 1952. 

rOLK COUNTY 

The Polk County delegation included the 
following: Senator Harry E. King, Repre¬ 
sentative Lisle W. Smith, Representative 
Perry E. Murray, Representative A. R. 
Surles, Jr., M. D. Wilson, County Attorney, 
Roy P. Gladney, Edward D. Dishong, Eu- 
gent A. Laurent and W. T. Duggan, Mem¬ 
bers of the Board of County Commissioners, 
C. P. Robinson, County Engineer, W. P. 
Langdon, representative from the Winter 
Haven Chamber of Commerce, Wm. J. Load- 
holtes, Paul M. Schaill, Ralph Durrance, W. 
J. Durrance, Gordon Wilcox, Fred Speight, 
and Mayor R. L. McBridge, all of Fort 
Meade. The delegation was joined by Miss 
Edna Pearce, Representative from High¬ 
lands County. 

Chairman McKethan advised the delega¬ 
tion that Polk County had 105 miles on the 
Federal Aid Secondary System, but were 
entitled to 265 miles; that Secondary funds 
for 1950 would be $406,100 and $1,277,100 for 
the three year period. He explained how the 
Secondary Program would work and that 
the Department could take over the roads on 
the System for maintenance and still leave 
the County more than $300,000 for rehabili¬ 
tation of the roads. He urged the delegation 
to give careful consideration and study to 
their requests for improvements to be in¬ 
cluded in this program. Mr. Wilson said 
they would send in a formal resolution cov¬ 
ering their requests for additions to the 
Federal Aid Secondary System, designating 
order of priority, and also a resolution cov¬ 
ering their requests for improvements. 

Representative Murray stated he was not 
familiar with the Secondary Program but 
he believed the Department was carrying 
out the intent of the Act of the Legislature. 
This statement was endorsed by Mr. Roy 
Surles, Mr. Lisle Smith and by Senator Harry 
King. 

Mayor McBride of Fort Meade spoke in 
behalf of Road 630 from Fort Meade to 
Frostproof, and Mr. Murray also spoke in 
behalf of this road. He said he would like 
for it to be a primary road, and that if it 
were improved it would carry heavy traf- 
fiic.

Senator King spoke of these requests and 
said the County was united on them. 

A resolution of the City Commission signed 
by the Mayor-Commissioner of Fort Meade, 
showing concurrence by the Fort Meade 
Chamber of Commerce, Fort Meade Lions 
Club, and American Legion Post No. 23, 
made request for widening and repaving of 
State Road No. 35 through Fort Meade and 
State Road 630 from Frostproof to Fort 
Meade, was filed. Also a resolution by the 
City of Fort Meade asking for the widening 
of North Charleston Avenue from North 
First Street to North Ninth Street, was filed. 
A telegram from A. J. Snook of Frostproof, 
addressed to Member Merrill Barber, asked 
special consideration of the improvement 
of road from Frostproof to Fort Meade.

Sarasota County 

W. M. Woodard, Vice Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, John L. 
Houle and W. C. McLeod, Members, and 
Frank Evans, County Attorney, were pres¬ 
ent from Sarasota County. They were ad¬ 
vised that their county would have approx¬ 
imately $114,800 in Secondary funds for 1950, 
and $306,400 for the three year period. 

Mr. Woodard presented a preliminary map 
showing their program. He was advised that 
Sarasota County had 50 miles of road on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System, the full 
mileage it was entitled to.

Fletcher, Chairman of the County Road 
Trustees, W. B. Watson, Jr.. Attorney for 
the Road Trustees, H. McL. Grady and G. 
R. McDowell, residents of High Springs, were 
present as a delegation from Alachua Coun¬ 
ty. The County was advised that their esti¬ 
mated Secondary funds for 1950 would reach 
about $186,500, or a total of $484,000 for the 
three-year period. 

Mr. Watson said the Board of Road Trus¬ 
tees had adopted their resolution and desired 
t.o cooperate with the Department in every 
way. He presented their resolution calling 
for five improvement projects on the Federal 
Aid Secondary program for 1950, and he ask¬ 
ed the Department to use the $147,240.00 ac¬ 
cruing to Alachua County in a way that 
would give the County the greatest bene¬ 
fit; that if because of any delay in obtaining 
Federal approval on any one project work 
could not go forward, it was their desire 
to apply the money on projects listed with 
lower priority if they could be built first. 
He said that all their requested projects 
were important to the county. 

The Chairman advised the delegation that 
whereas Alachua County had only 42 miles 
of road on the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem it was entitled to 134 miles; and he also 
explained that if the plan were agreeable 
to the County, the Department would take 
over for maintenance all paved roads on 
the Secondary System now being maintained 
by the County. 

Mr. Watson stated their desire was for 
roads first before asking for maintenance. 
He asked the Department to try to get their 
requests for additions to the Federal Aid 
Secondary System approved by the Bureau 
of Public Roads as soon as possible. 

Representative Black stressed their desire 
for construction and improvement of roads, 
and that he was in accord with the requests 
and with the desire that the Department 
build them in the order they found possible 
to make the best progress. 

Mr. Grady of High Springs spoke par- 
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t.icularly in behalf of Road 384, from Bland 
to the Gilchrist County line, which he de¬ 
scribed as so sandy that cars could not pass 
without getting stuck.

Acquisition of right of way for any or 
all above projects shall be acquired by Ala¬ 
chua County from funds other than those 
specified in resolution. 

Baker County 

The Bake County delegation included Sen¬ 
ator J. Slater Smith, Representative B. R. 
Burnsed, County Attorney, Joe Dobson, 
Clerk, Chairman Elton McClellan and Roy 
H. Harvey, H. F. Powers, C. H. Raulerson 
and C. T. Thomas, Members of the Board 
of County Commissioners. 

Mr. Burnsed spoke to the Board and said 
that the County Commissioners felt it would 
be better for the County to borrow money 
under an FSIC program and go ahead and 
build the roads that are so badly needed. 
He asked for Road 127, the remainder of 
Road 125, Road 15, and the read running 
from Olustee to the Union County line. 

Chairman McKethan pointed out to the 
delegation that in 1950 they would have 
$132,580 in Secondary funds, and in the next 
three years under the Secondary Program 
Baker County would be able to get $340,000 
worth of roads and have them paid for, 
while under the FSIC financing program 
they could borrow $450,000 over a period of 
15 years, but would lose 35% in interest and 
debt service, and would also lose the Federal 
Aid Secondary funds. Mr. Burnsed replied 
that he believed the Department’s policy 
and program was a very fair one and they 
appreciated it. The Chairman also advised 
them that Baker County was eligible for 74 
miles on the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem, whereas it now had only 51.6 miles and 
could add the difference. 

Senator Smith made the statement that he 
thought the Department was carrying out 
the intent of the Legislature. He said the 
County had not set up its requests in order 
of their priority and he thought this should 
be done. Mr. Burnsed said they would have 
a meeting for this purpose and would for¬ 
ward the resolution to the Department. 

A petition bearing numerous signatures 
asked for the improvement of State Road 
125, and was filed by the Glen St. Mary Nur¬ 
series Company. 

Resolution dated February 6 listed these 
requests: (1) State Road 127 from Union 
County line to State Road 125, (2) State Road 


148 from Olustee to Union County line, and 
(3) State Road 125 from Glen St. Mary 
Southward. 

Bradford County 

Those registering from Bradford County 
were: Senator Charley E. Johns, Represen¬ 
tative J. P. Roberts, Hollis Knight, County 
Attorney, A. J. Thomas, Clerk, E. L. Craw¬ 
ford and Ira Wilson, Members of the Board 
of County Commissioners, and the following 
officials and citizens of Starke—J. R. Wain- 
wright. Mayor, Geo. L. Patten, Attorney, 
T. Frank Landrum, A. E. Winkler, Paul 
Bridges, Councilman, R. M. Metzer and 
George Bunch. They were advised that Sec¬ 
ondary funds to the amount of $96,260 
would be available to Bradford County in 
1950, or a total of $248,060 for the three year 
period. 

It was agreed that the Department would 
take approximately $15,000 of the County's 
Federal Aid Secondary Funds and use to¬ 
ward completion of State Road 225, then 
use the balance of the available funds for 
construction of (1) the road from Road 100 
through New River to Brooker, approximate¬ 
ly 8 or 9 miles; (2) th road from Starke to 
the Union County Line, toward Raiford. 

Resolution dated January 27 confirmed the 
requests made at the meeting. 

Clay County 

The delegation from Clay County register¬ 
ed as follows: Senator J. Slater Smith, Rep¬ 
resentative S. D. Saunders, Marlin J. Harris, 
Chairman, and Jay Daniels, Member of the 
Board of County Commissioners, Tom River, 
County Attorney, Roy Knowles, Member of 
the County School Board, C. B. Bowles, Sup¬ 
erintendent of Schools, L. H. Van Deusen, 
W. J. Weeks, Oscar Johnson and Frank Wil¬ 
liams, citizens of Green Cove Springs. 

Senator Smith inquired and was advised 
that Clay County had 42.8 miles of road on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System, but was 
eligible for 50 miles; also, that the amount 
that would accrue to the county under this 
program under the three year period would 
be $416,000, including $191,000 during 1950. 
He said the Board of County Commission¬ 
ers have set up their projects in order of 
priority, as follows: (1) West Toccoi Road, 
whch they desired added to the Federal 
Aid Secondary System and would submit, 
the proper resolution. (2) SR 8, Lake Geneva 
to McRae, and SR 13 from McRae to Putnam 
County line. (2) Russell Road from U. S. 17 
up to Russell, only 4 miles in length. He was 
advised that request Number one would re¬ 
quire between $80,000 and $90,000. 

Speaking for the Primary System, Senator 
Smith spoke of the resolution filed by the 
County Commissioners requesting the widen¬ 
ing and resurfacing of the streets in Green 
Cove Springs in the 1950 budget. Mr. Van 
Deusen, City Manager of Green Cove Springs, 
spoke on this request. He said that traffic 
had increased about 13 per cent, that they 
had a 60 foot right of way and asked that 
a 40 foot section be built through the 
city. He said the City would eliminate park¬ 
ing through this area if this were done. Rep¬ 
resentative Saunders endorsed the entire 
program. 


Resolution dated January 26 confirmed the 
above requests. 

BOARD CONVENES FOR AFTERNOON 
SESSION 
Columbia County 

Chairman J. H. Melton, R. B. Thomas, 
Preston M. Sandlin, Horace J. Witt, and Max 
M. Law, Members of the Board of County 
Commissioners, W. Joe Ferguson, County 
Attorney, and Hugh B. Simmons, Clerk, 
represented Columbia County. 

Chairman McKethan explained the Sec¬ 
ondary Program to the delegation, stating 
that Columbia County now had 44 miles on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System and was 
eligible for 126 miles, and that the amount 
of funds for these roads in 1950 would be 
$113,800 or a total of $282,400 for the three 
year period. 

Mr. Ferguson made these requests: (1) Pine 
Mount Road, about 6 miles of which he said 
was their Number one request but was not 
already on the approved Federal Aid Secon¬ 
dary System; (2) The Branford Road from 
Columbia City across U. S. 41 to the county¬ 
wide road about 7 miles. He also asked for 
the road south from State Road 20 to the 
Santa Fe River and the bridge across the 
river, from Primary road funds. The chair¬ 
man advised that this road was on the Fed¬ 
eral Aid Secondary System and would there¬ 
fore be eligible for Federal Aid Secondary 
funds. Mr. Ferguson replied that under those 
circumstances this would probably be their 
Number One request from Secondary funds. 
Following some discussion, the Chairman 
suggested that the County use its Federal 
Aid Secondary funds toward the construc¬ 
tion of this road and bridge on the Santa Fe 
River and the balance for the construction 
of the road from Columbia City across U 
S. 41 to SR 245. 

Mr. Law spoke of the acute traffic prob¬ 
lem in Lake City, and said the City and 
County were willing to cooperate in any way 
with the Department in an effort to work 
this out. 

Resolution dated January 20 confirmed 
the above agreement and changed the pri¬ 
ority of the projects to read: (1) Ft. White- 
Santa Fe River and bridge; (2) Columbia 
City E’ly across U. S. 41 at Myrtice to SR 
245, also that the Pine Mount Road be added

to the Federal Aid Secondary System as soon 
as possible, so it may be eligible for 1951 
construction funds. 

Dixie County 

Senator J. Min Ayers, Representative Royal 
C. Dunn, E. G. Chewning, Chairman, Warren 
Barber, Prince E. Sheppard and John Phil- 
mon, Members of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, J. H. Dowling, County Engineer, 
and Cauley C. Copeland, Clerk, were present 
from Dixie County. 

Chairman McKethan advised that Dixie 
County already had 50 miles on the Federal 
Aid Secondary System of roads, the full 
amount to which it is entitled. He further ad¬ 
vised that the funds available would be 
$69,700 for 1950 and $173,000 for the three 
year period. 

The resolution of the County Commission¬ 
ers were filed, and Senator Ayers asked for 
consideration of the projects: (1) Road from 
Cross City to connect with the Branford- 
Old Town Road, stating this was their most 
important project; (2) Road to Steinhatchee, 
State Road 292, now paved but badly in 
need of repairs; (3) State Road 289 from 
Cross City to Horseshoe, in same condition 
as the Steinhatchee Road. He asked that 
these two roads be taken over for mainten¬ 
ance. 

The Chairman explained that all those 
paved roads on the Federal Aid Secondary 
System now being maintained by the coun¬ 
ty would be taken over by the Department 
for maintenance, if agreeable to county. 

Mr. Dowling congratulated the Depart¬ 
ment on giving the counties sufficient time 
to understand this program and to try to 
work out their problems. He stated that in 
1945 Dixie County had $57,000 in the budget 
which was taken away from the County and 
put on the main highways. He advised that 
their FSIC program provides for improve¬ 
ment of the Demcry Hill Road and the Hines 
Road; he stressed the need for maintenance 
and betterment of the Horseshoe Road, es- 
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timating the cost at approximately $5,000 
per mile. He also asked for improvement of 
the Jena Road, or Steinhatchee Road. He 
said their requests were for the three year 
program. The Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners pointed out that their 
first request was for construction work on 
the road from Cross City northeast to the 
Branford-Old Town Road. 

A resolution was filed requesting that the 
road from the Jena Road southeast to in¬ 
tersect the Horseshoe Road, No. 289, be elim¬ 
inated from the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem and that the same mileage on the cross 
City-Horseshoe Read be added to the sys¬ 
tem. Following a full discussion of the sit¬ 
uation, although the resolution filed by the 
County called for construction work on the 
road from Cross City northeast to the Bran- 
ford-Old Town Road as its first request, it 
was agreed by the delegation that it may 
appear advantageous to first do the main¬ 
tenance and betterment work on the Stein¬ 
hatchee (Jena) Road and the Horshshoe 
Road, and then begin the construction on 
the road northeast of Cross City. 

Duval County 

The delegation from Duval County regis¬ 
tered as follows: Senator John E. Matthews, 
Chairman Joe F. Hammond and Members 
Tom Marshall, Ray Greene, Robert T. Gor¬ 
don and Edward I. Acosta of the Board of 
County Commissioners, Arthur Sollee, County 
Engineer, Ernest S. Haselden, City Commis¬ 
sioner, and W. E. Sheddan, Engineering Con¬ 
sultant of the City of Jacksonville, Wm. 
Woodard, Constable, Mayor L. C. Oliver and 
Mr. J. A. Beard of Baldwin. 

They were advised that secondary funds 
to the amount of $933,640 would be available 
to Duval County in 1950, or a total of $2,643,- 
340 for the three year period. 

Senator Matthews congratulated the Road 
Department for the program it has adopted 
with reference to the Secondary Road Sys¬ 
tem. He stated this was the first time within 
his knowledge that the Department was giv¬ 
ing the counties home rule. He said the 
Board was carrying local government back 
to the people and he considered it a wonder¬ 
ful step in this direction. He spoke for the 
Board of County Commissioners and said 
the program in Duval County would give 
them the roads needed and eliminate the ad- 
valorem tax levy, and said everyone in Du¬ 
val County appreciated the attitude of the 
Department. 

He filed resolutions of the Board of Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners making the following re¬ 
quests:

2. The Valdosta-Jacksonville Short Cut 
from S.R. 115 to the Georgia Line.

Blvd. (SR 212) along with intersection. This 
should be according to cross-section plans 
submitted to Duval Co. by SRD when R/W 
was acquired at cost of $99,655.00. 

4. Sister’s Creek Bridge and approaches 
on Heckscher Drive, SR 105. 

5. Widen and resurface Atlantic Blvd. 
(SR A1A) from Beach Blvd. to Third street 
in Neptune Beach. 

6. Widen Hendricks Ave. (SR 13) from 
San Marco Blvd. to Julington Creek. 

7. The north fork of SR 228 from Cassat 
Ave. to Normandy Blvd. (SR 228). 

8. Additional lanes Phillips Highway (SR 
5, U. S. 1) from South Jax. to Bayard. 

9. Widen, in town of Baldwin, State Road 
10 (U. S. 90). 

10. Widen State Road 10 from West City 
Limits of Jacksonville west. 

Request that State Road Department com¬ 
mence immediate surveys looking to con¬ 
struction of above projects, and that suffi¬ 
cient funds be set up in 1950 Budget to pro¬ 
vide for construction of aforesaid roads and 
bridges. 

Mr. Hammond, Chairman of County Com¬ 
missioners, spoke in behalf of the curb and 
gutter section through Baldwin, which he 
said was badly needed. He also spoke in be¬ 
half of the Valdosta-Jacksonville short cut, 
a project which he stated he had been talk¬ 
ing about since 1924, and asked that some¬ 
thing be set up in the 1950 Budget for this. 

Mayor Oliver of Baldwin said he was 
present in interest of the curb and gutter 
project on each of the highways through 
the town of Baldwin and asked that they be 
included in the 1950 budget. He filed a reso¬ 
lution of the Town Council of Baldwin mak¬ 
ing this request. 

City Commissioner Haselden of Jackson¬ 
ville filed a letter from the City Commission 
expressing its thanks for the work already 
started on some of the connecting links, and 
presenting requests which, briefly, were list¬ 
ed as follows: 

1. Resurfacing on SR 17 on Riverside 
Ave. from St. Elmo W. Acosta Bridge to 
Post Street; also study possibility of widen¬ 
ing and resurfacing Post Street between 
Riverside Ave. and Park Street; that resur¬ 
facing on Post St. to be started soon be ex¬ 
tended through to Margaret Street. 

2. State Road 115. Widen and rebuild Lem 
Turner Road (Norwood Ave.) from ACL 
railroad to Woodbine Ave. 

3. Widen U. S. Highway 90 (Beaver Street) 
west of Myrtle Ave. to at least Edgewood 
Ave. 

4. Rebuild SR 228 on Post Street from 
Cassat Ave. to McDuff Ave. 

5. Widen and rebuild Atlantic Blvd. from 
intersection of A1A and SR 212. 

Also, study service on access roads planned 
in connection with Express Highway, that 
construction of this portion of project may 
be begun as early as possible. 
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A resolution by the City Council of Jack¬ 
sonville Beach commended the State Hoad 
Department and the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Duval County for their keen 
foresight and alert public interest in the 
development of plans for the new, modern 
and attractive highway between Jackson¬ 
ville Beach, known as Beach Boulevard. It 
asked that funds be set up in the current 
budget for (1) Paving of Beach Blvd. from 
east line of First Street, Jacksonville Beach, 
to the seawall, about 200 feet, and construc¬ 
tion of a ramp and overpass at terminus of 
above—estimated cost, $57,000; and (2) Pav¬ 
ing, including curb and gutter, State Road 
A1A from 20th Ave. north to Duval County 
line, estimated cost $549,180, total estimated 
cost of both projects $606,180.00. 

Gilchrist County 

Senator J. Min Ayers, Representative H. E. 
Lancaster. Tommie Read, Chairman, and 
B. G. Curry, W. O. Cannon and H. G. 
Crpse, Members of the Board of County 
Commissioners, Horace Thomas, Clerk, and 
William O. Clifton, County Attorney, were 
present from Gilchrist County. 

They were advised that Secondary funds 
to the amount of $51,400 would be available 
to Gilchrist County in 1950, or a total of 
$121,500 for the three year period; also that 
Gilchrist County was eligible for 63 miles 
on the Federal Aid Secondary System, or 
25.8 miles in addition to the 37.2 already ap¬ 
proved. 

Mr. Clifton said the bridge on Road 47 
across the Santa Fe River was their Num¬ 
ber One request; 2nd, the road from Trenton 
to the Levy County Line, toward Bronson; 
and (3rd) the road connecting Road 47 and 
Road 49. 

The delegation agreed that the bridge on 
Road 47 was their No. 1 project and asked 
that the balance accruing to the County be 
used on the road which connects Road 47 
with Road 49. The Commissioners were to 
send in their resolution designating the ad¬ 
ditional mileage for the Federal Aid Sec¬ 
ondary System. 

Resolution dated January 12 confirmed the 
above. 

ADJOURNMENT FOR THE DAY 
HOARD CONVENES ON FRIDAY, 
JANUARY 13 

The State Road Department met on Fri¬ 
day morning, January 13, at nine o’clock to 
continue hearings of the counties, according 
to schedule, pursuant to adjournment at the 


close of the afternoon session on Thursday. 

Present were Chairman McKeathon, Mr. J. 
Glover Taylor, Member from the Second Dis¬ 
trict, the Engineers, Attorneys, L. A. Fra- 
leigh, Assistant Secretary, and other per¬ 
sonnel as on Thursday. 

SECOND DISTRICT (CONT’D) 
Hamilton County 

Senator G. Warren Sanchez, Representa¬ 
tive J. W. McAlpin, Maurice Bennett, Chair¬ 
man, James Wynn and Jerry Smith, Mem¬ 
bers of the Board of County Commissioners, 
C. A. Avriett, County Attorney C. C. Miller, 
County Road Superintendent, W. W. Brad¬ 
shaw, County Superintendent of Public In¬ 
struction and J. T. Bridges, W. A. Saunders 
and Foster L. Barnes, interested citizens, 
came to represent Hamilton County. 

Chairman McKethan advised the delega¬ 
tion that Hamilton County had only 37.8 
miles on the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem but was entitled to 86 miles; also, that 
they will have available in the Secondary 
funds $135,840 for 1950, and a total of $353,840 
over the three-year period. 

Senator Sanchez stated they thought this 
Secondary Program was a very good one 
and they appreciated it, and spoke of his 
disappointment in some of the remarks he 
had heard over the state. He said Hamilton 
County would first like to match the Fed¬ 
eral Aid Secondary funds, and listed the 
following requests for improvement; (1) 
Bakers Mill Road, State Road 51, 7 miles, 
which he estimated would require about all 
of the Federal Aid Secondary funds. He ask¬ 
ed that the funds left be set aside for State 
Road 141 from Road 6 north to U. S. 41, and 
said they would like to include the one-half 
mile stretch from Jasper to the cemetery. 

Resolution of County Commissioners listed 
these as first and second priority projects 
for 1950 but included five others to be built 
in that order in 1950 or as soon as possible. 

On the Primary System Senator Sanchez 
asked for the Turner Bridge on State Read 
6 across the Suwannee River. He said this 
location is the highest ground in the county 
and if the Department could give them a 
passable structure it would afford an outlet 
in case of flood. He also spoke of the Stephen 
Foster Memorial, saying they wanted to open 
it but needed about one mile of highway to 
U. S. 41 before this could be done. Division 
Engineer Slade advised that about $18,000 
would be required to construct this road. 

Referring again to the Secondary Program, 
Senator Sanchez said the County Commis¬ 


sioners had complete confidence in the Road 
Board and Engineers and the county felt 
much closer to the Department. 

LaFayette County 

Sen. G. Warren Sanchez, also the Coun¬ 
ty Attorney, Representative Duffin Lancas¬ 
ter, Ovedia McCray, Vice Chairman and J. 
Theron Abbott, W. E. Buchannon and Lewin 
Jones, Members of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, and S. C. Edwards, Clerk, were 
present from LaFayette County. They were 
advised that the County now had 52.4 miles 
on the Federad Aid Secondary System, 
whereas they were eligible for a total of 57 
miles; also, that they had available for Sec¬ 
ondary roads $228,100 for 1950, or $432,000 for 
the three-year period. 

Senator Sanchez said that LaFayette Coun¬ 
ty was primarily concerned with live stock, 
timber and cattle. He said they had aban¬ 
doned their road program to be financed 
through the State Improvement Commission; 
that their County Commissioners were con¬ 
fident this Secondary Program had merit 
and they had revised their program and se¬ 
lected certain roads in their district, so their 
money might be divided all over the county 
on the three year basis. He named the re¬ 
quests in their resolution as follows: (1) 
Their first priority was the Hatchbend Road, 
a loop of about 7 miles, connecting with 
State Road 349, (not already on the Federal 
Aid Secondary System) $86,420; (2) Road 

from Mayo west about 2 miles; also west 
from State Road 20 along Road 53 about 4.5 
miles, to point where this road turns north, 
$86,420; (3) the road beginning at the Dixie 
County line, at a point north of Hines, and 
proceed northerly as far as the balance of 
$32,450 will go. 

Levy County 

The delegation from Levy County regis¬ 
tered as follows: Senator J. Min Ayers, Rep¬ 
resentative Dewey D. Allen, W. Randolph 
Hodges, Chairman, and Ernest Stephens, J. 
E. Hogan, L. O. Neeld and Massey L. Smith, 
Members of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, and W. F. Anderson, County At¬ 
torney. 

They were advised that their county had 
74 miles of road on the Federal Aid Secon¬ 
dary System, but it was eligible for 86; also, 
that the uncommitted Secondary funds avail¬ 
able for 1950 was $74,000, and total for the 
three year period would be $568,000. 

Mr. Hodges said they were heartily in 
favor of this program and appreciated the 
work of the Department had been doing on 
it. He asked for the following: (1) Road 
from Trenton to Chiefland, (2) the road from 
Williston to Lebanon, and (3) the road from 
Trenton to Bronson. He also asked consid¬ 
eration of the road from Morrison west to 
Hunters Trail, and a small section at Yankee- 
town. 

Mr. Allen spoke in behalf of the Inglis- 
Yankeetown Road, and said it was in great 
need of repair. Chairman McKethan advised 
that the road to Yankeetown would be main¬ 
tained by the Department. 

Mr. Hodges said they were greatly in need 
of a bridge on Road 343. 

On the Primary System, Mr. Hodges re¬ 
quested consideration of State Road 500 
from Williston to Bronson, to Chiefland, 
and from Chiefland on to the Suwannee 
River. 

The resolution adopted January 13 and 
filed as a part of these records, listed the 
following projects for use of Secondary 
funds, in order of their priority, on the three 
year program: 

1. Road from Williston to Lebanon Sta¬ 
tion. 

2. Road 339 from Trenton to Bronson. 

3. Morriston to intersection of Road 335, 
known as Hunter’s Trail. 

4. Road 347 from Lukens, near Cedar 
Keys, to Vista and intersect with Road 345 
near Chiefland. 

Madison County 

Messrs. Dale M. Leslie, Clerk, F. C. Glass, 
Chairman, and Grover C. Cone and K. P. 
Beaty, Members of the Board of County 
Commissioners, were present from Madison 
County. They were advised that their County 
had $106,300 in Secondary Funds available for 
1950, and a total of $261,000 for the three- 
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year period. Also, that Madison County had 
52.7 miles on the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem, but was eligible for a total of 116 miles. 

Mr. Glass said they were not ready to file 
their request for the Secondary Program 
but would meet at once and file their reso¬ 
lution with the Department immediately. 

Speaking with reference to their FSIC Pro¬ 
gram. Mr. Glass said they were disappointed 
in getting only 16-foot roads where they had 
thought they would get 18 feet. Chairman 
McKethan explained that this was probably 
the result of their including more roads than 
there was money to build them, therefore 
requiring the standard of construction to be 
lowered. 

Mr. Beaty and Mr. Leslie asked that the 
road from Sirmans through Mosley Hall to 
Road 14 get underway as soon as possible 
under the FSIC program, as this part of the 
road was not under controversy, and Chair¬ 
man McKethan assured them that the De¬ 
partment would do so as soon as possible 

The resolution of the Board of County 
Commissioners adopted under date of Jan¬ 
uary 14 1950, received and ordered listed as 
a part of these minutes, gave Madison s 
County requests for the Secondary Program 
for the year 1950 as follows: 

“SR 255 to begin and run north from Lee, 
Florida; also to begin at the northern end 
of SR 255 and continue on north approxi¬ 
mately three miles on designated road No. 
Co.-No. 40-67.”

AFTERNOON SESSION 
Nassau County 

Senator A. G. McArthur, Thomas Shave, 
County Attorney, J. T. Ferreira, Chairman, 
and Harry L. Dunman, H. S. McKendree, 
John B. Higginbotham and Frank Shaffer, 
Members of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, were present from Nassau County. 
They were advised that Nassau County was 
eligible for a total of 63 miles on the Federal 
Aid Secondary System, and now had only 
57.5 miles approved; also, that for the year 
1950 the County had $164,720 available in 
Secondary Funds, and a total of $380,000 for 
the three year period. 

Senator McArthur named the projects they 
would like to request, but was advised that 
two of these roads were not on the approved 
Federal Aid Secondary System and it would 
require about six months to get them so des¬ 
ignated, so he made the following sugges¬ 
tions: (1) 5 miles on the project from Calla¬ 
han west, (2) 5 miles from Hilliard south 2 
and east 3, and (3) 14th Street from south 
boundary of Fernandina running south to 
intersect SR 200, about three-quarters of a 
mile. 

Senator McArthur asked for a change in 
alignment of the Valdosta Short-cut to stop 
at Road 200, which would save 3 or 4 miles 
of paving. He also asked that an Information 
Station be erected at the Georgia State Line 
on U. S. Highway No. 1, and he requested 
the Chairman and Mr. Taylor to come up 
in their county and go over their problems 

with them. _ A _ 

The formal resolution of the County Com¬ 
missioners adopted as of January 18 and 
filed with the Department, and ordered listed 
in these minutes, set out the same 1950 proj¬ 
ects as listed above by Senator McArthur, 
along with others for 1951 and 1952 as fol¬ 
lows: 

Secondary Program for 1950: 

1. Construction of SR 108 from point in 
Callahan intersecting SR 15, thence westerly 
about 6 miles. $70,000. 

2. Construction of SR 108 from point in 
Hilliard at SR 15, easterly about 3 miles. Also 
at point in Hilliard at western terminus of 
SRD project now under construction and 
run south along SR 108 about 2V» miles. 
$71,000. 

3. Construction of 14th Street from South 
boundary of Fernandina, running S’ly to SR 
200, about 3-4 of a mile. $6,248. 

Secondary Program for 1951—Tentative: 

1. Road known locally as Black Rock 
Chester Road, from SR 200 north to County 
road known as Cedar Lane, thence NW’ly on 
Black Rock Chester Road for about 5.6 miles. 
$60,000. 

2. Resurfacing of SR 105 from SR 200 
south about 4 miles to roll road. $12,000. 


3. Extension of No. 1, 1950 in westerly di¬ 
rection, about 3 miles. $30,000. 

4. Extension of No. 2, 1950 Westerly along 
Beaufort Bay Co. Road, 3 miles. $30,000. 
Secondary Program for 1952—Tentative: 

1. Road beginning at SR 200, about Vz mile 
north of Bryceville, thence W’ly about 5 
miles. $50,000. 

2. Begin at end of No. 4, 1951, and run 
W’ly 2 miles. $20,000. 

3. SR 108 from SR 5 W’ly 4 miles. $40,000. 

4. Old Jacksonville highway from So. 
boundary of Fernandina, south to intersect 
with Dairy Road, about one mile. $10,000. 

Suwannee County 

Senator G. Warren Sanchez, Representa¬ 
tive W. R. Slaughter, Chairman Geo. Skin¬ 
ner, Thomas Musgrove, Harry Howes, J. D. 
Carmichael and H. T. Howell, Members of 
the Board of County Commissioners, Dr. 
Brinkman and S. I. Gibbs appeared as a 
delegation from Suwannee County. They 
were advised that Suwannee County now 
has 23.4 miles on the approved Federal Aid 
Secondary System, and is eligible for a total 
of 157 miles; also that their Secondary funds 
for 1950 would be $116,900 and a total of 
$285,000 for the three-year period. 

Senator Sanchez said it looked like the 
project set up as Number one by the County 
Commissioners was not already on the Fed¬ 
eral Aid Secondary System, but he asked for 
their projects, in order of priority: (1) The 
Nobles Ferry Road, (2) the Itchtucknee 
Road, and (3) Paving around the Tobacco 
Warehouses in Live Oak, about six blocks, 
which he would like to see built before the 
next tobacco season. Chairman McKethan 
advised that the Nobles Ferry Road could 
probably receive designation by the middle 
of the year, and if it were let to contract in 
August or September it could carry over into 
next year if there were not sufficient money 
available for 1950 to complete it. Mr. Slaugh¬ 
ter said they would send in their resolution 
for the Secondary program. 

With reference to the Primary System, 
Senator Sanchez spoke in behalf of the 
Dowling Park Bridge, and said he under¬ 
stood from the Department that it was on 
the high priority list. Mr. Slaughter stated 
that the county was going to need some 
money for right of way on U. S. 90 between 
Live Oak and the Suwannee River. 

The resolution adopted by the County 
Commissioners as of January 18, and filed 
as a part of these minutes, listed requests for 
the Secondary Program as follows: 


For 1950: 

State Road 49 Northwestwardly to the 
Suwannee River, known locally as the 
Nobles Ferry Road. 

For 1951 and 1952: 

Completion of State Road 49 between Live 
Oak and the Branford-Lake City Road. 

Beginning at a point on State Road 136 
in Sec. 16, T 2 S, R 15 E, run south to Well¬ 
born, thence south to point on North line 
T 5 S, R 15 E, thence West to intersect State 
Road 49. 

Senator Sanchez stated his belief that if 
this Secondary Program proved to be a 
success, it would be continued on and on. 

Taylor County 

Taylor County was scheduled to appear 
on Friday, January 13, but did not come until 
Saturday, January 21, when the appearance 
recorded below actually took place. Mem¬ 
bers present were, Chairman Alfred A. Mc¬ 
Kethan, Merrill P. Barber and Trusten P. 
Drake. The Chairman told the delegation 
that Board Member Taylor had asked him 
to convey to them his regrets at not being 
able to be present, and that he would coop¬ 
erate with them in every way possible. 

Appearing as the delegation from Taylor 
County, were: James H. McCall, Chairman, 
F. A. Sapp, Member of the Board of County 
Commissioners, Ben Lindsey, Acting County 
Attorney, and Albert E. Long, interested 
citizen. They were advised that Taylor 
County was eligible for a total of 52 miles 
of road on the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem but now had only 37.7 miles; also that 
in Secondary Funds available for 1950 there 
would be $226,360, and a total of $629,800 for 
the three year period. 

Mr. Lindsey stated to the Road Board that 
Taylor County’s experience and relationship 
with the Department had not been pleasant 
in the past; that they had passed resolu¬ 
tions asking for the construction of certain 
roads, but the roads were never built. He 
said the delegation felt the County could 
build the roads they wanted without delay, 
and he asked the Department to reimburse 
the county at a cost comparable with or less 
than that which the roads would cost if let 
to contract. He said the county had suffi¬ 
cient equipment to begin building at once. 
Chairman McKethan advised the delegation 
that the Department could not approve a 
plan for the county to let the contracts for 
these roads, but suggested that the County 
now designate the roads they desired built 
and let the matter of building them be de¬ 
termined later. Mr. Lindsay said the Board 
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of County Commissioners wanted to get the 
program under way as soon as possible, and 
would send in the proper resolution listing 
the roads, in order of their priority, accom¬ 
panied by a marked map. Meanwhile, he 
named these requests as follows: 

1. Johnson-Stripling Road north of Perry, 
3 x /2 miles. 

2. Road from Perry east about \ x k miles, 
running north of State Road 20. 

3. Road from Perry to Rocky Creek, run¬ 
ning north of Road 30. 

4. Spur road at Adams Beach. 

5. Road from Foley, South. 

6. Road from Keaton Beach to Fish Creek. 

7. Streets in Steinhatchee. 

Resolution dated January 25 requested the 
first four sections of road described above, 
in the same order of priority as given by 
the delegation. 

Union County 

Senator Charley E. Johns, Chairman T. P. 
Renfroe, Dana Duke, Orin Reddish, A. E. 
Howard, and L. M. Crews, Members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, and Hal 
Y. Maines, Attorney for the Board, were 
present from Union County. They were 
advised that Union County had 29.4 miles 
of road on the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem, but were eligible for a total of 50 miles; 
also that they had available in Secondary 
funds for 1950 the sum of $80,000 and a total 
of $191,000 for the three year period. 

Mr. Maines asked for the following proj¬ 
ects, in order of priority: 

1. Providence District Road, 1 mile. 

2. Road from Raiford south to Bradford 
County line. 

3. Road from Lake Butler to Scout Hole 
Bridge, which is not already on the Federal 
Aid Secondary System. 

Mr. Maines said they wanted the above 
projects built first, and would decide on the 
three-year program at a later date. They 
would send in formal resolution listing these 
requests and asking that the road from 
Lake Butler to Scout Hole Bridge be added 
to the Federal Aid Secondary System. 

Resolution dated January 18 confirmed the 
requests listed by the delegation. 

ADJOURNMENT FOR THE DAY 
Board Convenes on Tuesday Morning, 
Janury 17 

The State Roard Department convened on 
Tuesday morning, January 17, at nine o’clock, 
to continue hearings of the counties, ac¬ 
cording to schedule, pursuant to adjourn¬ 
ment at the close of the afternoon session 
on Friday, January 13. Present were Chair¬ 
man McKethan, Mr. Marion G. Nelson, Mem¬ 
ber from the Third District, the Engineers, 
David V. Kerns, Resident Attorney, L. A. 
Fraleigh, Assistant Secretary, and other 
personnel as at the previous sessions. 

THIRD DISTRICT 

Mr. Nelson advised the Department per¬ 
sonnel that he had met with the counties 
in the 3rd Division and worked up their 
tentative program with them. 

Bay County 

The delegation from Bay County were. 


Chairman Ira L. Hill and John Henry Da¬ 
vis, J. R. Miller and B. V. Buchanan, Mem¬ 
bers cf the Board of County Commissioners, 
and H. P. Sapp, Attorney for the Board. 
They were advised that Bay County was 
eligible for 109 miles of road on the Federal 
Aid Secondary System, but had only 
40 miles already on this system; also, there 
would be available in Secondary Funds for 
the year 1950 the sum of $296,140, and a total 
of $782,000 for the three-year period. 

Mr. Hill made the following requests for 
their program, and said their formal reso¬ 
lution would be sent in. (1) From State Road 
30 to State Road 75 via Eleventh Street in 
Panama City; (2) the Road from Lynn Ha¬ 
ven to Highland City. 

Resolution dated January 23 confirmed 
the above requests, and approved the be¬ 
ginning of work in 1950 on a road from 
Vicksburg westward to West Bay if a bal¬ 
ance remains after the completion of Proj¬ 
ect 1 and 2. 

Calhoun County 

Representative Emory E. Bridges, C. L. 
Clark, Wilson M. Bailey, Chairman, and 
Woodrow Aultman, Coy O’Bryan, C. W. 
Shelton and B. T. McClellan, Members of 
the Board of County Commissioners and J. 
A. Peacock, Clerk, were present to represent 
Calhoun County. 

They were advised that Calhoun County 
had 41.5 miles of road on the approved Fed¬ 
eral Aid Secondary System, and was eligible 
for a total of 61 miles. Also, that for 1950 
they had Secondary Funds available in the 
sum of $68,700 and a total of $164,900 for the 
three-year perior. 

The delegation said they had tentatively 
agreed to use their Secondary funds on the 
road from Altha to Ochesee. Mr. Clark ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that this road should be 
constructed to a width of 20 feet, the same 
as other roads in Calhoun County. 

Chairman McKethan explained that if this 
extra width were built it would cut down 
the number of miles of road that could be 
built; also, that the widths of these sec¬ 
ondary roads were determined by the volume 
of traffic using each particular road. 

Mr. Bailey stated they may desire to make 
a change in their previous request and they 
would send in their resolution as soon as 
possible. 

(Up to Feb. 13, no resolution had been re¬ 
ceived.) 

Escambia County 

Chairman Earl Westmark and Members 
Frank L. Parise and T. C. McCoy of the 
Board of County Commissioners and Oliver 
J. Sims, City Manager of Pensacola, were 
present from Escambia County. They were 
advised that the county was eligible for a 
total of 133 miles of road on the Federal 
Aid Secondary System, but now had only 
38.5 miles approved. Also, they had available 
in 1950 Secondary Funds the sum of $263,300, 
but the Department could not now advise 
them on the three year period because it 
had not been determined what may be need¬ 
ed from these funds for the Pensacola Beach 
Bridge. 

Mr. Westmark asked, first, in 1950 for the 


construction of a stretch of something more 
than a mile of “O” Street, up to the City 
Limits cf Pensacola and the balance of the 
money to be used on continuation of the 
Barineau Park Road a distance of about 12 
miles. He said that since the 9th Avenue 
project was not on the approved Federal Aid 
Secondary System they would ask that it be 
included in the system so work may be done 
on it in 1951. 

As a primary request, Mr. Westmark ask¬ 
ed that U. S. 90 from Pensacola to the Ala¬ 
bama State Line be made a four-lane high¬ 
way. 

Resolution dated January 24 confirmed the 
above requests and named others for the 
three year program. 

Franklin County 

The delegation from Franklin County in¬ 
cluded Representative B. G. Patton, H. L. 
Cook, Chairman, and G. W. Segree and J. 
G. Bruce, Member of the Board of County 
Commissioners. 

They were advised that Franklin County 
was eligible for 50 miles of roads on the 
Federal Aid Secondary System, and now had 
only 33 designated miles. Also, that for the 
year 1950 they would have the sum of $163,900 
in Secondary Funds, and a total of $427,000 
for the three-year period. 

Mr. Cook stated they were in agreement 
on the following projects, which would con¬ 
sume their Secoriday funds for 1950: (1) 

Bluff Road, (2) Tilton Road, and (3) the East 
Point Road. 

On the primary system he asked that U. S. 
319 through the Camp Gordon Johnston area 
be improved. 

The resolution of the Board of County 
Commissioners adopted as of January 17 and 
filed as a part of these minutes asked for 
the above projects, in the order given, and 
added Road 67 from Carrabelle northerly to 
the Liberty County Line as their request for 
1951. 

AFTERNOON SESSION 
Gadsden County 

Chairman Hope Hines of the Board of 
County Commissioners and W. D. Lines, 
County Attorney, were present from Gads¬ 
den county. They were advised that their 
county was eligible for a total of 94 miles 
of road on the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem, whereas there had been only 47.7 miles 
approved. Also,, for 1950 they had $215,020 in 
Secondary funds, and a total of $583,820 
for the three-year period. 

Mr. Lines stated they were in agreement 
on their 1950 program, as follows: (1) Quincy 
to Gretna, Old Quincy-Gretna road from 
Gretna to SR No. 12, by Walker Bassett’s; 
(2) Darsey Crossing to Concord to Havana 
via Leslie Lewis Road; (3) Commence at 
Bonnie Hill on to Gretna. The above projects 
to be paved in the order given. 

Resolution dated February 6 confirmed 
these requests, in the order stated. 

Gulf County 

Representative George Tapper, Chaiman 
Basil E. Kenney and Members J. S. Daniels, 
Tobe Gay and J. F. Miller of the Board of 
County Commissioners, Cecil G. Costin, Jr., 
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had only 54 miles approved. Also, that in 
Secondary funds for 1950 they would have 
$163,900, with a total of $399,000 for the three 
year period. 

Mr. Drummond said their requests for 
additions to the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem were, (1) the old River Road on the 
west side of the county, and (2) the road 
from Bonifay in a northwesterly direction 
to intersect State Road 2 about IV 2 miles 
west of Miller Cross Roads. 

He said they were in agreement on their 
requests for allocation of the 1950 money, as 
follows: (1) one-half of the funds on the 
road from Westville north, the river road 
which they requested to be added to the 
F. A. Secondary System; and (2) one-half of 
the funds on State Road 173 from Bonifay 
north to State Road 2, which is already on 
the approved System. He asked that surveys 
be started as soon as possible on these 
roads, in order that they might begin to se¬ 
cure the right of way. He said the roads 
run through a number of small farm units 
where some trouble may be experienced in 
obtaining the necessary right of way. 

Mr. Drummond praised the Department 
very highly for the fine maintenance work 
he said was being done on the roads in 
Holmes County and said this was appre¬ 
ciated. He said that the County was turning 
all of its road money over to the Department 
to take care of its county roa»ds. 

Resolution of January 17 allocated $74,000 
for work on their number 1 request, and 
$73,510 on the second request. 

Jackson County 

The delegation from Jackson County in¬ 
cluded the following: Senator C. L. Alford, 
Clyde Mayhall, County Attorney, Curtis 
Jackson, Chairman, and J. K. Powell, Jodie 
Sketo, O. L. Peacock and M. V. Patrick, Jr., 
Members of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, and John McFarland, President of 
the First Bank of Marianna; they were 
advised that their county was eligible 
for a total of 234 miles on the Federal Aid 
Secondary System, and now had only 32.9 
miles on the approved system; also, that 
they would have $273,500 available for im¬ 
provement of Secondary roads, and a total 
of $756,300 for the three year period. 

Mr. Mayhill filed their resolution and 
stated the delegation was in agreement on 
their requests for 1950 and gave them as 
follows: 

1. Road from Grand Ridge to Calhoun 
County line, already on the FAS System. 

2. Road from State Road 276 about 3 miles 
south of Marianna, running SW’ly to a point 
north of Compass Lake on St. Road 75. 

3. Galilee Church Road, not on FAS Sys¬ 
tem, but could be built out of their Sec¬ 
ondary Funds, as County had more than 
enough to match FAS Funds. 

DEPARTMENT CONVENES ON 
WEDNESDAY, JANUARY 18 
The State Road Department convened on 
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and F. M. Campbell, County Attorneys, and 
George Y. Core, Clerk, were present from 
Gulf County. The delegation was advised 
that their county was eligible for 50 miles on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System, but now 
had only 15.9 miles which had been ap¬ 
proved. Also, that for the year 1950 there 
would be available $63,700 for the Secondary 
roads, and $156,800 for the three-year period. 

Mr. Tapper stated that as far as he knew, 
this was the first time the Road Department 
had permitted the County to decide where 
their money was to be spent. He said that 
he did not believe the County Commission¬ 
ers were interested in building now any of 
but would prefer to wait and have the money 
would prefer to wait and have the money 
spent on the roads they would designate. Mr. 
Kenney agreed with this statement, and the 
delegation agreed to go back and adopt a 
resolution designating the roads they wished 
to have added to the Federal Aid Secondary 
System, with order of priority as to con¬ 
struction, and have their funds held up until 
such time as could be spent under their re¬ 
vised program. 

The resolution sent in by the County Com¬ 
missioners, adopted under date of January 
20, asked for the following projects to be 
done with Secondary funds for 1950: (1) the 
Lake Grove Road, 2.5 miles, and (2) Indian 
Pass Road, from U. S. 98 to Indian Pass, 3 
miles. A list of 10 road projects was given 
as their tentative schedule for 1951 and 1952. 

Holmes County 

Representative J. D. Heath, Chairman Cecil 
Miller, J. H. Padgett, W. L. Hudson, I. O. 
Hyman and J. P. Bush, Members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, Judge B. 
Helms, Clerk, and A. D. Drummond, County 
Attorney, were present from Holmes County. 
They were advised that their county was 
eligible for a total of 102 miles of road on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System, but now 
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Wednesday morning January 18, at nine 
o’clock, to continue hearings of the counties, 
according to schedule, pursuant to adjourn¬ 
ment at the close of the afternoon session 
on Tuesday, January 17. Present were Chair¬ 
man McKethan, Mr. Marion G. Nelson, 
Member from the Third District, the En¬ 
gineers, David V. Kerns, Resident Attorney, 
L. A. Fraleigh, Assistant Secretary, and 
other personnel as at the previous sessions. 

THIRD DISTRICT (CONT’D) 
Jefferson County 

The delegation from Jefferson County 
were as follows: Senator S. D. Clarke, Rep¬ 
resentative Richard H. Simpson, Chairman 
Fred Stokley, and Norman H. Hartsfield, 
E. I. Braswell, Judge B. Shuman and Jesse 
H. Lovett, Sr., Members of the Board of 
County Commissioners. 

The delegation was advised that Jefferson 
County was eligible for a total of 69 miles of 
road on the Federal Aid Secondary System, 
but had only 47.6 mi.es approved. For 1950 
they would have $171,660 for Secondary 
roads, and a total of $473,300 for the three 
year period. 

Representative Simpson asked that the 
road from Lamont south to the Aucilla 
River be added to the Federal Aid Secondary 
System. He said they were in agreement 
on their requests for improvement; 1950, com¬ 
pletion of the Asheville Road and bridge 
across the Aucilla River, and 1951, the road 
from Lamont south to the Aucilla River, 
known as Walker Springs Road. 

On the Primary System, he stated they 
needed work on U. S. Highway 90, which 
is wearing out. Chairman McKethan an¬ 
nounced that it was the Department’s plan 
to rebuild U. S. 90 from Pensacola to Jack¬ 
sonville as funds become available. 

Mr. Simpson made the statement that the 
plan for these continuous meetings was most 
appealing to them, as it gave each county 
sufficient time for everyone to know what 
was going on, and they were fully satisfied 
with the program. The Chairman expressed 
appreciation for the fine cooperation given 
the Department by Senator Clarke and Rep¬ 
resentative Simpson. 

Resolution dated January 18 confirmed the 
request for 1950; and for the 3 year program, 
listed the following: (1) Walker Springs 
Road, (2) State Road 59, (3) Drifton to Au¬ 
cilla, (4) State Rd. 148, known as Georgia 
Line Road. 


Leon County 

Leon County’s delegation included the fol¬ 
lowing: Senator Leroy Coliins, Representa¬ 
tive John Ward Henderson, Chairman V. G. 
Phillips, and Members John Sullivan, Hunter 
M. Bannerman, Lon C. Tully and R. F. 
Bradford, Members of the Board of County 
Commissioners. They were advised that Leon 
County was eligible for a total of 132 miles 
of road on the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem, and now had only 61 miles approved. 
Also, that for the year 1950 they would have 
a balance of $118,000 for Secondary roads, and 
for the three year period there would be a 
total of $356,000. 

Mr. Phillips stated he thought this pro¬ 
gram was a fine thing. He said that their 
county program did not fit in with the 
present Federal Aid Secondary System, but 
that they wanted to make additions to the 
System and would file the proper resolution. 
He made the following construction requests 
for 1950: (1) Miccosukee Road to the Georgia 
Line, to be built out of State funds. The 
Chairman explained that it was the Depart¬ 
ment s plan to use the regular four-cents 
money only on the main highways, which 
he said produced about nine per cent of the 
tax funds, to which Mr. Phillips agreed, 
then said that this road, State Road 59, 
would be their Number One request from 
Secondary Funds. (2) The Paul Russell 
Road, from Leon County Fair grounds to 
the St. Augustine Road, about 3 miles. He 
thought these two would probably take up 
about all the funds available for 1950. Then, 
their next request would be (3) the Buck 
Lake Road, from Jacksonville Highway to 
the Chaires cross road, and (4) the Ward 
Road, a distance of 12 miles down the Ock- 
lockonee River to the Wakulla County Line. 

Mr. Bradford asked if any work could 
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be done on the Miccosukee Road before it 
received approval for the Federal Aid Sec¬ 
ondary System, and was advised that a 
survey could get underway and the road 
could be constructed as soon as it was ap¬ 
proved, and that the Department could see 
no reason why the Bureau of Public Roads 
would not approve it. 

Mr. Phillips stated that Leon County had 
in its county organization a very good road¬ 
building unit, and he asked if they could 
not build some of these roads, as he believed 
they could save money. He said that three of 
the above requests were not yet on the Fed¬ 
eral Aid Secondary System and the County 
would like to have them approved for the 
System as soon as possible. He was advised 
that it would take about six months to ob¬ 
tain approval. 

Senator Collins spoke of the congestion 
on the streets and roads within the urban 
area of Tallahassee and asked about the use 
of Federal funds for this relief. Chairman 
McKethan advised that Federal Aid Security 
Secondary funds could not be spent within 
the urban area of a city as large as Talla¬ 
hassee, but that regular Federal Urban funds 
could be so used. The Chairman at this 
time expressed appreciation to Senator Col¬ 
lins and the Representatives Henderson and 
Carraway, and also to County Attorney 
Lewis Hall for their cooperation in this 
program. 

Resolution dated January 18 confirmed 
the requests as made by the delegation. 

Liberty County 

Senator Luther C. Tucker, Chairman A. 
M. Shuler and J. M. Revell, Spencer G. Smith 
and J. K. Peddie, Members of the Board of 
County Commissioners, and W. G. Larkins, 
Clerk, were present from Liberty County. 
They were advised that Liberty County now 
had 50.3 miles of road approved on the 
Federal Aid Secondary System, which was 
the full amount they were eligible for at this 
time. Also, that they would have $138,100 for 
Secondary roads in 1950, or a total of $370,000 
for the three year period. 

Mr. Larkins said they were in full agree¬ 
ment on the following requests: (1) Loop in 
Bristol, (2) Road from Hosford southeast 
about 4 miles, thence East about 1 3-4 miles, 
thence northerly to intersection with State 
Road 20. Inasmuch as these roads were not 
already on the Federal Aid Secondary 
System, and many of their roads on this 
System are also U. S. Forestry Roads, it 
was agreed to set up in the budget the 
amount the County will have, and work out 
later the projects on which this money should 
be spent. 

Resolution dated January 18 listed follow¬ 
ing 1950 projects in order of their priority: 

1. Commence at end of pavement South 
of Bristol and continue South as far as 
Orange. 

2. Commence on State Road 20 east of 
Bristol at Robertson’s thence south about 
one mile thence southwest one mile thence 
north about one and three-fourths mile to 
State Road 20 at the school house, following 
as near as possible County road as now laid 
out. 

3. Commence at a point on road 20 about 
2Vz miles west of the Oklockonee River at 
what is known as Blue Creek Road thence 
southwest about 3 miles across Blue Creek, 
thence west and north of west to intersection 
with SR 65 north of Telogia Creek. 


4. Commencing on paved road about 3 
miles south of Bristol thence west around 
Lake Mystic to intersect with paved road 
about three-fourth mile south of starting 
point. 

5. All of old road 12 beginning at a point 
near Orange and following the County Road 
as now laid out to a point near Sumatra. 

6. Commence on State Road 12 at Bundy 
Curve thence north and west following Coun¬ 
ty Road to Gadsden county line via Rock 
Bluff, and commencing at Rock Bluff and 
following county road to Torrey Park. 

7. Commencing at the North Boundary 
Line of the National Forest on SR 67 thence 
South following county road to North bound¬ 
ary line of Franklin Co. 

Okaloosa County 

Senator Newman P. Brackin, Representa¬ 
tive James H. Wise, Walter S. Spence, Chair¬ 
man, Malachi King, Grady Garrett and L. 
Barnes, Members of the Board of County 
Commissioners, Cecil Anchors, Clerk, and 
Mr. Thomas E. Brooks, an interested citi¬ 
zen, were present from Okaloosa County. 
The delegation was advised that their Coun¬ 
ty was eligible for a total of 94 miles on 
the Federal Aid System, whereas it now had 
only 15 miles approved for this System. Also, 
that for the year 1950 they would have 
$202,080 in Secondary funds, with a total of 
$584,000 for the three year period. Chairman 
McKethan expressed his appreciation to 
Senator Brackin and Representative Wise 
for their cooperation in this program. 

Senator Brackin made these requests: (1) 
The road from State Road 4 near Baker to 
Galliver, about 4% miles; and (2) from Es¬ 
cambia Farm School out to State Road 189, 
about 1 Yz miles. He was advised that these 
roads were not already on the Federal Aid 
Secondary System, but that they could be 
built from Secondary Funds and still leave 
a balance sufficient to match the Federal 
Aid Secondary funds. He also asked for 
some work in Crestview and Niceville, and 
said the Commissioners would send in their 
resolution. He asked for a pedestrian walk¬ 
way or pass on the East Pass Bridge, also for 
permission for the telephone company to 
run its line on this bridge, as the people on 
the other side cannot get telephone service. 

Mr. Wise requested some speed regulation 
signs in Destin, also requested some addi¬ 
tion to the bulkhead at Destin Bridge. 

Resolution dated January 21 listed the 
following projects for 1950: 

1. Construction of Baker to Galliver road 
(linking SRD No. 10 and 189) $65,000.00. 

2. Construction of North Baker road 
(2% miles linking SRD No. 189 and 4) 
$40,000.00. 

3. Construction of road from Escambia 
Farms Store on SRD 189 to Escambia Farms 
School. (2% miles). $22,500.00. 

4. Construction of extension to State 
Road at Niceville running southeast % miles 
into section 18, T 1 S, R 22W $10,000.00. 


5. Construction of road connecting SRD 
No. 20 and No. 285 at Niceville, approximate¬ 
ly % of a mile. $15,000.00. 

6. Construction of road from SRD No. 85 
at Laurel Hill running east to Veneer mills. 
(Approximately 1 mile) $15,000.00. 

7. Paving 1 mile of Chestnut Street in 
Crestview, $15,000.00. 

Total $182,500.00. 

Santa Kona County 

The Santa Rosa County delegation in¬ 
cluded Senator Newman Brackin, Represen¬ 
tative Woodrow M. Melvin, Farris Shell and 
Ezra Johnson, Members of the Board of 
County Commissioners, and Claude Locklin, 
Clerk. They were advised that Santa Rosa 
County now had 50.3 miles of road approved 
on the Federal Aid Secondary System, but 
was eligible for a total of 154 miles. Also, 
that they had available for Secondary Roads 
in 1950 the sum of $244,220 and a total of 
$652,000 for the three year period. 

Mr. Melvin stated they were in agreement 
on these requests: (1) Broad Street in Mil- 
ton, and SR 191 from Munson to the Alabama 
State Line; (2) Chumulka via Northwest 
Florida Experiment Station to Allentown 
and over to the Milton-Brewton Road; (3) 
About 5 miles in the subdivisions around 
Oriole, and the beach area at Nantahala Sub¬ 
division. 

Mr. Johnson, speaking for request number 
3, stated that about 140 homes would be 
served and a number of others would de¬ 
velop if a new road were there. They were 
advised that their third request was not on 
the present Federal Aid Secondary System, 
and Mr. Locklin said the Board would adopt 
a resolution requesting the Department to 
maintain their paved roads, as they desired 
this done. Mr. Melvin expressed apprecia¬ 
tion for this program, stating it was the first 
time in his memory that the County Com¬ 
missioners were permitted to sit down and 
plan a county wide program. Chairman Mc¬ 
Kethan thanked Senator Brackin and Repre¬ 
sentative Melvin for their cooperation in 
making the program possible. 

As a Primary road request, Mr. Melvin 
asked that some work be done on U. S. 90 
in Santa Rosa County. 

Their resolution listed the above requests 
in the order given. 

Wakulla County 

Senator Luther C. Tucker, E. W. Roberts, 
Chairman, and S. L. Moore and Z. W. Re- 
velle, Members of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, and Gilbert Langston, Clerk, were 
present to represent Wakulla County. They 
were advised that their county was eligible 
for a total of 68 miles of road on the Federal 
Aid Secondary System, and now have 59.4 
miles already designated on said System. 
Also, that their funds available for 1950 for 
Secondary roads was $67,300, or a total of 
$162,000 for the three year period. 
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Mr. Roberts stated their first request: (1) 
the road from Surf east to State Road 30 
and on around Dickson’s Bay to Mash’s 
Sand. He said this would take up about all 
the money for this year. He was advised that 
this road was not on the present approved 
Federal Aid Secondary System, and that 
the County Commissioners should send in 
a resolution requesting that the road be add¬ 
ed to the System. 

Their resolution dated December 20 gave 
the above as their first preference and listed 
several others to follow as funds become 
available. 

Walton County 

Representative Thomas D. Beasley, New¬ 
ton Hinote, Chairman, and M. C. Burke, L. 
E. Gill, H. A. Bodiford and J. D. Snaron, 
Members of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, were present from Walton County. 
They were advised that their county was 
eligible for a total of 144 miles of road on the 
Federal Aid Secondary System, and now had 
only 64.3 miles. Also, that in Secondary 
Funds available for 1950 they would have 
$209,000, or a total of $548,000 for the three 
year period. 

Mr. Beasley filed a map showing their 
requests, which he said they wanted to get 
under way as soon as possible: (1) Their 
present FAS route east and west across the 
northern part of the county; he said there 
was a short section not already approved 
for the FAS System, which could be built 
from the Secondary funds. (2) From De- 
Funiak Springs west to Ionia; (3) from Santa 
Rosa 1 mile east, and from Santa Rosa 4 
miles south. The Chairman expressed appre¬ 
ciation to Mr. Beasley for his cooperation 
in this program. 

Resolution dated January 30 listed the 
following projects in order of their priority: 

1. State Road 2 from the intersection with 
State Road 83, west to Jackson’s Still; and 
from State Road 187 west to the Okaloosa 
County Line. 

2. From Jackson’s Still southwesterly to 
SR 187, thence west to New Harmony Com¬ 
munity, thence north to intersect with SR 2. 

3. From SR 83 southwest of DeFuniak 
Springs west to Ionia. 

4. Road from Santa Rosa to Gulf of 
Mexico. 

5. Road from the end of paved road in 
Section 2, Township 2 North, Range 19 West, 
to Euchee Valley Church by way of Euchee- 
anna. 

6. Road from SR 394 from SR 83 Easterly 
to Black Creek Bridge. 

7. Road from SR 83 in Section 2 of Town¬ 
ship 3 North, Range 19 West, to the Holmes 
County Line by way of Pleasant Hill. 

Washington County 

Senator Olin G. Shiver, Chairman Otley 
S. Johnson, Herman Brown, Clayton C. Bush, 
and D. H. Owens, Members of the Board of 
County Commissioners, Rex Yates, Clerk, 


and Cecil Rountree, County Attorney, were 
present from Washington County. They 
were advised that their county was eligible 
for a total of 115 miles on the Federal Aid 
Secondary System, whereas it now had only 
19.8 so designated. Also, that in Secondary 
Road funds for 1950 they would have the 
sum of $146,800 available, and for the three 
year period there would be $418,000. 

Mr. Rountree made the statement that 
they liked this program very much and he 
expressed appreciation for the assistance giv¬ 
en Washington County from time to time by 
the Department’s Division Engineer. He said 
they did not have their requests worked up 
but that they would have a meeting im¬ 
mediately and forward their resolution. 

He stated their requests as follows: (1) 
Completion of the Orange Hill Road to Gil¬ 
bert’s Mill, a section not on the present ap¬ 
proved FAS System but on which the Sec¬ 
ondary funds not needed to match Federal 
Aid funds could be used; (2) Road from 
Hinson’s Cross Road to Miller’s Ferry, on 
which the balance of the funds could be 
used when said road has been approved for 
the FAS System. 

Resolution dated January 19 confirmed the 
above requests. 

BUSINESS SESSION 

Member Barber from the Fourth District 
and Member Drake from the Fifth came 
into the meeting following the close of the 
county hearings scheduled for the day, 
which brought the attendance of Board mem¬ 
bers to four, as follows: Chairman Mc- 
Kethan, Members Nelson, Barber and Drake. 

The Chairman advised that there were 
some items of business requiring attention, 
and he presented the question of salaries 
paid by the Department, particularly to 
technically and professionally trained em¬ 
ployees. Chairman McKethan said that on 
the whole the personnel of the Department 
is underpaid, that the State is faced with 
losing some of its best men, in competition 
with the current scales in private business 
and industry for comparable qualifications, 
duties and responsibilities. The Chairman 
said he thought that consideration should 
also be given to length of service, and to 
individual effort toward improvement in 
qualifications. He said that unless the sched¬ 
ule of position and salary classification in 
force in the Department is immediately re¬ 
vised, it will be impossible to attract the 
additional qualified personnel needed in the 
expanded program, or even to retain its 
present staff. He told the Board that with 
this in mind, and with the approval of the 
Governor, he had worked with the State 
Highway Engineer and the Personnal Di¬ 
rector to make such revisions in the classi¬ 
fications and scale of compensation of the 
Department’s employees, as to bring them 
more nearly in line with the going rate in 
other businesses and agencies, thereby hoping 
to keep the present staff and to attract the 
additional technical help the Department 


must have. He recommended its approval 
by the Board as a step toward economy and 
good business practice. 

APPROVAL OF REVISED SCHEDULE OF 
POSITION AND SALARY 

On motion by Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Drake, the following resolution was adopt¬ 
ed: 

WHEREAS: the Department is now in a 
new era in building up the road systems of 
Florida, and in need of competent technical 
and professional personnel and is therefore 
faced with holding its present employees 
and with attracting additional trained per¬ 
sonnel to carry on this expanded program, 
and 

WHEREAS under the present schedule of 
position and salary classification the De¬ 
partment cannot hope to meet the competi¬ 
tion for such trained personnel, now, there¬ 
fore 

BE IT RESOLVED that the revised sched¬ 
ule of job classification and pay, prepared 
under the supervision of the Chairman of 
this Department and presented at this meet¬ 
ing, be and it is hereby approved to become 
effective for payrolls ending January 31, 
1950. 

The Chairman said he had discussed this 
with Mr. Taylor when he was here for the 
Second Division meetings, and Mr. Taylor 
asked to have his vote recorded in favor of 
adoption of the revision, which made the ac¬ 
tion a unanimous one.

ADJOURNMENT FOR THE DAY 

DEPARTMENT CONVENES ON 
THURSDAY, JANUARY 19 
The State Road Department convened on 
Thursday morning, January 19, at nine 
o’clock, to continue hearings of the counties, 
according to schedule, pursuant to adjourn¬ 
ment at the close of the afternoon session on 
Wednesday, January 18. Present were Chair¬ 
man McKethan, Mr. Merrill P. Barber, Mem¬ 
ber from the Fourth District, and Mr. T. P. 
Drake, Member from the Fifth District. Also 
present were the Engineers, David V. Kerns, 
Resident Attorney, L. A. Fraleigh, Assistant 
Secretary, and other personnel as at the 
previous sessions. 

FOURTH DISTRICT 
Broward County 

The delegation from Broward County in¬ 
cluded the following: S. C. Fox, Chairman, 
Richard T. Gallion, Wm. E. Groene, Tony 
Salvino and C. B. Smith, all members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, and John 
U. Lloyd, County Attorney. They were ad¬ 
vised that Broward County was eligible for 
65 miles of road on the Federal Aid Sec¬ 
ondary System, and now had 60.9 miles of 
that already approved on the System. Also, 
that for the year 1950 they would have 
$125,000 available for Secondary roads, and 
a total of $473,300 for the three year period. 

Mr. Fox spoke of the meeting they had 
had with Mr. Barber and said they had their 
program worked out and would send in their 
resolution immediately. He said that Brow¬ 
ard County’s problem was bridges, and they 
were considering a program to be financed 
through the State Improvement Commission 
at some future date to obtain these bridges. 
Chairman McKethan advised them that one 
of the controlling factors in determining the 


distribution of funds was the population, and 
he suggested that an over-all study be made 
of Broward County’s resources after the 
results of the 1950 census may be known, for 
this census may make a great deal of dif¬ 
ference in the amount of money available 
to the County. 

Resolution dated January 27 asked that 
Federal Aid Secondary funds for 1950 be 
reserved for use in 1951 and that all other 
Secondary funds be used toward reduction of 
their indebtedness on the following items: 
(1) Right of way SR 9; (2) H. C. Davis 

Memorial Bridge (3) Repair flood-damaged 
roads. 

Collier County 

Senator James A. Franklin and Mr. Ed. 
Scott, Clerk, Board of County Commission¬ 
ers, came to represent Collier County. They 
were advised that their County was eligible 
for a total of 50 miles of road on the Federal 
Aid Secondary Sjystem, and now had 38.8 
miles approved on the System; also, that for 
the year 1950 they would have available the 
sum of $533,460 for Secondary roads, and for 
the three year period a total of $1,179,000.00. 

Mr. Scott named their requests, as follows: 
(1) Reconditioning of the Tamiami Trail 
from Naples north to the county line, esti¬ 
mated to cost $433,000; (2) Rebuilding of the 
Tamiami Trail from Weaver’s Station to 
Carnestown (no survey on this); (3) State 
Road 29 from Everglades to the Tamiami 
Trail to be reconstructed, at estimated cost 
of $300,000. He said that* these, with the 
projects now ready to go, would pretty well 
take care of their money. He said further 
that he had always maintained that the 
four-cents gas tax money should be spent 
on main, arterial highways, and said he be¬ 
lieved that State Roads 90 and 29 were main 
State highways; however, he said they 
wanted more done on the Trail than the 
Department was able to do, and that he 
would recommend to his Board of County 
Commissioners that they put up $108,000 on 
the Trail project. He said they were willing 
to pay for the road from Everglades to 
Carnestown with their own money. 

Senator Franklin said he believed the 
Tamiami Trail was the most important road 
in South Florida, and that he would like to 
see immediate action taken in improving 
this road, because there were many acci¬ 
dents on this road now. 

Mr. Scott spoke of the road from Naples to 
the Airport, about 2 miles, which he said 
would be in good condition when the County 
completes the bridge it is now building, and 



requested that this road be taken over for 
maintenance under the Secondary program. 
He said further that the County would re¬ 
quest the roads needed each year, but did 
not feel inclined to set up their priorities on 
a three year basis at this time. 

The resolution of the County Commission¬ 
ers, adopted as of January 24 and sent in to 
become a part of these records, asked for 
the use of Secondary Road Funds for 1950, 
as follows: 

1. Construction of State Road 951 on 
Marco Island, at estimated cost of $109,523, 
to be derived as follows: $53,900 from FAS 
Funds and balance from 80% surplus Second 
gas Tax. 

2. Reconstruction of SR 29 from Carnes¬ 
town to Everglades, at estimated cost of 
$205,408, from 80% Surplus Second Gas Tax. 

3. Reconstruction of SR 29 through Town 
of Everglades to the Court House, at esti¬ 
mated cost of $89,503, from 80% Surplus Sec¬ 
ond Gas Tax.

Dade County 

Chairman Hugh Peters, I. D. MacVicar, 
Preston B. Bird and Jesse H. Yarborough, 
Members of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, A. E. Anderson, County Engineer, 
and Morris Lipp, City Engineer of Miami 
Beach, came as the delegation from Dade 
County. They were advised that their 
county was eligible to have a total of 240 
miles of road on the Federal Aid Secondary 
System, but now had only 80.8 miles so desig¬ 
nated. Also, that for the year 1950 they 
would have Secondary funds in the sum of 
$1,186,520 and for the three year period there 
would be a total of $3,064,000. 

Mr. Peters told the Board that the City of 
Miami Beach had a real traffic problem and 
he invited the city engineer, Mr. Lipp, to 
come up with the county delegation and pre¬ 
sent the case of Miami Beach. Mr. Lipp filed 
a map and a resolution showing their rec¬ 
ommendations for the Federal Aid System 
in the City of Miami Beach. Chairman Mc¬ 
Kethan told the delegation that the Depart¬ 
ment was now in the process of making an 
Origin-Destination Traffic survey of the 
Greater Miami area which would take nearly 
a year to complete, and until this was com¬ 
pleted he believed it would be unwise to 
designate some program that may not be 
the proper one. He said the purpose in 
making this survey was that the Department 
could be in position to help work up an 
over-all program for the Greater Miami 
area. 

Mr. Peters stated they had not been able 
to work up a three year Secondary program, 
but had decided on a proposed budget for 
1950, and would adopt proper resolution and 
send it in. He said this did not include any 
of the County’s 20% money, as this was 
badly needed to build up their County road 
fund. 

From their tentative program Mr. Peters 
said they would make two requests on the 
Primary System, (1) Road 5, from Home¬ 
stead to Allapattah Drive, 10 miles, and (2) 
Road 7 from NW 79th Street to Gratigny 
Drive, a distance of 2.529 miles; on the Sec¬ 
ondary System their request was State Road 
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826 from Northwest 2nd Avenue to State 
Road 5, a distance of 3.22 miles. 

Mr. Peters presented a plan for an ex¬ 
press highway between the Airport and 
downtown Miami, which he requested the 
Department to be thinking about. He also 
made the request that the Department deed 
to the county the five-acre tract on Le Jeune 
Road which was used as a borrow pits, to be 
used by the County as a public park and 
playground. 

Their resolution dated January 24 con¬ 
firmed the delegation’s requests on both 
Primary and Secondary road systems for the 
year 1950. 

Indian River County 

Senator Evans Crary, Representative Alex 
MacWilliam, W. C. Graves, Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, Edgerton 
Clark, County Engineer, and Sherman S. 
Smith, Jr., County Attorney, were present 
from Indian River County. 

Mr. MacWilliam stated he wanted to com¬ 
pliment the Road Board on the way they 
were handling this program. He said they 
were doing a swell job and he had never 
seen better understanding between the coun¬ 
ties and the Department. 

The delegation was advised that their 
County was eligible for 55 miles of road on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System, all of 
which had already been so designated. Also, 
that for 1950 they would have available the 
sum of $152,000 and a total of $324,000 for the 
three year period. Mr. MacWilliams filed the 
following list of projects asked to be paved 
under the Secondary Road Program during 
the years 1950, 1951 and 1952: 

Clemens Avenue from SR 60 at NW cor¬ 
ner of SWV 4 of Sec. 3, T 33S, R 39 E, So. to 
Co. Line, 5.5 miles. 

Lateral “A” Road, SR No. 505—from SR 
60 North to Wabasso Road, SR 510, 7.5 miles. 

W. Wabasso Road, SR 510—from the SE 
corner of SW corner Sec. 26, T. 31 S, R. 38 
E., y> mile W and iy 2 mile N to SR 512, 
Fellsmere Rd., 1.8 miles. 

Lateral “B” Road, from SR 60 at NW cor¬ 
ner of SWy 4 of Sec. 4, T. 33 S., R. 39 E. South 
to County Line, 5.5 miles. 

South Gifford Road—from SR 505 at NW 
corner of SWy 4 of Sec. 29 East to Federal 
Highway No. 1, 3.3 miles. 

South Winter Beach Road—from SR No. 
505 at NW corner of SW^i of Sec 8, T. 32 
S., R. 39 E., East to Federal Highway 1, 2.6 
miles. 

Glendale Blvd.—from Lateral “B” Road at 
the SW corner of Sec. 9, T. 33 S., R. 39 E. 
to SR 605 (Old Dixie), 3.3 miles. 

Emerson Avenue, SR 607—from So. County 
Line at SW corner Sec. 35, To. 33 S., R. 39 
E., North to SR 60, 5.5 miles. 

Total 35.00 miles. 

State Road A1A—In addition to above 
mileage the Board of Commissioners agree 
to request by resolution that an amount not 
to exceed $70,000 out of the 80% allocation 
to be allotted to State Road A1A from 
Beachland Blvd. (New Bridge Blvd.) South 
to County Line. 

A second list containing the roads re¬ 
quested to become additions to the Federal 
Aid Secondary System was also filed. 

Chairman McKethan expressed his ap¬ 
preciation to Representative MacWilliam for 
the fine cooperation he had given the De¬ 
partment. 


Resolution adopted January 24 listed all 
the above projects but placed the section on 
Road A1A at the top of the priority list. 

Martin County 

Senator Evans Crary, A. E. Sims. O. D. 
Quinlivan and Ransom R. Tilton, Members 
of the Board of County Commissioners, and 
J. S. Greenlees, County Engineer, came as a 
delegation from Martin County. They were 
advised that their county was eligible for 50 
miles of road on the Federal Aid Secondary 
System, all of which had previously been so 
designated. Senator Crary said that with 
their limited funds ($87,700) they would like 
to get as much mileage as possible because 
they needed some roads to open up new area 
to farming. He spoke in behalf of State 
Road 714, which runs 22 miles west across 
the northern part of the county to the 
Okeechobee county line, also in behalf of 
State Road 708, running SW’ly and W’ly 
about 15 miles from Hobe Sound. He asked 
if they might get nine or ten-foot roads to 
reach these new farming areas, and was 
advised that the Bureau of Public Road 
would not approve such a narrow road. Mr. 
Sims stated that if they could not get a nar¬ 
row road it would be necessary to cut down 
their mileage and do what they could this 
year. The delegation did not make a decision 
at the time but said they would try to work 
out what they wanted first with the money 
available, and would send in a resolution. 

Chairman McKethan expressed apprecia¬ 
tion to Senator Crary for his splendid co¬ 
operation with the Department. 

Resolution dated January 25 asked the use 
of 1950 Secondary funds as follows: 

1. Reworking and widening of 16 ft. SR 
708 from U. S. No. 1 to West line of Gomez 
Grant. 

2. Construction of SR 708 from West line 
of Gomez Grant West a distance of 5 miles. 

Monroe County 

Senator James A. Franklin, Representative 
Bernie C. Papy, Frank Bentley, Chairman 
of the Board of County Commissioners, and 
Harry Harris, Member of said Board, Paul 
Sawyer, County Attorney, Brooks Bateman, 
Manager of the Overseas Road and Toll 
Bridge District, and William V. Albury, At¬ 
torney for the Overseas District, came as the 
delegation from Monroe County. They were 
advised that their county was eligible for a 
total of 50 miles of road on the Federal Aid 
Secondary System, of which number they 
now had 27.3 miles so designated. Also, 


that in Secondary funds for 1950 they would 
have $184,300 and a total of $495,500 for the 
three year period. 

Mr. Sawyer stated that their position was 
somewhat different from that of most other 
counties. He said they wanted to redesignate 
their roads on the Federal Aid Secondary 
System, since those already designated were 
now State Roads; and that they wanted no 
roads parallel to U. S. Highway Number 1, 
but would like to add lateral roads that 
would open up the Keys for development. 
He pointed out that these lateral roads were 
not State-designated roads, and requested 
the following: 

(1) Construction of Roosevelt Blvd. in Key 
West, from city limits Sw’ly to Bertha 
Street; (2) SR 905 on N end of Key Largo, 
and (3) reserve the balance of the funds for 
matching FAS funds in construction of 
roads on the FAS System when same have 
been approved. They agreed to send in their 
resolution. 

Mr. Bentley invited the Road Board to 
have their March meeting in Monroe County. 

Resolution dated January 24 confirmed the 
above requests. 

Okeechobee County 

Representative W. J. Hendry, C. E. 
Drawdy, Chairman, J. L. Barber and Lee 
Hillis, Members of the Board of County 
Commissioners, and T. W. Conely, Attorney 
for the Board, were present from Okeechobee 
County. They were joined by Miss Edna 
Pearce, Representative from Highlands 
County, who came because of her special 
interest in completion of Road 66. 

The delegation was advised that their 
county was eligible for 50 miles of road on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System, of which 
they now had 26.8 miles so designated. Also, 
that in the Secondary funds they would 
have $285,520 for work in 1950, or a total of 
$504,320 for the three-year period. 

Mr. Hendry said they were most interested 
in: (1) extending the work on Road 66 to 
the Kissimmee River; next (2) the Upthe- 
grove Beach Cut-off, of less than 1 mile in 
length, was important in many ways. This 
would extend from State Road 15 in a north¬ 
erly direction to State Road 710, and could 
be built at a cost of about $22,000. They 
would send in their resolution, to include 
their three year program. 

Judge Conely expressed appreciation for 
the consideration and time given them in 
working up and presenting their program, 
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and said he had heard many favorable com¬ 
ments on this program of the Department. 
Mr. Hendry spoke endorsing this apprecia¬ 
tion. Chairman McKethan expressed to the 
delegation his appreciation for the coopera¬ 
tion given the Department by Representative 
Hendry. 

Resolution dated January 23 confirmed the 
two requests made by the delegation for 
1950 and named ten projects in their tenta¬ 
tive program for 1951 and 1952. 

Palm Beach County 

Representative B. Elliott, Lake Lytal, 
Chairman, Kenneth P. Foster, John Prince, 
C. Y. Byrd and Paul Rardin, Members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, Harry A. 
Johnston, County Attorney, and Jake Boyd, 
County Engineer, came as the delegation 
from Palm Beach County. They were ad¬ 
vised that their county was eligible for a 
total of 57 miles on the Federal Aid Secon¬ 
dary System, but already had the full mile¬ 
age designated. In Secondary funds for 1950 
they were told they would have $388,800 and 
a total of $1,036,800 for the three year period. 

Mr. Lytal said they considered this a very 
sp’endid program and he offered the full 
efforts of his county to put it over. He said 
they wanted to revise their Federal Aid Sec¬ 
ondary System. 

Mr. Boyd presented their resolution listing 
their requests, but when they found that 
some of the projects asked for were not on 
the State Designated System of Roads he 
withdrew this resolution and said they would 
revise it and send a newly adopted one. He 
offered the engineering services of the county 
in working up the surveys and plans on this 
program, and said they were also anxious to 
get their entire F.S.I.C. program under way 
in 1950. 

Mr. Lytal filed their resolution listing their 
Primary System requests for 1950, as follows: 

1. New Construction 

a. Urban or Primary Federal Aid. Road 9 
from Lantana to Yamato. 

b. State Work. 

(1) Road A1A—Pavement Lake Worth to 
Palm Beach on grade already constructed. 

(2) Chosen Road, from SR 80 to present 
end of construction SR 717 at Glades Air¬ 
port, about 8 miles. 

(3) Road A1A—Grade from Lake Worth 
to Lantana Road. 

2. Improvement of Existing System 

a. Road 5 (Federal 1)—Apply plant mix 
top beginning S limits of Delray through 
Boynton to Lantana and from Lantana 
through Lake Worth—top to embrace exist¬ 
ing rock base widening strips to provide 28 


ft. width minimum pavement; section 
through Delray to be widened to sidewalk to 
provide 40 ft. pavement and ditto for section 
in Lake Worth from Lucerne to 5th Street. 

b. Reconstruction and widening of pave¬ 
ment Road 15, Canal Point to Martin Co. 
line. 

c. Reconstruction and widening pavement 
Road A1A from railroad crossing South of 
Jupiter through Jupiter to intersection with 
State Road 5. 

d. Improve and widen existing pavement 
Road A1A from South Inlet to recently con¬ 
structed section at Manalapan (approxi¬ 
mately 1 % miles). 

e. Replacement of narrow and inadequate 
bridges with new structures in Glades at 

(a) Canal Point (Road 15), (b) Six Mile 

Bridge (Road 80), (c) South Bay (Road 80), 
(d) Lake Harbor (Road 80 and 25). 

f. Replace three small inadequate timber 
bridges with permanent structures on Road 
80 between Military Trail and 20-Mile Bend. 

g. Provide plant mix top for 3 blocks on 
Okeechobee Road from Road 5 to Royal 
Palm Bridge and on Belvedere Road from 
Seaboard Air Line to Northbound Road 5 at 
Olive Street in West Palm Beach. 

h. Provide plant mix top on Road 802 
from “A” Street, Lake Worth to State 
Road 5. 

i. Continue improvement of existing Pal¬ 
metto Park Road, Boca Raton from end of 
last project to Road A1A. 

3. Maintenance and Operation 

Take over for maintenance following draw¬ 
bridges across Florida Intercoastal Canal. 

(a) Royal Park Bridge—West Palm Beach, 

(b) Eighth Street Bridge—Delray, (c) Pal¬ 
metto Park Bridge—Boca Raton, (d) Club 
Bridge—Boca Raton. 

4. Carry forward provision for all work 
in progress including Road 80 Loxahatchee- 
20-Mile Bend reconstruction which was 
scheduled for work in 1949, and provide for 
completion in 1950 of remaining Palm Beach 
County-FSIC construction program. 

Mr. Bird asked that they be furnished with 
a right of way map of State Road 9 in such 
form that they could secure all of the right 
of way for this road through Palm Beach 
County. He also made special requests for 
the Atlantic Avenue Bridge, which is a part 
of their FSIC program. 

..Secondary Road Program for 1950 

The revised resolution, adopted January 
23, sent in to become a part of the records 
of this meeting, listed their request for the 
following Secondary Projects for 1950: 

1. 45th Street Extension—Ft. Lonesome 


Road to Military Trail—approximately 2% 
miles—construct pavement on grade con¬ 
structed by County. 

2. Extend Okeechobee Road—West from 
terminus of present State Project No. 9375- 
108 FSIC program, approximately 2 miles. 

3. Lantana West Road—Lake Osborne to 
Military Trail—grade and pave approximate¬ 
ly 2 miles. 

4. Boca Raton West Road—From end of 
existing pavement West to E-2 Canal, ap¬ 
proximately 1% miles. 

5. Delray West Road—Apply any funds 
remaining from one-fifth of County's allot¬ 
ment deducting cost of Project 4 above, to 
replacement of existing timber bridges on 
Delray West Road with permanent struc¬ 
tures. 

6. Bowles Canal Road—Reconstruct exist¬ 
ing road East from Okeelanta and extend 
same for total project cost of one-fifth of 
County’s allotment. 

St. Lucie County 

The delegation from St. Lucie County in¬ 
cluded the following: Lane H. Jennings, 
Chairman, R. L. Griffin and J. B. Brewer, 
Members, of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, R. Arnold, County Engineer, Ray¬ 
mond Ford, Clerk, and R. R. Martin, an 
interested citizen. They were advised that 
St. Lucie County was eligible for 50 miles of 
road on the Federal Aid Secondary System, 
41.4 miles of which had already been so 
designated. Also, that for the year 1950 they 
would have $165,940 in Secondary funds, and 
a total of $373,000 for the three year period. 

Mr. Ford stated they were in agreement on 
two projects for the three years; (1) $72,000 
on A1A from the Indian River County line 
south to the north bridge over the Indian 
River, and (2) the Header Canal Road from 
SR 68 to SR 70, $165,000, and for the time 
being he asked that the balance in the three 
year program be held for them to see de¬ 
velopments. 

On the Primary System, Mr. Ford request¬ 
ed the following: (1) State Road 68 from 
13th Street in Fort Pierce to King’s High¬ 
way, about 3 Mj miles; (2) Resurface State 
Road 107 from City of Fort Pierce south to 
County line; and (3) State Road 70, known 
as the Okeechobee Road, to be resurfaced. 

Resolution dated January 24 confirmed the 
above requests. 

DEPARTMENT CONVENES ON FRIDAY, 
JANUARY 20 

On Friday morning, January 20, the De¬ 
partment convened at nine o’clock to con¬ 
tinue hearings of the counties, according to 
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schedule, pursuant to adjournment at the 
close of the afternoon session on Thursday, 
January 19. Present were Chairman Mc- 
Kethan, Members Barber and Drake, and 
the Department’s personnel as on Thursday, 
including L. A. Fraleigh, Assistant Secre¬ 
tary. 

FIFTH DISTRICT 
Brevard County 

The delegation from Brevard County in¬ 
cluded Senator Lloyd F. Boyle, Representa¬ 
tive O. L. Burton, C. Sweet Smith, Jr., and 
A. A. Dunn, Members of the Board of Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners, Noah B. Butt, County 
Attorney, and Breese Provost, an interested 
citizen. They were advised that Brevard 
County was elfgible for 131 miles of road on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System, and now 
had 70.7 miles so designated. Also, that for 
the year 1950 they would have the sum of 
$259,980 in Secondary funds, and a total of 
$689,000 for the three year period. 

Mr. Butt filed the following requests for 
the Primary System: (1) Road from Court- 
tenay down to Merritt, State Road 3, he 
asked for right of way information for out¬ 
fall ditches and borrow pits, for condemna¬ 
tion; (2) From the Kissimmee Highway 
north into Eau Gallie, stating this section of 
road was fast deteriorating; (3) Titusville 
Road, down to the Government Reservation, 
that this be placed back in budget; he also 
stressed the importance of the completion of 
the causeway at Eau Gallie. 

He said the County had adopted its resolu¬ 
tion listing the roads desired to be added 
to the Federal Aid Secondary System. 

Mr. Smith said the County Commissioners 
felt that their Secondary funds should be 
divided among the five commissioner dis¬ 
tricts, and had adopted such a resolution. 
The Chairman explained that if these proj¬ 
ects were split up too much it would add 
materially to the cost of each project. Mr. 
Smith said it was necessary that something 
be done to the road west of Eau Gallie, as 
it was fast going to pieces. He said they 
would return and hold a special County 


Commissioners’ meeting, work out their pro¬ 
gram and send in their resolution covering 
the Secondary work for 1950. 

Chairman McKethan expressed apprecia¬ 
tion to the Legislative delegation for the 
fine cooperation given to the Department. 

The resolution of the County Commission¬ 
ers adopted as of January 26 and sent in to 
become a part of these records requested the 
following secondary roads: 

1. To construct State Road A1A down to 
DeSoto Beach. 

2. To re-surface State Road No. 511. 

3. To re-surface State Road No. 509. 

4. To re-surface that portion of State 
Road No. 3 described as follows: com¬ 
mencing at the intersection of State Road 
3 with State Road 402; thence northerly to 
the fork of said State Road in Section 9, 
township 21 South, Range 36 East; thence 
southerly to State Road 402. 

5. To construct Sec. 7013, State Road No. 
3 from Courtenay to Merritt, which section 
has been designated a part of the Secondary 
Federal Aid Road System, Brevard County. 
Such construction to be paid with the $71,600 
in Federal funds allocated to Brevard Coun¬ 
ty for the construction, repair, and recon¬ 
struction of Federal Aid Roads in Brevard 
County, Florida, for the year 1950, which 
said sum of $71,600 is to be matched by State 
funds applicable to be paid for the construc¬ 
tion of said road. 

CITRUS COUNTY 

The delegation from Citrus County includ¬ 
ed M. C. Scofield, County Attorney, Mrs. 
Wilma V. Stevens, Clerk, James E. Rooks, 
Chairman, and Mrs. King Smith, W. A. Bel¬ 
lamy and Norman P. Savary, Members, of 
the Board of County Commissioners. They 
were advised that Citrus County was 
eligible for 70 miles on the Federal Aid Sec¬ 
ondary System, and now had 61 miles so 
designated. Also, that for the year 1950 they 
would have the sum of $117,680 in Secondary 
funds, and a total of $294,000 for the three 
year period. 


Mr. Scofield said they were all in accord 
and he filed their resolution making some 
changes in the roads on the Federal Aid 
Secondary System and requesting certain 
additions. Their resolution asking for use 
of the 1950 funds listed the following proj- 
etcs: 

1. Construction, maintenance, acquisition 
of R/W etc. for roads and bridges, State 
Road 466 from Inverness E’ly to SR 44 be¬ 
tween Inverness and Wildwood, commonly 
known as the Gospel Island Road. 

2. Construction, maintenance, acquisition of 
R/W etc. road and bridges on State Road 
480 from West’s Corner W’ly to SR 55 

3. Construction, maintenance, acquisition 
of R/W etc. road and bridges, State Road 
495 from Road 55 in Crystal River, N’ly to 
SR 488. 

Mr. Scofield expressed appreciation to Mr. 
McKethan, Mr. Drake and Division Engineer 
Sweat for their fine cooperation in this 
program. 

Flagler County 

Representative H. T. Cook, L. E. Wads¬ 
worth, Member of the Board of County 
Commissioners, Harry Clegg, a former Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners, and P. H. Beach, a resi¬ 
dent of Flagler Beach, were present to repre¬ 
sent Flagler County. The delegation was 
advisd that their county was eligible for a 
total of 50 miles of road on the Federal Aid 
Secondary System, and now had 36.6 miles 
so designated. Also, that for the year 1950 
there would be available for Secondary 
roads the sum of $59,100 and a total of $146,- 
000 for these roads in the three year period. 

Mr. Cook asked for construction of the 
road from Road 11 west to the Volusia 
County line, towards Seville, and that as 
much of this be done this year as possible. 
Chairman McKethan expressed appreciation 
of Mr. Cook’s cooperation with the Depart¬ 
ment. 

Resolution dated January 6 listed the road 
from Road 11 west to the Volusia County 
line, towards Seville as their first request 
for 1950 with the work on the road from 
Espanola W’ly and southerly to intersection 
with Road 20 as their second project. 

Lake County 

Senator J. Ed Baker, F. E. Owens, Chair¬ 
man, and George L. Singletary, Jake C. 
Cowart, Harry K. Stokes and H. Lightfoot, 
Members, of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, J. W. Hunter, County Attorney, and 
George Dykes, County Clerk, were present 
from Lake County. They were advised that 
their county now had 20.5 miles of road 
designated on the Federal Aid Scondary 
System, whereas it was eligible for a total of 
85 miles. Also, that for the year 1950 they 
would have Secondary funds in the sum of 
$274,400 but would have a total of $747,200 
for the thre year period. 

Senator Baker said he believed they had 
their program in pretty good shape. He filed 
a resolution listing the following requests: 
Primary System—Construction 

1. Construction—Road 25 from 1 mile 
south of Leesburg into City of Leesburg. 

2. Pave Road 19 from Pittman north 9.9 
miles to Road 40. 

3. Construct Road 459-19 from Road 25 
through Tavares, Eustis, Umatilla, Altoona 
and Pittman to point of intersection with 
Road 445. 

4. Construct Road 50 from Orange Coun¬ 
ty line through Clermont, Groveland, Mas- 
cotte and west to Sumter Co. line. 

5. Construct bypass through City of Lees¬ 
burg. 

Maintenance 

1. Widen and resurface Road 19 from 
Road 450 to Umatilla, 1 mile. 

2. Resurface road from Eustis southward 
to Road 441 West of Mt. Dora. 

3. Widen and resurface SR 33 from Lees¬ 
burg to Groveland. 

4. Resurface old Road 50 from Groveland 
to Clermont. 

5. Widen and resurface SR 44 from Eustis 
westward to U. S. 441 at Silver Lake Fork. 

6. Resurface Road 445 from Road 19 
northward to Astor Park. 

Secondary System—with construction to 
be in order of priority as listed. 
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1. Construct road from SR 46 just E of 
Sorrento, N’ly to Road 44, approximately 4.5 
miles. ALSO from SR 46 at Sorrento S’ly to 
Orange Co. line. ALSO from SR 46 about 
iy 2 miles East of Sorrento south through Mt. 
Plymouth to Orange Co. Line to connect 
with road to Apopka. 

2. Beginning at Road 50 in Mascotte, run 
southward to Bay Lake. 

3. Lakeshore drive from Road 50 around 
north shore of Lake Minneola to connect 
with Road 19 at Minneola. 

4. Begin at east City Limits of Umatilla, 
run southeast to connect with State Road 
44, known as the Old Lake Eldorado Road. 

5. From Tavares following north shore 
of Lake Dora to Mount Dora. 

6. Picciola Road from Road 441 north of 
Leesburg to Methodist Youth Camp. 

7. Sunnyside drive from Road 441 south¬ 
ward to Road 441. 

8. Lakeshore drive from Tavares to Eustis 
along south and east shore of Lake Eustis. 

9. Clay road from the City Limits of 
Howey south to Shepherd Lake to connect 
with State Road 25. 

The resolution abolished the old FAS 
System and asked that the list of roads 
given be placed on the Federal Aid Secon¬ 
dary System, with priority in construction 
being given to the first two numbered, in 
that order. 

Marion County- 

Senator Wallace Sturgis was present rep¬ 
resenting Marion County. The Chairman 
advised him they were eligible for 209 miles 
on the FAS System and they now had ap¬ 
proximately 80 miles. Also, that they would 
have available in Secondary funds for 1950 
$241,300 and about $624,400 for the three 
year period. 

Senator Sturgis referred to the resolution 
filed by the County Commissioners listing 16 
sections of road as their three year Scon- 
dary program. He said they were listed in 
order of their priority and that they par¬ 
ticularly hoped to get as much done on the 
first four in 1950 as possible. 

1. A road known as the Cotton Plant 
Road and beginning in Section 16, T 15 S, 
R 20 E on State Road No. 40 and running 
West to Romeo on State Road No. 45, also 
known as U. S. 19 and U. S. 441. 8.25 mils. 

2. A road beginning at Irvine in section 
31, T 12 S, R 21 E, thence South to Fairfield, 
thence Southerly to Emathla on State Road 
326, thence Southerly to Fellowship on State 
Road No. 500. 13.90 miles. 

3. A road known as old State Road No. 
451 beginning on State Road No. 40 in sec¬ 
tion 15, T 15 S, R 24 E and running North¬ 
erly to State Road No. 314 (Salt Springs 
Road). 

4. Danks Corner to Summerfield Road 

connecting State Road 475 and 35. 4.75 

miles. 

Orange County' 

The delegation from Orange County in¬ 
cluded the following: Senator J. B. Rodgers, 
Representative Burton Thornal, Chairman 
Harry P. Witherington and Maynard H. 
Evans, A. D. Mims, S. P. H. Harrison, and 
Wendell H. Pharr, Members of the Board of 
County Commissioners, W. R. Smith, Coun¬ 
ty Attorney, Frank Holland, County Engi¬ 
neer, A. C. Slaughter and Lloyd Cahr, repre¬ 
senting the Greater Orlando Chamber of 


Commerce. The delegation was advised that 
Orange County now had 47.3 miles of road 
designated on the Federal Aid Secondary 
System, but was eligible for a total of 128 
miles. Also, that in Secondary funds for 
the 1950 the sum of $243,500 would be avail¬ 
able, and the total sum of $646,900 for the 
three year period. 

Senator Rodgers presented the request of 
the County that the Department waive its 
requirement that Orange County use $63,000 
of these Secondary funds to make repayment 
of that amount due this year on a previous 
loan from the Department, in order that the 
County may have that amount with other 
money to acquire the right of way for 
Colonial Drive this year, and in this con¬ 
nection he requested that the width of this 
right of way requirement be reduced to 80 
feet, to effect a tremendous saving in cost. 
He filed requests on the Secondary System 
as follows: (1) Conway Road to Conway 
Circle: State Road 15, FAS, beginning at 
Michigan Avenue (48-138) to Oak Island 
Road (148-37) a distance of approximately 
1.5 miles, which is to be widened from 16 
feet to 22 feet, with a retread surface, at a 
cost of approximately $26,000.00. (2) Ocoee to 
Boy Scout Road: FAS No. 437, beginning at 
FAS No. 38 (148-14 & 148-9) at Ocoee and 
running north to 48-70 a distance of approxi¬ 
mately 6.15 miles, which is to be widened 
from 16 feet to 22 feet with a retread surface, 
at a cost of approximately $106,500.00. (3) 

Fairvilla Extension: FAS No. 438, begin¬ 
ning at 148-8 and run east to 148-55, a dis¬ 
tance of approximately 3.25 miles, which is 
to be widened from 18 feet to 20 feet and 
constructed of bituminous mix, at a cost of 
approximately $38,000.00. 

The requests on the Primary System, as 
follows: 

1. Completion of the links in the Cross 
State Highway, as follows: a. Minorville to 
Tildenville (Paving), b. Bithlo to Mulberry 
Mound (Grading and Paving), c. Tilden¬ 
ville west to county line (Grading and Pav¬ 
ing). d. Colonial Drive, Orlando, Mills 
Street to Orange Avenue. 

That Colonial Drive from Garland to 
Orange Blossom Trail be included in the 
1951 Budget, inasmuch as the right of way 
cannot be made available during 1950. 

2. Fairbanks Avenue in Winter Park 
from Pennsylvania Ave. to Park Ave. 

3. Lee Road from U. S. 17 and 92 south of 
underpass in Winter Park, west to old 
Apopka Highway. 


4. Gore Ave. in Orlando from Parramore 
St. to Orange Blossom Trail. 

5. State Highway 426 from Brewer Ave. 
in Winter Park E to Seminole Co. Line. 

R/W on all of these projects is or will be 
made available during 1950 and is the maxi¬ 
mum effort that the people of Orange Co. 
can expend upon highway R/W during cur¬ 
rent year. 

Both Mr. Thornal and Mr. Evans stressed 
the importance of the road from Bithlo to 
Mulberry Mound, and said the Department 
would have the heartfelt thanks of Orange 
County if they could build this road this 
year. 

Osceola County 

Mr. Lawrence Rogers, County Attorney, 
was present from Osceola County. He was 
advised that his county was eligible for a 
total of 82 miles of road on the Federal Aid 
Secondary System, with 81.6 miles of that 
amount already so designated. Also, that for 
the year 1950 they would have alavailable 
for Secondary roads the sum of $260,780, or 
a total of 722,000 for the three year period. 
Mr. Rogers said they had already adopted 
their resolution and certified copy would be 
forwarded. 

The resolution adopted under date of De¬ 
cember 12, 1949, asked that the following 
projects be included in the 1950 budget: 

1. Paving of stretch of road known as 
Hickory Tree road at its intersection with 
State Road 500 in Section 24, Township 26 
South, Range 31 East, due West a distance 
of approximately 2 miles. 

2. Paving of certain road in Osceola Coun¬ 
ty known as the Canoe Creek road at its 
intersection in Kenansville, Florida, with 
State Road 15, due West upon the present 
grade a distance of approximately 2 miles. 

3. Paving of what is known as Canoe 
Creek road connecting on North end at its 
intersection in City cf St. Cloud with State 
Road 500 due South to the Canoe Creek 
bridge, following present grade. 

4. In event it is impossible to do any 
work in three project next above, then SRD 
is requested to include in budget a program 
for resurfacing of the St. Cloud-Kissimmee 
Paved road, a distance of approximately 8 
miles. 

SRD is requested to use evry effort to 
secure use of Federal Funds to constitute 
this road as farm to market road.

They 
were advised that their county was eligible 
for 108 miles of road on the Federal Aid Sec¬ 
ondary System, and that the mileage so 
designated on the present system was 94.4 
miles. Also, that in secondary funds for the 
year 1950 they would have $121,700, or a total 
of $309,300 for the three year period. 

Senator Pearce said they had sent in their 
resolution, but after some discussion he de¬ 
cided that they would probably desire to 
change their requests; he said they would 
hold another meeting at once and send in a 
revised resolution. 

The resolution of the County Commission¬ 
ers adopted as of January 23 and sent in to 
become a part of these records requested the 
following secondary roads:

St. Johns County 

Senator Verle A. Pope, Representative 
Chas. E. Shepperd, Representative F. Chas. 
Usina, G. R. Wiles, Chairman, and Herbert 
E. Wilson, W. E. Byrd and Dan F. Mickler, 
Members, of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, Frank D. Upchurch, County Attor¬ 
ney, Hiram Faver, Clerk, Ronald E. Jackson, 
Mayor, and Dwight Brett, City Commissioner 
of St. Augustine, were present to represent 
St. Johns County. 

The delegation was advised that their 
county was eligible for 53 miles of road on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System, which 
mileage was already under such designation. 
Also, that in secondary funds for the year 
1950 they would have the sum of $128,100, or 
a total of $384,000 for the three year period. 
Chairman McKethan thanked the Senator 
and the two Representatives for their fine 
cooperation with the Department. 

Mr. Wiles made the following requests on 
the Primary System: Continuation of work 
on Road A1A, continuation of work on Road 


206, continuation of work on Road 207; also 
the bridge over Hospital Creek and the 
Vilano Beach Causeway. Mayor Jackson 
asked the Department to take over the cost 
of operation of the Bridge of Lions, about 
$546.09 a year, and also asked for construc¬ 
tion of a new bridge over Hospital Creek, 
the Vilano Beach Causeway, and a short 
section of Lewis Blvd. from Kings Street to 
Oyster Creek, which is a part of U. S. 1 and 
now State-maintained. 

As a three year program on secondary 
roads, Mr. Wiles requests: (1) Road 210 from 
State Road 13 to State Road 5, (2) Picolata 
Road (SR 208) east to Junction of Road 16, 
(3) State Road 13 from Hastings to Flagler 
County line, and (4) State Road 204 from 
Hastings to State Road 5. It was agreed that 
all the secondary funds available for 1950 
would be set up in the budget for State Road 
210, beginning at State Road 5 and running 
as far west as the funds would go. This was 
confirmed by the resolution of January 24, 
sent in later to become a part of these rec¬ 
ords, and the three year program also ap¬ 
proved. 

DEPARTMENT CONVENES ON 
JANUARY 21 

On Saturday morning, January 21, the De¬ 
partment convened at nine o’clock to con¬ 
tinue hearings of the counties, according to 
schedule, pursuant to adjournment at the 
close of the afternoon session on Friday, 
January 20. Present were Chairman Mc¬ 
Kethan, Members Barber and Drake, and 
other members of the Department’s personnel 
as on Friday. 

FIFTH DISTRICT (CONT’) 
Seminole County 

Present from Seminole County were the 
following: Senator Lloyd F. Boyle, Repre¬ 
sentative M. B. Smith, J. F. McClelland, 
Chairman, and O. E. Fouraker, B. C. Dodd, 
and W. G. Kilbee, Members, of the Board of 
County Commissioners, M. C. Hagen, County 
Engineer, and H. B. Gray, County Road 
Superintendent. They were advised that 
Seminole County was eligible for a total of 
86 miles of road on the Federal Aid Second¬ 
ary System but had only 23.7 miles so desig¬ 
nated. Also, that for the year 1950 they 
would have the total sum of $129,160 avail¬ 
able for these roads, and a total of $330,000 
for the three year period. 

Resolution dated February 7 asked that 
Federal Aid Secondary Funds of $43,300 be 
retained for 1951 or later, and that balance 
of $77,274 be used in 1950 as follows: 

(1) State Road No. 46 to Gindervilla— 
RECAP 2.0 miles; 

(2) Grapeville Ave. SR 46 to Country Club

FACED, 1.5 miles;

Sumter County 

Those present from Sumter County were 
Senator J. C. Getzen, Representative John V.

Also, that for the year 1950 the amount 
that would be available for work on these 
roads was $160,620, but on the three year pro¬ 
gram they would have a total of $418,000 for 
the period. 

Senator Getzen filed their Secondary re¬ 
quests, as follows: (1) Road 466 from Lake 
County line via Oxford to Marion County 
line south of Pedro; (2) Wildwood to Lake 
County line, toward Fruitland Park; (3) 
State Road 478. 

Speaking in behalf of the Primary System, 
Senator Getzen said their Number One re¬ 
quest was the Cross State Highway, and he 
also asked for Road 469 from Center Hill 
soufh. Chairman McKethan presented the 
delegation with the deed forms for the Cross 
State Highway. 

The resolution revised and adopted as of 
January 28, listed Primary and Secondary 
requests, as follows:

Volusia County 

The delegation from Volusia County in¬ 
cluded the following: Chairman John H.

They were advised that Volusia County 
has only 96.1 miles of road on the approved 
Federal Aid Secondary System, but was en¬ 
titled to a designation of a total of 222 miles. 
Also, that for the year 1950 they would have 
the sum of $427,860 available in Secondary 
funds, or a total of $1,083,460 for the three 
year period. 

Mr. Blank named their requests on the 
Primary System, Atlantic Avenue and the 
Ormond Bridge. 

Speaking on the Secondary program, Mr. 
Mathis said they had already sent in resolu¬ 
tion outlining their requests, on which he 
said their Board was entirely in accord. He 
said that the only revision in the original 
request was for the truck route around the 
west side of DeLand.

QUITCLAIM DEED TO LAND NOT USED 
FOR OVERPASS STATE ROAD 39, 
PASCO COUNTY 

The Board received a request from Mr. C. 
T. Coley for a quitclaim for any interest 
which may have been acquired by a deed 
executed by Mr. Coley in January, 1935, for 
right of way for a proposed overpass for 
Section 1405, Project 940, State Road 39, 
Pasco County. Finding that by reason of a 
relocation of this road the right of way de¬ 
scribed in such deed has not and would 
never be utilized for State road purposes, 
on motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the following resolution was 
adopted:

EXTENSION OF FEDERAL AID SYSTEM

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that neces¬ 
sary certified copies of this resolution be 
transmitted to the Bureau of Public Roads, 
Department of Commerce. 

APPROVAL OF INCREASE IN 
REVOLVING FUND OVERSEAS ROAD 
AND TOLL BRIDGE DISTRICT 

The Board receive^ a request from the 
Overseas Road and Toll Bridge District that 


the State Road Department approve the 
increase cf the Revolving Fund of said Dis¬ 
trict from $25,000 to $40,000, such action hav¬ 
ing been taken by the Board of Commission¬ 
ers of said District at its meeting on January 
16, subject to approval by the Road Depart¬ 
ment and the State Board of Administration. 

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Taylor, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road De¬ 
partment of Florida, that approval be and it 
is hereby given to the action of the Board of 
Commissioners of the Overseas Road and 
Toll Bridge District, taken at their meeting 
of January 16, 1950, increasing the amount 
used to meet monthly expenses of said Dis¬ 
trict and known as the Revolving Fund, by 
the sum of $15,000, bringing the total of said 
fund to $40,000, subject to approval by the 
State Road Department and State Board of 
Administration of the State Florida. 

ELECTRIC CURRENT FOR DRAW SPAN 
OF BRIDGE OF LIONS 

The Board received a request from the City 
of St. Augustine and from the Board of 
County Commissioners of St. Johns County 
for the Department to consider assuming the 
payment of bills for electric current con¬ 
sumed in the operation of the drawspan of 
the Bridge of Lions, on State Road A1A in 
the City of St. Augustine. 

Finding that it is the policy of the Depart¬ 
ment to pay the cost of electric current util¬ 
ized in operating the drawspans on bridges 
maintained by the Department, on motion of 
Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. Barber, the fol¬ 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road De¬ 
partment of Florida, that the Department 
shall assume the payment of electric current 
bills for electric current consumed in the 
operation of the draw span of the Bridge of 
Lions, on State Road A1A in the City of St. 
Augustine, Florida. 

RELEASE OF OLD R/W SOUTH OF 
INDIAN ROCKS BRIDGE 

The Board received resolution of the Board 
of County Commissioners of Pinellas County 
requesting an expression of the intention of 
the Board with respect to the disposition of 
superseded right of way upon completion of 
the proposed rerouting of State Road 699 
from the West end of Indian Rocks Bridge 
southerly to Second Avenue South, also 
known as Whitehurst Street. Upon consid¬ 
eration of the matter, on motion of Mr. 
Drake, seconded by Mr. Nelson, the following 
resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road De¬ 
partment of Florida, that upon the comple¬ 
tion of the new route for State Road 699 
southerly from the west end of Indian Rocks 


Bridge in Pinellas County to Second Avenue 
South, also known as Whitehurst Street, and 
the opening of same to traffic, the Depart¬ 
ment will relinquish to Pinellas County all 
right, title and interest of the Department 
in and to such portions of right of way for 
the old route of said State road as may be 
superseded by the new route, and therefore 
may be no longer needed for State road high¬ 
way purposes. 

ADOPTION OF BUDGET 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road De¬ 
partment of Florida, that the proposed 
Budget of Construction, Betterment and 
Maintenance work for the year 1950, in the 
words and figures following, be and it is 
hereby adopted, as follows, to wit:

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this 
Department does hereby fix Key West 
Florida as the place where, and March 13th, 
1950 as the time when, the Department will 
hold public hearing on the budget, at which 
time and place it will hear all complaints 
and suggestions offered by the public as to 
any changes in said budget, in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 341.20, Florida 
Statutes 1941. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
Chairman be and he is hereby authorized 
and directed to have published in one news¬ 
paper in each of the cities of Pensacola, 
Jacksonville, Orlando, Tampa and Miami the 
said proposed Budget and Estimate of 
Resources, together with a notice of the time 
and place when and at which the Depart¬ 
ment will hold the public hearing. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the 
Chairman be and he is hereby directed to 
furnish to each clerk of the circuit court of 
the State, two copies of said budget of work 
together with notice of the public hearing 
above referred to, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 341.20 Florida Statutes 
1941. 

CHAIRMAN McKETHAN EXPRESSES 
APPRECIATION 

The Chairman expressed his appreciation 
for the splendid work done by the engineers 
and other Department personnel during the 
past year, and said he hoped that the fine 
spirit of cooperation might continue through 
1950 and the years to come, that the people 
of Florida may as rapidly as possible begin 
to enjoy the benefits of the expanded road 
program being set up for them.

To Mr. Barnes belongs the credit 
for originating an accounting system 
that the writer was told recently by 
a Federal Representative is consider¬ 
ed a model for other states. This sys¬ 
tem brings the State of Florida and 
the Florida Industrial Commission in 
incontrovertable and harmonious re¬ 
lations with the Federal Agency on 
fiscal financial policies. To accom¬ 
plish this result Mr. Barnes worked 
long hours many months with fixed 
purpose and indefatigable determina¬ 
tion. But Barnes does not watch the 
clock. He is probably the last man 
to leave his office in the evening— 
never until his desk is cleared and his 
day’s work is done. 

The Florida Industrial Commission 
is an important State agency. It has 
the responsibility for guiding the des¬ 
tinies of the Workmen’s Compensa¬ 
tion, Unemployment Insurance, Flor¬ 
ida State Employment Service, (for¬ 
merly a federal agency) divisions, and 
such staffs as Veteran’s Employment, 
the Florida Apprenticeship Council, 
Child Labor Department, Elevator 
Inspections, and Private Employment 
Agencies. All these laws must be ad¬ 
ministered and the responsibility for 
enforcement is largely that of the 
Chairman. 

When an agency, engaged in public 
service, receives commendation from 
a legislative investigating committee, 
after many hours scrutinizing its rec¬ 
ords, and is given the “green light” by 
unanimous decision, this fact should 
become public knowledge. Such a 
committee presented the following re¬ 
port to the last Legislature: 

“The Committee was highly im¬ 
pressed with the business methods 
employed, with the modern person¬ 
nel practices and policies, which have 
been established, with the extensive 
use of business machines of all types, 
and with the high caliber of the super¬ 
visory personnel.” 

One of Florida’s outstanding daily 
newspapers contained the following 
editorial: 

“Governor Fuller Warren could not 
have chosen a more experienced or 
efficient Chairman to direct the af¬ 
fairs of the Commission than Ray¬ 


mond E. Barnes. Barnes’ ‘know how’ 
comes from years of experience in 
the various Commission activities and 
divisions. He started as law clerk 
in 1937 and has run the gamut of 
nearly every division of the Commis¬ 
sion since that date. After the war 
Barnes resigned to accept the posi¬ 
tion of secretary-treasurer of the Law¬ 
yer’s Guarantee Fund with headquar¬ 
ters in Orlando. He goes back to 
his first love now, with the best 
wishes of a host of friends through¬ 
out the state.” 

This is only one of many editorials 
carried in the daily and weekly press 
after appointment. 

Barnes is a native Floridian. Born 
in Marianna, he graduated from the 
local high school, then took a college 
preparatory course in Peekskill, New 
York. He graduated from Cumber¬ 
land University in 1937 with an LLB 
degree. He is a member of the 
American, Florida and Orange County 
Bar Associations, and represented the 
State Bar Association on the Joint 
House and Senate Taxation Commit¬ 
tee. He married Miss Virginia 
Dowling of Tampa in 1940 and they 
have two daughters, Becky and Lane. 

The Florida Industrial Commission 
meets in executive session twice 
monthly—every first and third Mon¬ 
days. This is usually an all-day ses¬ 
sion. At these meetings matters of 
administration and policy are deter¬ 
mined in a harmonious and intelligent 
discussion. All policy making details 
are referred to the General Counsel, 
Burnice T. Coleman, for reconcilia¬ 
tion with Federal and State laws, 
after which a clear, concise determi¬ 
nation is passed on to every Division, 
Director, and Staff head as aids in 
administering their particular depart¬ 
ment. Members of this Commission 
include Honorable James A. Harper, 
who represents Florida Workers, and 
Honorable John C. Pace, representing 
Business and Industry. 

After directives are issued to the 
Division and operating staffs, Chair¬ 
man Barnes places the responsibility 
for administration where it belongs— 
directly with the heads of the various 
departments. He never interferes 
with the management of these offices. 


At the very beginning of Barnes’ 
administration he issued a manifesto 
to all employees insisting that as pub¬ 
lic servants, that all contacts with the 
public be “courteous, kindly and co¬ 
operative.” This is a personal policy 
of the chairman and an administra¬ 
tive “must” throughout the Commis¬ 
sion. This policy enters into the 
training of new employees and is 
basic in the orientation program of 
the Personnel and Training section. In 
fact, employees regard this as a “law” 
and know full well that violation 
means suspension or discharge. 

Barnes is probably one of the most 
sympathetic and cooperative “bosses” 
to be found, responsible for some 800 
employees and their welfare. While 
he demands loyalty and efficiency, 
he is patient, forbearing and helpful, 
and encourages every one to make 
good. 

This is the “pencil sketch” that the 
writer had in mind in writing this 
article. It is no work of art. It is 
a reflection of character and capabili¬ 
ties of a man “worthy of his hire.” 
Honest, as he expects those around 
him to be. Courteous as he himself 
always is. Sincere almost to the point 
of devotion. Loyal and true as a 
King’s guardsman must be. He has 
abundance of reserve energy. He is 
not satisfied with the mediocre in 
himself, or in others. Nothing but 
the best comes from him, and he ex¬ 
pects those around him to be inspired 
with the same purpose.

1948 to some 12,000 Florida employ¬ 
ers, was one per cent or 10 mills, an 
experience rating however, may be 
earned as low as 0.1 per cent, or 1 
mill. This maximum rate is fixed by 
the Unemployment Act; the State 
Legislature, however, may fix the “ex¬ 
perience rate” and has lowered that 
rate on three occasions—in 1947 to 
the present 1 mill rate. 

In spite of this low “experience 
rate, however, our trust or reserve 
fund increased from December 31, 
1947, from $70,693,061.10 to $73,324,- 
676.32, December 31, 1948, after de¬ 
ducting weekly benefits in the amount 
of $6,747,299. 

The U. S. Government paid inter¬ 
est in the 1948 fund account of the 
Florida Industrial Commission in the 
amount of $1,514,741.50. The pres¬ 
ent status of this account shows a 
balance as of December 31, 1949, of 
$71,437,630.68. 

Proponents of an increase in weekly 
benefits feel that the sinking fund 
account is reaching an amount not 
required for the protective security 
of workers and is insufficient, under 
present living costs, to contribute to 
unemployment needs, or to the State 
and Federal economy. For if the 
economic aspects of unemployment 
insurance are considered, a more lib¬ 
eral benefit would contribute quicker 
return to normalcy and supply more 
money for circulation in recessional 
or seasonal periods peculiar to Flor¬ 
ida. And, active dollars are essential 
to prosperity. 

It should be remembered that un¬ 
employment insurance is not a relief 
measure, or is it charity. Funda¬ 
mentally it was intended to fill an 
economic need in time of recessional 
adjustment, to keep money in circu¬ 
lation and steady business, thereby 
avoiding depressions. It was ex¬ 
pected to meet just such emergencies 
as we have recently passed through— 
a bounce back from mass unemploy¬ 
ment to normal business and indus¬ 
trial activities. 

“It is my conviction,” says Chair¬ 
man Raymond E. Barnes, “that Work¬ 
men’s Compensation, or Unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, are not ‘hand outs 


or charities’ as inferred by some, nor 
do they indicate a trend toward ‘the 
welfare state.’ They are economies 
in the interest of all the people, hu- 
manitarily conceived I admit, but 
with sincere intent of contributing to 
the economic welfare of both the 
State and Nation. For what benefits 
one, benefits all, in a democratic so¬ 
ciety.” 

The Florida State Employment 
Service has done, and is doing, a 
magnificent job in servicing unem¬ 
ployed workers, laid off through no 
fault of their own. It placed 175,549 
unemployed in jobs in 1949. Dove¬ 
tailing with the Unemployment Com¬ 
pensation Division, the two agencies 
are necessary to each other, both con¬ 
tributing to the overall employment 
problem and resulting economies. 
This is a free service and there are 
some 30 local offices in the state, 
where the weekly checks are passed 
out, enabling the local management 
to keep in touch with all applicants 
for employment under the general 
plan. 

In addition to these responsibilities 
the Commission administers the laws 
relating to Elevator Inspections, Ap¬ 
prenticeship Training, Child Labor 
Law Enforcement, and investigations 
of Private Employment Agencies, 
also administration of this special act. 
The Commission does not claim to 
do a “perfect job” of enforcement of 
violations of these laws; it is, how¬ 
ever, doing a commendable service 
to Florida taxpayers through coali¬ 
tion and integration of the major 
agencies of the Commission, saving 
the State many thousands of dollars. 

The Florida Industrial Commission 
as a public service agency, has no 
program of expansion, or of broader 
coverage. Its policy is to administer 
the laws for which the legislature is 
alone responsible. It stands com¬ 
mitted to a “home rule policy,” with 
cooperation but without interference 
of Federal authority. It believes the 
state legislature, being responsible, is 
competent to determine, for Florida 
citizens, the extremes to which the 
state should go. If the state legis¬ 
lature sees fit to order changes in 
the law, increase in weekly payments, 


or new duties for the Commission, 
it will perform, as in the past, with 
fidelity and efficiency and with the 
strictest economy consistent with 
operations of a big business, of 
WHICH THE FLORIDA INDUS¬ 
TRIAL COMMISSION STANDS 
HIGH IN THE AFFAIRS OF 
STATE. 

This is the institution that Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt inspired; its foun¬ 
dation built on humanitarian princi¬ 
ples, with applied democratic ideals 
and constitutional authority enacted 
into law as a practical, effective eco¬ 
nomic aid to the welfare of all the 
people of the United States. A refuge 
in time of emergency, a helping hand 
in time of need. It reflects the warm 
sympathetic understanding of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln when he said, “God 
loves the poor people because there 
are so many of them” and seeks to 
carry through his sincere wish for a 
“government of, for and by the 
people.” 


Foreign vehicles entering Canada on 
traveler’s vehicle permits in July totalled 
453,400, an increase of 11 per cent over the 
same month last year.

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GOVERNORS SAFETY MEETING

potential killer from the highways of the 
State. 

Although important and highly contro¬ 
versial, the cattle fencing law is but one 
short step toward our goal of becoming 
the safest State in the nation. 

There are many pressing problems. In 
1948 there were 715 persons killed on 
Florida's highways. The 1949 figures are 
not complete as yet but from the records 
and ratios of the Florida Highway Patrol 
we can expect that figure will be about 
675 or more deaths. This of course is fine 
improvement and credit rightly should go 
to the Patrol. Its traffic enforcement and 
its educational program are proving them¬ 
selves thoroughly sound and worth while. 

Again, however, this is an approach but 
only a portion of the cause and effect of 
the accidents which result in so much use¬ 
less slaughter in Florida have been cor¬ 
rected. We must know more about what 
causes most accidents in Florida. 

We are driving toward bringing more 
industry to Florida and preliminary esti¬ 
mates show that our attempts will bear 
fruit. Florida's climate, availability of labor 
supply, taxes, building costs, land sites, 
transportation facilities and many other fac¬ 
tors are attractive to industry of many 
types. 

The Florida Industrial Commission tells 
us that in 1948 Florida had 116 industrial 
deaths and investigated more than 93,000 
industrial accidents. This is an appalling 
toll. Here again the cold statistics prove 
that Florida has a long, steep safety trail 
to climb. 

Your State government has many de¬ 
partments which have active safety pro¬ 
grams. The Florida Highway Patrol we 
already have singled out for some well- 
deserved praise. Unfortunately lack of 
funds keeps its own manpower down under 
the safety margin which national safecv 
experts recommend. However, the effec¬ 
tive work of Col. H. N. Kirkman’s Patrol 
is its best salesman and in years to come 
we can expect the Patrol to grow and 
reach the proportions which a State with 
an $800,000,000 tourist business and a 
rapidly growing year-'round population 
should maintain. 

The Industrial Commission under Chair¬ 
man Raymond E. Barnes has an effective 
Safety Department which conducts an in¬ 
tensified educational program strongly sup¬ 
ported by management and labor. 

The Department of Public Instruction 
under Dr. Thomas Bailey does a great work 
in educating our students in all sorts of 
safety projects. The State Road Depart¬ 
ment, with its highly-trained engineers and 
active safety department, also is helping 
us toward our goal. We are spending bet¬ 
ter than $250,000,000 for highways and 
bridges during the next three years of my 
administration and I have been promised 


by Alfred McKethan, Chairman of the Road 
Department, that those projects which will 
do most toward making Florida highways 
safer for the traveling public will be given 
priority attention. 

The Attorney General, Richard Ervin, 
has promised the full cooperation of his 
fine Department. So has J. Edwin Larson, 
whose insurance division of the State Treas¬ 
urer's Office is so active in helping the 
cause of safety. 

Arch Livingston, the Motor Vehicle Com¬ 
missioner, also has been working closelv 
with us in promoting the cause of safety. 
For many years this Department has had 
an antiquated system of hand bookkeeping 
which made it difficult to keep up to date 
the highly important records of vehicle 
ownership and financial responsibility. Un¬ 
der Mr. Livingston’s leadership I am happv 
to report that a change toward modern 
mechanization of bookkeeping methods is 
underway and by next January 1st we hope 
to rank favorably with motor vehicle de¬ 
partments in other states in this respect. 

And many other departments are offer¬ 
ing help and cooperation. Dr. Wilson 
Sowder’s Department of Health is making 
available to us the invaluable records which 
it compiles. Secretary of State Robert A. 
Gray has offered the full facilities of his 
Department. 

The Sheriffs' Association, the Peace Offi¬ 
cers Association, the Constables Associa¬ 
tion, the League of Municipalities and the 
Florida State Chamber of Commerce all 
are 100 per cent behind our drive. 

Most of Florida’s fine civic organizations 
and the Mayors of our many towns and 
cities are cooperating. 

It seems to me the problem is to co¬ 
ordinate and bring together under one cen¬ 
tralized department head the many-sided 
efforts being made toward safety in Florida. 

A Governor’s Safety Council was formed 
under the leadership of my predecessor in 
office, but unfortunately, after a flying 
start in which many of the fine citizens of 
the State took part, the effort fell apart 
because no active, responsible head was 
appointed to see that the fine plans and 
ideas of the citizens' committee were car¬ 
ried out. 

I believe we have the nucleus of a great 
life-saving department already formed. The 
Governor's Safety Council, under my chair¬ 
manship, already has an office established 
and has conducted a fine preliminary pub¬ 
licity campaign, seeking to enlist the in¬ 
terest and support of all Florida citizens. 

Now you leaders from all walks of Flor¬ 
ida business and professional life have come 
here with us to discuss ways and means 
to bring our dreams and our hopes into 
actuality. 

Today we hope to form standing com¬ 
mittees which will study the many-sided 
problems confronting us. From these studies 
we hope to form plans and suggest legis¬ 
lation which will lead us toward our goal. 


Many of you are leaders in the field of 
public information. It is only right that 
this committee should be top-heavy with 
newspaper and radio people because almost 
single handed you have carried the safety 
load for Florida and all the other states 
of the nation for many years. We named 
you because of this and because we are 
frank to admit that any drive for greater 
safety must fail miserably unless we have 
the cooperation of you people whose words 
reach the public at all times of the day 
and night. 

Every fatal traffic accident, we are in¬ 
formed, costs a community $65,000, with¬ 
out placing a value on a human life. Flor¬ 
ida's 1948 traffic fatality and accident rec¬ 
ord caused an economic loss of $25,000,000. 
This is appalling in a State which depends 
for $800,000,000 of its income on the mil¬ 
lions of visitors who come to stay with us 
annually. 

We hope to grow industrially. It is our 
duty to make our factories, our packing 
houses, and our plants as safe as possible 
for those workers we attract into them and 
for those whose money helps us build a 
greater Florida. 

Again I thank you for taking your valu¬ 
able time to be with us today and it is my 
earnest and fervid hope that something 
permanent and constructive will come of 
this effort to make Florida the safest State 
in the nation in which to live, work and 
travel.

Bridge Dedicated 

On December 20th, 1949, Mr. Risdon 
Boykin, Attorney with the State Road De¬ 
partment, speaking in behalf of the Honor¬ 
able Merrill P. Barber, Road Board Member 
from the Fourth Division, dedicated Baker’s 
Haulover Bridge on Miami Beach as the 
Herman B. Fultz Bridge. Mr. Fultz is the 
former Road Board Member from the 
Fourth Division serving from 1945 to 1949 
and spent much of his time and energy in 
getting this very needed project under way. 
The bridge was constructed by the Hard¬ 
away Construction Company at a total cost 
of a little more than $1,440,000. Credit was 
given to the employees of the State Road 
Department who were connected with the 
construction of the bridge; special credit 
going to Mr. W. E. Dean, Bridge Engineer 
for the Road Department, who designed the 
bridge. The bridge itself is 1,250 feet long 
having on either side 6 foot sidewalks mak¬ 
ing a total width between the railings 68 
feet.

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GOVERNOR REPORTS GREAT PROGRESS

except for a minimum caused by lightning, are accidentally set by 
campers, fishermen and hikers. 

I have asked all our 67 sheriffs and our constables, as well, to 
cooperate in strict enforcement of the forest fire laws. Protection of 
our large income from forest products is everybody’s job, and law 
enforcement is the most important job. 

Before the end of 1950, 10 more counties will have set up 
organized forest fire protection units. These are Clay, Holmes, 
Indian River, Jackson, Lake, Lee, Leon, Marion, Walton, and 
Washington Counties. Thirty counties then will be blanketed with 
protection against wildfires, and we will be well along the way on 
cur return to “Pinetree Prosperity.” 

Progress? Accomplishments? I’m limited only by my allotted 
time on the air tonight in telling about them. Outstanding, of 
course, is what some observers are pleased to call the Warren Citrus 
Code, which raised maturity standards to the point where Florida 
citrus must tantalize the taste, as well as entrance the eye, before 
it is shipped out of the State. This Act of the 1949 Legislature is 
proving its merit more and more. 

Citrus prices are at unprecedented high levels. The movement of 
fruit continues at an orderly pace. Northern citrus brokers are 
loud in their praises of Florida’s citrus quality this year. The 
housewives of America are evidencing their approval by purchasing 
greater quantities of Florida citrus at better and better prices. 

Our growers are prosperous and happy. Those who originally 
opposed the quality program now are strangely silent. The legis¬ 
lators who voted for the Citrus Code are getting well-deserved pats 
on the back and feeling mighty proud of the prosperity their wisdom 
brought to the industry. 

Even the United States Department of Agriculture, which rarely 
ventures into the field of opinion, recently issued a statement prais¬ 
ing the quality of this year’s Florida citrus crop. The statement 
noted that a record-breaking 17 million boxes of early and mid¬ 
season citrus had been sold up to January 1 at the best prices of 
all time. It also emphasized that only 15 million 700 thousand 
boxes had been marketed up to January 1 during the previous 
season—and at prices which covered our growers’ profit and loss 
ledgers with red ink. 

Honesty in dealing with Florida’s citrus customers is paying 
large dollar dividends to the growers. The economy of the entire 
State is benefiting. 

Honesty also is paying off in our annual $800 million tourist 
business. Let me tell you how. A short time before Christmas about 
25 travel and resort editors from metropolitan papers of the East 
and Midwest toured our State, as guests of the State Hotel Com¬ 
mission and the Florida Hotel Association. 

Everything they asked to see was shown to these reporters. 
None of our defects—if there be those who insist we have defects— 
was hidden. The reporters appreciated our hospitality. They wrote 
thousands of words of favorable publicity about Florida while on 
the tour. They’re still writing about our climate, warm sun and 
opportunities for outdoor sports. All this invaluable promotion cost 
the taxpayers of Florida not one thin dime. 

Neither does the general public contribute to the upkeep and 
operation of the State Hotel Commission, which is recognized as 
one of the most important State agencies in the constant expansion 
of our tourist industry. Let me quote from an article appearing 
in the January 7 edition of the widely-circulated Chicago Daily 
News. The writer, who was among those who got a first-hand 
knowledge of our vacation facilities while on the pre-Christmas 
tour, says: “The public can for the most part rely upon good 
conditions existing in hotels, apartments, motor courts, restaurants 
and dining rooms. This is because of the important service rendered 
by the Florida State Hotel Commission. Under the direction of 
James T. Landon, the Commission devotes itself solely to the task 
of insuring the welfare of tourists.” Unquote. 

Later on, the Chicago Daily News writer makes this point, and I 
quote: “All the groups serving tourists in Florida welcome the 
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regulation of the commission. The inspection cost is paid for by 
the vacation service industry. No taxes are levied on the general 
public.” Unquote. 

Our tourist advertising program, naturally, does require an initial 
investment by the State. But it, like other important governmental 
operations, was severly handicapped during the Summer and early 
Fall of 1949 because of the uncertainties of the State government's 
financial position. I want to report, however, that as soon as the 
Legislature provided the necessary revenue, the State Advertising 
Commission went into high gear. It is producing real financial 
returns. 

The volume of inquiries about Florida is increasing constantly. 
Mr. John D. Montgomery, the able and energetic vice-chairman of 
the Advertising Commission, tells me that frequently these in¬ 
quiries are received at a rate of more than 1,000 a day. In five 
days, January 9 through January 13, the Commission received 7,853 
inquiries from persons who had seen tourist advertisements of 
Florida published during December. And just one advertisement 
telling of opportunities for agriculture in Florida, which was pub¬ 
lished in 8 farm magazines, brought 2,636 inquiries. 

All these inquiries are from potential customers and potential 
permanent residents. It is up to us to follow through on the job 
started by the Advertising Commission by doing everything we 
can to make our visitors feel welcome when they come down here. 

As a citizen—as a participating stockholder in this company called 
Florida—you have a right to ask for more conclusive proof of the 
results of your tourist advertising program. One of the best indi¬ 
cators I know is the volume of traffic. The statistics, as compiled 
by automatic car-counting machines of the State Road Department, 
show that traffic throughout the entire State in December was 
almost 12% heavier than in the same month in 1948. There is little 
doubt that increased tourist travel accounted for much of this. 

The non-sectional character of our tourist advertising also is 
reflected by the road count. For example, traffic on U. S. 41- 
main artery into Tampa and St. Petersburg from the North—was 
up 13.9%. Central Florida traffic was up 15.5%, as shown by the 
road count on U. S. 441 between Ocala and Leesburg. East Coast 
volume on U. S. No. 1, 15 miles south of Jacksonville, was up 16.5%. 

Yes, we continue to prosper, in all fields of endeavor. Even 
municipal governments in Florida got a tremendous financial shot- 
in-the-arm in January when they received their first allotments 
under the cigarette tax law enacted by the 1949 Legislature. A 
total of $843,661 was distributed among the cities and the two 
counties—Wakulla and Liberty—which have qualified to receive 
these benefits. 

This $843,661 represented the cigarette tax collection within 
their boundaries during November, the first month the new law was 
in effect. It also represented a windfall to the many cities which 
have been having a hard time in making ends meet. Ultimately, 
too, it will prove a boon to the property owner, since the cities 
participating in the set-up must reduce their real estate tax millage 
so that their total dollar revenue from this source is cut back by 
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January 19—1. E. Scott, Tax Assessor, Glades 
County, was advised by the Attorney General that 
(1) house trailers are subject to our motor vehicle 
registration statutes when such trailer has its loca¬ 
tion in this state and when it is used or intended 
to be used in connection with a motor vehicle 
where motive power of the motor vehicle is used 
as the motive power of the trailer. (2) Each 
automobile trailer that does not have a current 
year’s Florida license tag or similar tag issued by 
some other state or country recognized in this 
state, is subject to ad valorem taxes unless exempted 
by the constitution or by statute. (3) Where a 
house trailer has been permanently attached to 
real property in this state and is used as the per¬ 
manent home of the owner of such real property, 
the same would be entitled to exemption under 
Section 7, Article X, Florida Constitution. 050-25.

an amount equivalent to 50% of the revenue obtained annually from 
the cigarette tax. 

Of the cities sharing in the first distribution, Miami received the 
greatest amount—$132,545. Others in the first 10 were: Jacksonville, 
$90,448; Tampa, $53,224; St. Petersburg, $50,997; Miami Beach, 
$35,999; Orlando, $24,462; West Palm Beach, $23,887; Fort 
Lauderdale, $18,218; Coral Gables, $18,038, and Pensacola, $14,697. 
I have recited these figures to emphasize an even more important 
aspect of the new law: the cities, within broad limitations estab¬ 
lished by the Legislature, are free to spend this money in any way 
they wish, subject only to the will of their citizens. They do not 
have to obtain the approval of any State agency or official. 

Some segments of opinion to the contrary, we recently have 
witnessed another encouraging trend toward “home rule.” I refer 
to my Administration’s plan which will permit the expenditure of 
$13,800,000 on secondary—or farm-to-market—roads in 1950, and 
a total of $36,700,000 on such roads during the next three years. 

For the first time in Florida, county commissioners have the right 
to designate the roads on which all county road funds are to be 
spent. This plan, when announced recently by Chairman Alfred A. 
McKethan of the State Road Department, won enthusiastic and 
unanimous approval of the County commissioners, county attorneys 
and State Legislators who were present at the meeting in Talla¬ 
hassee. 

Right to the point was the comment of Mr. J. Lewis Hall, Leon 
County Attorney, who said, and I quote: 

“No power is given up by the county commissioners; only the 
Road Department surrenders power. With the allocation of gasoline 
tax funds to the counties by the 1949 Legislature, this plan provides 
for a REDUCTION of COUNTY TAXES for highway purposes, 
MORE MILES PER DOLLAR of expenditure, and more effective 
use of Federal aid funds.” Unquote. 

My time is about up. I will close by observing what all free 
people know: Government derives its just powers from the consent 
of the governed. I want to assure you that your State Administra¬ 
tion, while seeking even greater achievement and progress for the 
benefit of all Florida, will never FORGET—or IGNORE— that 
democratic credo.
